272 of the 22nd ultimo, taken ^rom 
correspondence and messages by the electric telegraph, of what has occurred at different 
stations in this Presidency, in connection with the disturbed state of aSairs.

Narrative of Events, da%d November 9, 1857. ,

THE naiTatives transmitted by the mail dispatched on the 22nd and 23rd ultimo, 
contjiined the news received up to those dates. 

Ayra. —All well by the latest accounts. Greathed’s column, now under Brigadioi', 
Jl. Grant, C.B., Her Majesty’s 9lh Lancers, who took ( ornmaud on its leaving A^,'* 
reached Myajmoric on the 2dth of Octo!)or, and occupied the statiotj without opposition. * 

The ilajah fled u few hours befoie its arrival, leaving behind him a good deal of 
jiroperty, a few guns, some powder, arid 2,30,000 rupees—the treasure left there when the. 
outbreak first took place. The column reuelied Cawnpore ou the 2Gth of October- .An; 
cxj’cdidou sent out from Agra to Fiittehpore Sicree was successful; most of the rebels 
fltd, but some occupied the buildings ou die liciglijs, and fought desperately; ouif loss., 
Iritlmg. All quiet towards the north-west, except in Gopa district, where the rising ig ijot 
quite quelled yet, Indore mutineers fled from l'’uttchpore side towards Rajpootana.

Azimyhihr ,—A party of i-ebc1s, wht> crossed the Jauuporc frontier, ’ were severely 
handled by the Goorkhas ; 250 were killed, 181 bodies counted next day, besides many 
shot in a tank. A smull body of ^lolice sowars cut up large numbers, and six standards 
were taken ; our loss trifling. 

Banda .—A batch of mutiueer.s, who left this place on the 27th of October, with tho 
intention of crossing the Jumna at (’liilla I’ara and Galpee, are said to have burnt the 
records of the Collector’s and Dcwaunce ofiice. Kocr .Sing left, with a bod;^ of mutineers,, 
on the 20tb, and another party left on the 21st. Tlioy gjppcar to have left with the 
intention of proceeding towards Calpec. 

Barrackpore (Fort William). —Tlie disarincd 32nd Native Infantry have been brought . 
down. ; .

Cawnpore ,—Brigadier Hope Grant’s (late Greathed’s) column arrived on the 26th 
October, The column consisted of two companies of Sappers, 260 Europeans, and 320 
Native (Punjaub) Cavalry, 600 Europeans, and 900 Native (Punjaub) Infantry, with ten 
■ Horse Ai’tillery guns, a 6eld-battcry, two 10-pouhdcr guns, and two 8-inch mort^. 

His Excellence the Commander-in-chief arrived at Cawnpore on the 3rd November. 
Brigadier Grant’s lorcc, which crossed the Ganges pn the 30th October, is nowTialted just 
beyond the Bunnec Bridge, by order of the Commander-in-chief. * 

Chunar. —^Nothing new. 

Dacca. —^No news. 

Delhi, —^Thc column under Brigadier Showers occupied Dadree on the 15th October, 
talcing six gups, and subsequently, Koonaud, capturing five lacs of rupees, and cutting 
off about 400 of Nabob's troops, on the 20th October. After punishing some MewattOes 
at Sonah, the column was to proceed towards Bullubghur. 

The Cashmere troops, under R. Lawrence, joined this column on the 17th October, 
when this moved towards Jhujjur, the Nawab of which place sumndered himself. 0])po- 
sition was expected at Jhujjur; but the cantonments were iouud evacuated: twenty-one 
guns and mnoh aufinuniiion taken. 'I'Ue Cashmere troops were to occupy Jhujjur. It 
appears that the King’s life has been guaranteed. It does not appear under what circum¬ 
stances ; but inquiries have been made. The King will be sent down to the fort of 
Allahabad as soon as the road is freely opened. Everything has been prepai-ed for the 
destruction of the fortifications; but the coinmcnccmcut of the work has been suspended 
pending furtlier .orders, Ssr J. Ijawrencc betng opposed to their entire destruction, which 
would involve an immense outlay, while some sort of wall round the place would be useful 
. hereafter for police purposes.

‘ Futtehpore .—A battle was fought between this and Cawnpore on the 1st November, 
near the village of Kudgwa, between the Diriapore mutineers and a detachment of 500 
men, and two 9-pounder guns, under Colonel Powell, Her Majesty’s 53rd Foot. The enemy 
had three guns, were in a strong position, and had a numerous force. Their position was 
carried, two guns captured, .'ind their camp destroyed. Colonel Powell was killed. In 
consequence of our force being done up by forced marches it was unable to pursue the 
enemy; but went into Cawnpore the following day with the wounded. The Banda 
mutineei's appear to have left the Futtehpore districl. 

Ohaseeporc. —All quiet. 

Gomckpore. —No news. 

Gwalior. —TIu* 1 st Division of the Gwalior force, three regiments and three batteries, 
inarched on the 1.5th, and the remainder, three more regiments, a battery, fhd the siege- 
train, on the IGth. The Infantry of the 5tli and 6th companies of the 6th Regiment had 
remained witli the Maharajah, the rebels forming two new regiments in their place. The 
rebels had utterly destroyed the cantonment and lines, and had marched towards Calpee 
and Cawnjjore. Seindia is rei)ort{!d to have been ovefjoyed at the victory gained at Agra 
on file iOth of October (reported in last nfuiativc). Seindia wa.s unable to detain the 
rebels another day at Gwalior, though, by management, he had licen enabled to keep them 
there a-month alter they threatened to attack Agra,

Lahore .'—All quiet in the Punjaub. .' 

Lucknow. —A rcporl^^ from Brigadier-General Havelock, dated Lucknow Residency, 
30tb of Ecptctnlwr, detailing his operations from the date of crossing the Ganges to the 
relief of the garrison on tJic 25th of September, accompanies this narrative. Events sub- • 
sequent to the 25th i^ill b j reported by Sir J. Outram, who took command on the junction 
of the relieving force with the garrison.' 
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Sir J. Ontram reports ou the 21st of October that his provisions, on a reduced 
scale, would last till the 20th of November; but no bullocks would be kept tp taovn the 
guns. 

Major McIntyre reports on the 30th of October from Alumbagh that all was welj 
there, but communication with Sir.I. Outram was very uncertain and at' long intervais. 
Reinforcements had reached the Alumbagh, and large supplies of provisions also ; and 
more were being dispatched from Cawnpore.

Mirzapore. —All quiet. A body of robelsand mutineers, called 4,000 men, with 100 
horse and 16 elephants, was at Robertsgunge on 5tli of November, marching Weshvurd on 
the road, followed by the Dinapore men; supposed to be the 32nd mutineers. 

Mooltan. —No news. ' 

Nagade. —Bageergoogur has risen. Tlic Hiamiadar and other Govemment servants 
have been killed. The Jubbulpore road is closed; and it is feared that Myhere will follow. 

Nagpore. —All quiet. 

JVccotucA.—A n attack was made from Neemuch on the 2.'>th of October to dislodge a 
body of Mundisore mutineers from Jowub. Our force suceeedeil in driving tliem into the 
fort. The place was evacuated the next day, and is now occupied by us. Our loss was 
not heavy. 

Nusseerabad. —No news. 

Oude. —Sec under the head of Lucknow. No news from the jjprovincc generally. 
The rebels appear to be concentrated at Lucknow. ^ 

Patna. —All quiet. 

Peshawur. —^Nothing new. 

Rajpootana. —Tlie Karatoni droops‘treacherously murdered Major Buidon and two 
“sons on the IStli of October. Their object and movement not yet known, .lyepore 
somewhat unsettled. Jodhporc mutineers moved to near Samgbai Lake, supposed to 
meditate a flight to Rohilcuud or to join other disaflectcd Rajpootana troops. 

Runcegunge. —At, this station, the lermiualion of the railroad," a dipdt has been 
formed, for the purpose of hndiug means for supplying soldiers with all iK'(*essarie,s for 
proceeding up the country. It is from this station that they commence Ihcir journey, 
either by dilk carnage, bnllock-train, or by land. The head-quarters and six companies of 
the 32nd Native Infantry arrived here ou the 22nd October, and (juictly gave up their 
arms. The men have since been brought down to Barraekpove. 

Rewah. —^Tlic ]»re8cuce of the Madras column at the Chuttra Pass has had ^uch an 
t!ffect that Rewah is now quite quiet. Captain Osborne had gone into the camj), and hud 
again returned to Rewah. The column had returned to Mirzapore, and proceeded towards 
Cawnpore. The Rajah had cxjiressed his regret for what had happened ; the Sirdiu's bad 
given up their jirisoncrs, and thrown themselves <on the mercy of the Government. 
Osborne had pardoned them, disarmed the prisoners, and ordi'rcd them off. All this was 
brought about by the presence of the column at the Pass. 

Savgor. —^Nothing new. 

Sehorp. —^No news. 

Trunk Road. —The arrangements made for (he transporl of troops and their eoratort 
1 ‘cmaiu very satisfactory. The Commander-in-cliicf was interrupted on the 30th on his 
way up, between Jehanabad and Mohumma, by a body of mutineers w’ho w'cre crossing the 
road. His Excellency returned to Jclianabad, but proceeded on aciain the same evening.

Brigadier-General Havelock to the Chief of the Staff. 

(IVlegraphic.) Lucknow Uesideneg, Scplemher 30, 1857. 

MAJOR-GENERAL SIR JAMES OUTRAM having, with characteristic generosity 
of feeling, declared that the command of tive force should remain in my hands, and that 
he would accompany it as Civil Commissioner on]y, until a junction could be effected 
with the gallant and enduring garrison of this place, I have to request that you will inform 
his Excellency the Commander-in-chief fliat this purpose was effected on the evening of 
the 25th instant; hut I must fii-st refer to antecedent events. I crossed the Sye on the 
22nd instant, the bridge at Bunnee not having been broken. On the 23rd I found myself 
in the presence of the enemy, who had taken a strong position, his left po.stcd in tlic 
inclosure of the Alumbagh, and his centre and right on low heights. 

The head of my column at first suffered from the fire of his guns, as it was compelled 
to pass along the Trunk Road between morasses; but as soon as my regiment could be 
deployed along his front, and his light enveloped by ray left, victory decided for us, and 
wc captured five guns. Sir J. Outram, with his accustomed gallantry, |)rcs.sed our advance 
close down to the canal; but as the enemy fired with his Artillery and with guns from the 
city, it was not possible to maintam this, or a less advanced position, for a time, bnt it 
became ncccs.sary to throw our right in the Alumbagh, and retire ouv left; and even w'c 
were incessantly cannonaded throughout the twenty-four hours; and the Cavalry, 1,500 
strong, swept round througlr lofty cultivation, and the sudden interruption [sic] upon our 
baggage massed in our rear. 

The soldiers of the 90th Regiment, fonuingOaggage-guard, received the charge with 
gallantry, and lost some brave''officers and men; shooting down, however, 25 of the 
troopers, and putting the wfeole body to flight They were finally driven off by two guns 
of Captain Olphert's’ Imttery. 

The troops hJl been marching three days, under a perfect deluge of rain; iiTCgularly 
fed, and badly housed in villages. It was thonght necessary to pitch tents, and pcnnil 
them to halt on the 24th. The assault on the city wus deferred until the 25th. On that 

C 
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moirniog oiir. baggage and tents were dejwsited in the Aluinbagh, und^r an escjjr^ abd we 
advanced. The first brigade, under Sir J. Oufram’s personal leading, drove the epcmy 
from a succession of gardes and walled inclosures, snpporteil by the two brigades which I 
accompanied. Both brigades were established on the canal at the bridge of the Charbagh. 
From this point, the direct road to the Ilesidency is a little less than .miles, bat it is 
known to^have been cut by trenches, and crossed bjr palisades at short intervals, the houses, 
also, being all loop-holed.- Progress in thi-s direction was opposed; so the united column 
pushed and deployed along the narrow road which skirts tlvc left bank of the canal. Its 
advance was not seriously interrupted until it came opposite the King’s Palace or Kissurah- 
bagh, where two guns and a body of mercenary troojis were entrenched. From this 
entrenchment a fire of grape and musketry was poured, under w'hioh nothing could live,; 
the artillcjty and troops had to jiasf, a bridge partially under its influence, but were then 
shroudeddjy the buildings adjacent to the Palace of Fhurct'd Buksh. 

Darkness was coming on, and it was proposed to halt within the Court of this mchal for 
the night; but I esteemed it to be of sucli importance not to leave this beleaguered garrison, 
knowing that succour was at hand, that I ordered the main body of the 78tli Highlanders 
and the repment of Ferozepore to advance. 

This column rushed on with a desperate [.ric] by Sir J. Outrara and myself, 

Lieutenants Hudson and Hargood, of my staff'; and overcoming every obstacle, established 
itself within the inclosurc of tlic Ilesidency. ' 

The gairison may be more easily conceived than descrilied ; hut it was not 

until the next evening that the whole of my troops, guns, tumbrils, and sick and wounded, 
continually exposed to the attack of llio enemv, could he brought, step by step, within 
this inclosure, and tlie adjacent Palacjc of Fliureed Buk.sl). 

To form a notion of the obstacles overcome, a reference must be made to the events 
that are known to have occurred at Buenos Ayres and Saragossa. Our advance was 
through strcdls of flat-ioofcd and loop-holed houses, each forming a separate lortress. 1 
am filled with surprise at the success of oi'crutions which demanded the efforts of 10,000 
good troops: the advant.w,;e has cost us dearly. 

The killed, wounded, and missing—the latter being wounded soldiers, who, I regret 
to say, have fallen into thq bauds ol a mureiJess foe—amount to d()4 officers and men. 

Brigadier-Gcnciiil Neill, commanding 1st Brigade ; Major --, commanding Artillery ; 

Lieutenant-Colonel Baiseley, a volunteer with tin; force, arc killed, (blond Campbell, 
commanding {)0th Infantry; Lieutenant-Colonel Tytler, my Deputy Assistant Quarter- 
mastcr-Gcneral; and Licutcuaiit Havelock, my Deputy Assistant -Adjutant-General; arc 
severely, but not dangerously, wounded. 

Sir James (Jutram received a ;K.\li-ivound in the arm in the early part of the action, 
nea» Cliai'bagh, but nothing would subdue his .spirit; and, though fuiiit irom loss of blood, 
he continued, to the end of tlm o[)era1ion, to si1 on his horse, winch he only dismounted at 
the gate of the Residency'. As he has now assumed the command, I leave to him the 
narration of all events subsequent to the 25th instant.

capturing the siege-train, now rn route from Fcrozeiiore, 1 detached a column uflder 
Brigadier-General .Nicholson, on tlic morning of the 2,‘3th instant, to intercept them. 

1 inclose herewith tlie Brigadier-General s re])ort of his operations, with plans of the 
rente pursued by tiic eolutnn, •.uid of the action of Nujufglnii', with returns of tho killdd 
and wounded, and ammunition expended, as well as of the Cxiptured ordnance and ammu¬ 
nition. I also inclose cojiy of a field force order I have issued on tlic occasion. 

To Brig idicr-Gcneral Nicholson’s judgment, energy, and determination, 1 attribute 
mainly the glorious result of the expedition; and, next, to the’steadiness and gallantry 
in action, and the cheerfulness, under great privation and fhtiguc, exhibited by the officers* 
and men placed under his Government, 

TIk'v all most richly deserve my highest praise, and, in forwarding this report for 
submission to Government, I beg that Major-General Gowan will biing to tlm favorable 
notice of Government the name of Brigadier-General J. Nicliolson, as well as all those 
officers mentioned in his report, as those to whom ho was most indebted for their service 
on this oecGsion.

Head-Quarters, Camp, Delhi, August 30, 1857. 

• MAJOR-GENERAL WILSON, commanding the force, begs to offer his most hearty 
thanks and congratulations to Brigadier-General Nicholson, and the force which moved 
from camp unddr^us command on the morning of the 25th instant, ou the very successful 
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issue of the operations they *ere engaged m. J^ds.force made a march of eighteen miles 
over a, country intersected witli swamps,* at the end of which they fought an action with 
the enemy variousiy estimaied at 4,000 to (i,000 men, gained a complete yictorj?, capturing 
all the enemy’s guns (thirteen in number), and, owing to the diffieulty in getting u|) the 
ba^ge and provisions, had to bivouac on the ground without food or covering ot apy 
kind. The next day the troops marched back, arriving in camp the same evening. 

2. The Major-General considers he is indebted for the glorions result «f these opera¬ 
tions to the judgment and energy displayed by Brigadier-funeral Nicholson, the steadi¬ 
ness and gallantry of the troops in action, and the dieerfulncss with which they bore the 
fatigue and hardships they were called ujmn to undergo. 

3. The Major-General has much pleasure in publishing the following extract front 
Brigadicr-Geneial Nicholson’s report, and in assuring all therein-mentioned that he will 
bring, them to favorable notice in his r<‘])()rt to the Commander of the Forces in the 
Upper Provinces, for submission to Government. 


Inclosurc 10 in No. 1. 

Brigadier-General Nicholson to the Deputy Assistant Adjutant-General, Delhi Field Force. 

Sir, Camp 4th Infantry Brigade, before Delhi, August 28, 1857. 

I HAVB the lionor to report, ibr the information of Major-General Wilsop, com¬ 
manding* before Delhi, that agreeably to his ordera, I marched from this at daybreak on 
the 25th, with the troops noted in the margin,* to intercept a force of the enemy, said to 
he moving from Delhi towards Bahadoorghur, with the intention of attacking us in rear. 

On my arrival at the village of Nanglooc, about nine miles from this (and to reach 
which I had to cross two difficult swamps), I learned that the enemy had been at Talmu 
the previous day, and would probably reach Nujufghur in the course of the afternoon; I, 
therefore, decided on leaving the Bahadoorghur road, and, if possible, coming up with and 
routing the enemy at Nujufghur before night-fall. 

I crossed a tolerably deep and broad ford over a branch of the Nujufghur Jlieel, near 
the village of Btissrowlu. at about 4 p.m., and found the enemy in position on my left and 
front, extending from the bridge over the Nujufghur canal to the town of Nujufghur itself, 
a distance of a mile and three-quarters or two miles. Their strongest point was an oh! 
serai on their left centre, in which they luul four guns; nine more guns were between 
this and the bridge. 

‘ It was 5 o’clock l)e*ore t!ie troops were across the ford and parallel witli the position; 
as the enemy was so far advanced, and I had no guides, I laboured under the disadvantage 
of being compelled to make a very hasty reconnaissance. 

The plan which I determined on was, to force the left centee (which, as I have said, 
was the strongest part of the position), and then clianging front to the left, to sweep down 
their line of guns towards the bridge. , 

I accordingly formed up Her Maiesty’s (ilst Regiment, the 1st Fusiliers,, and the 
2nd Punjaub Infantry (with the exception of 100 men of each coi*ps, whom 1 had had told 
■off on the march, as a reai'guavd and reserve), with four guns on tlie right and ten on the 
left flank, supported by the squadron 9th IjUiicers and Guido Cavalry; and, after the 
Artillery had fired m a few rounds, I advanced, and charged with the Infantry. 

The enemy was driven out witJi scaicely any numc. ieal loss to us (though Her Majesty’s 
61st had a most gallant and promising ofheer. Lieutenant Gabbett, mortally wounded); 
and I then changed front to the left, and sc turned the position in which their guns were. 
'J'he enemy made little resistance as wo advanced, and were soon in full retreat across the 
bridge, with our guns playing upon them ; thirteen of their field-pieces having fallen into 
our hands. 

At the same time that I attacked the sdrai, I directed lieutenant Lumsden, Officiating 
Commandant of Major Coke’s coiro, the Ist Punjanb Infantry, to advance and clear the 
town of Nujufghur, on our right. This service was well performed by Lieutenant Lumsden, 
who, after passing through the town, brought his right shoulders forward and followed m 
rear of the main line. . * 

The enemy’s gnns were now all in our possession) and I supposed the conflict at an

eadi irh«i it was reported to me that a few men had concealed themselves in the little 
village of Nuglee, which was at this time a few hundred yards in rear of our line. I imnito-' 
diately sent orders to Lieutenant Lumsdeo, who was then nearly abreast of the village, to 
drive them out; hut^ though few in number, they had remained so long that our troops 
were on all sides of them, and seeing no line of retreat open, they fought with extreme ' 
desperatimi. 

Lieutenant Lumsden wa.s, I regret to say, kijled, with eleven of his men; twenty six 
more were wounded, and I was obliged to send back the 61st Regiment to reinforce the ‘ 
Ist Punjaub Infantry; this corps also suffered*the loss of another gallant officer, 
Lieutenant Elkington, dangerously wounded, and five men killed, and several more were 
wounded before the village was in our posssession. 

The enemy’s Cavalry, apparently not less than 1,000 sti-ong, more than once made a 
show of charging during the action, but were on each occasion driven bacik by the fire of 
our artillery. Our own Cavalry I regretted much my inability to employ against tliem, 
but I had been obliged to leave the Squadron 2nd Punjaub Cavalry, uiider Lieutenant 
Nicholson, and 120 of the Mooltanees, to look after the baggage; and I had, of Lancers, 
Guides, and Mooltanees, not more than 300 left to escort the guns and form a reserve. 

I parsed the night at the bridge with the Ist Fusiliers and 2nd Punjaub Infantry,. 
and a detachment of Artillery and Lancers. I had the bridge mined and blown 
up by the Sappers, and all the waggons and tumbrils which I had not the means of 
bringing away were also blowm up by Major Tombs; shortly after daybreak, I started on 
my return to camp, and fearing lest more rain should render the ground (already suffi¬ 
ciently difficult) quite impracticable, I brought the column in the sanm evening. 

It only now remains for me to fulfil the pleasing duty of expressing my extreme satis¬ 
faction with the conduct of the troops in these operations. No soldiers ever advanced to 
the attack of a position with greater gallantly and, steadiness than Her Majesty’s 61st 
Regiment, the 1st Fusiliers, and the 2nd Punjaub Infantiy. No Infantry was ever more 
ably assisted by Artillery. Major Coke’s Regiment; under its gallant and lamented , 
Officiating Commandant, Lieutenant Lumsden, sustained its high reputation. 

The troops are likewise entitled to gi-eat credit for tlic cheerfulness with which they 
bore the hardships they were exposed to ; they marched at daybreak, and had to cross two 
difficult swamps before their arrival at Nanplooc, and as it would not have been prudent to 
take the baggage across the ford at Baprowla, they were obliged, after fourteen hours’ 
marching and fighting, to bivouac on the field without food or covering of any kind. 

The officers to whom I am most indebted for their services on this occasion, and ‘ 
whom I would beg to bring prominently to the favourable notice of the Major-General, are 
Major Tombs, commanding the Artillerj' (this officer’s merits are so well known to tlie 
Major-General that it is unnecessary for me to dwell upon them). Major Jacob, command¬ 
ing 1st Fusiliers, Captain Green, commanding 2nd Punjaub Infantiy^, and Captains 
Remmington and Blunt, and Lieutenants Wilson and Sankey of the Artillery. I also* 
received every assistance from my Staff and orderly officers. Captain Blane, Her Majesty's 
52nd, my Brigade-Major; Captain Shutc, Deputy Assistant Quartermaster-General; 
Captain Trench, 35th Native Infantry, and Lieutenant Dixon, late 9th Light Cavalry, 
my orderly officers; and Lieutenant R. C. Low, on the Stafi' of the Major-General 
Commanding; 

Lieutenant Sarell, Her Majesty’s 9th Lancers, to whom I entrusted the command of 
the Cavalry, with the guns during the action, and of the rear-guard on the.2Gth, performed 
these 4uties very much to my satisfaction. The same remarks ap})ly to Captain Gordon, 
Her Majesty’s 61st, who commanded the reserve during the action and night of the 25th. 

Sir 'Theophilus Metcalfe was good enough to accompany and give me the benefit of 
his local knowledge; he was also present and very forward in the attack on the serai. 

Lieutenant Gefieste, of the Engineers, deserves credit for the very’ complete and 
successful manner in which he blew up the bridge.

The Political Agent, Gwalior, to the Secretary to the Government of India. 

Telegraphic.) Agra, October 17, 1857. 

SCINDIA writes that, on the 15th of October, three of the rebel regiments and 
three batteries marched, and that next day three regiments, a battery, and the siegc-tr 5 .in, 
would follow them on the road towards Salom, Calpee, and Cawnpore; but where they 
would actually go, no one knows. Tlte rebels bad formed two new regiments instead of 
the 5th and Cth Contingents Infantry of the former, and six dompanics of the latter ai’^ 
with Scindia; they had utterly destroyed the cantonment and lines. Scindia was 
overjoyed at our victory here on the 10th. 

The Nena Sahib, who is believed, at Cawnpore, to be moving towaids Gwalior, 
probably intends to join this rebel force.

Sir, Agra Fort, October 19, 1857. 

I AM directed by the Chief Commissioner to forward, for submission to the 
Governor-General in Council, the accompanying reports and returns received from 
Lieutenant-Colonel Cotton, commanding at Agra, and Lieutenant-Colonel Greathed, 
commanding the moveable column detached front* '^hc force before Delhi, describing the’ 
action of tSie 10th instant, in whicjli a large foi-cc of the mutineers was ^jpraplctely 
routed, with loss of all their gums and camp, and the plunder which they had previously, 
accumulated. , 

2. These reports are so full and clear that little is left to be added On the part of 
the Chief Commissioner, beyond a brief recapitulation of the evetfts which pi'eceded

attack upon the cantonments, and an'acknowledgment of the services of those ctfficers 
and troops to whom, under Providence, this success is to be attributed- 

3. The daily coraniunications which have been made from the’ Intelligence Depart- 
ment.will have'informed his hordship of the raovementa of the Mhow mutineers, who 
remained, apparently, luidecidcd as to their subsecpient course, at Dholepore, until thfcy 
were reinforced by the Nccmuch Brigades when an attack upon Agra seems to have teen 
finaUy. determined upon. 

4. For several days there was a report that an onward move would be made on the 
following day, but no actual change took place until the 6th, when the force broke ground, 
and intimation of this was received and communicated to the military authorities the 
same day. 

5. Colonel Grcathed, willi his column, had by this date arrived at Ackrafaad, one 
march from Allyghur, on the Trunk Road, in the direction of Cawnj)ore, and an express 
was immediately clispatclu'd, requesting him to advance towards Agra, unless he bad good 
grounds for believing that ho could come up with the fugitive brigade of mutineers, which 
was prcs-silng towards the eastward. 

6. The informal ion of subsequent days proved the necessity for obtaining reinfosoe- 
rnents for the [)rotcctioii of Agra, and Colonel Creathed was therefore directed, on the 7th, 
and by a subsequent more urgent letter on the 8th, to hasten towards this place, and in 
case of any delay in advancing the main column, to push forward, ut all events, 500 
Cavalry, and a troop of 1 lorse Artillery. 

7. On the morning of the 9th, a vidctic of Militia Cavalry which had been sent out 
to recomioitrc, was driven in by th. > neniy’s Horse, and pursued to within two ojr three 
miles of'‘antonnients. 'I'liis ocemTeuw proving the close proximity of the enemy, was 
eoinniuniealed to Colonel Cireathed at onee, and it was deemed of suflicient importance to 
render it advisable to forward the letter by an ollieer. 4'his serviee was performed by 
(’aptain Patton, of the .‘Ird European Ilegimeiit, Fort Adjutant of Agra, and the Chief 
C'onnuisKsiouer desires to acknowledge his ohlig.ition to this willing and energetic officer for 
the jirbmptitude with wliicli tlic dispatch was eoineyecl to Colonel Greathed’s camp. 

8. The snhsecpieiit events ami their re.sult are detailed in the reports. The Chief 
Commissioner would only observe that to Colonel Cotton’s high jiersonal qualifications, 
both as a soldier and eomrnaiuler, we o\\( the eomplcteness of this sueeess. Led by him, 
the tired troops weii' inspirited to eoutimio the pursuit of the flying enemy, until the 
capture of all his guns, camp, and plunder, deprived him of the means of furtlier aggression, 
and rendered the di.ssolution of his army inevitable. 

9. lieutenaut-Colunel Grc.Uhed, coramimding the moveable column, brought his 

men into action with a rapidity Old precision that entitle him to the liighcst praise, and 
w'hen it is reineiuhcred that the (.olnmu had only just conic off a long and harassing forced 
march, the steadiness of the men and covilness of the offieevs entitle all to the warmest 
eonmiendation. , 

10. It gives the Chief Commissioner mucli jdeasurc to bring specially to the notice of 
his Lordship the services on this oeeasion of:—Major Ouvry, commanding the Cavalry;’ 
Major Tuuier, coimmmding tlie Artillery; Captains Remington and. Blunt, of the 
Artillery ; ('aptain Bourehier, commanding Light Field Battery; Lieutenant Pearson, 
conuiiaitding No. 21 light Field Battery; Ca]>lain Anson, commanding Her Majesty’s 
9th i-ancers; Cu[)laiu Watson, en.mminding 1st Puiijauh Cavalry; Lieutenant Probyn, 
commanding 2nd Piuijauh Cavalry; Lieutenant Younghushaud, commanding 5th Punjaub 
C’uvalry; Captain Hinde, commanding Her Majesty’s 8tli Regiment; (Aaptain Gordon, Her 
Majesty’s 7;')th Regiment; Captain Green, eommaiding 2nd Punjaub Infantry; Captain 
Paul, commanding 4th Punjaub, Inliintry; Lienteimnt Gough,’commanding Hodson's 
Horse ; Lieutenant Lang, of l£ngim*ei'.s ; Colonel Riddell, of the .'Ird European Regiment; 
Lieutenant Vere, eominauding Agra Militia (’loalry; Captain Norman, Assistant Adjutant-

11. The trifling loss of our troops in killed would have been a subject of more sincere 
congratulation had not the Jist included the name of Captain French, of the 9th Lancers. 
This valuable officer fell mortally wounded in a mo.st spirited and decisive charge in which 
his regiment, led by Captain Anson, broke and dispersed the enemy’s Cavalry. 
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12. Lieutenant Jones was at the same time scVeroly wounded; but he is, t trust, now 

in a fair way of recovery. , 

13. Subsequent iuformatioit - shows tlie oncuiy’s force, scattered and dis])irited,-are 
endeavoring, in small disorganised parties to reach the vicinity of their homes, which are 
chiefly in the Oude provinces.

Stf, Fort, Agra, October 13, 18.57. 

I HAVE the honor to forward, for the information of the Chief Commissioner, and 
transmission to Government, the following account of the action whicli took place at this 
station, on the 10th instant, with the mutinous troops from Mhow' (23rd Native Infantry, 
and 1st Light Cavaliy), iucrcasccl by part of the fugitive; forces from Delhi, and malcontents 
from Dholepore and the neighbourhood, and which resulted in the most complete rout of 
the enemy, with the loss of all heir guns, camp equipage, baggage, and plunder. 

The Chief Commissioner aware of the very imperfect information we have from 
time to time received of the movements of this body, itnd that it was not until about 10 
o’clock on Saturday morning, when 1 was anauging witli him for moving out the troops to 
the Kharee river, thafintelligenee was brought in that !i. sudden atta(;k had been made on 
the camp of the moveable column under the command of LioiUenaiit-Coloiid Greathcd, 
which had arrived that moniing. ' 

I lost no time in repairihg to the caiflp, when 1 took command, and found (hat the 
enemy, who were now completely hidden by the high standing crops, had opened a heavy 
fire from a strong battery in the centre, supiiortcd by several guns on each flank, and were 
sweeping our position with a powerful cross-fire. 

Our troops had been drawn up by Colonel Greathcd in a most judicious maimer; a 
flank attack made by a large body of C.ivalry, under cover of the Khclatee Ghilzie lines, 
had been effectually repulsed, with great loss to them, by a brilliant charge of the picket of 
Her Majesty’s 9th Tjancers, led by Captain French and Lieutenant Jones. 

Their attack was then soon overpowered, and turned into a complete rout, notwiCb- 
■ sending several ineffectual attempts to make a stand; our guns following them up steadily, 
and the Cavalry cutting up all within their reach on both sides of the road. The pursuit 
W'as continued during the rest of the day, for a distance of eleven miles, until the enemy 
had been driven across ^hc Kharee, and thoroughly dispersed with the loss of all their 
guns, twelve in number, camp equipage, bagg.lge, and plunder. 

Considering that the attack w'as made before the camp was pitched, and after the 
troops (with the exception of the 3vd Eurojiean Regiment, anti Lieutenant Pearson’s 
battery) had performed a long and harassing fnoed miircb, and been under arms for fully 
twenty-six hours, too rnucli praise ennnot be bestowed in this brilliant affair; but 
especially is praise due to the detachment of Her Majesty’s 9tb Lancers, whose charge 
I have noticed above, and who, in ajldition to several of their men disabled, and to 
Lieutenant Jones, who W’as very severely wounded, had the misfortune to lose their com¬ 
manding ofiiccr. Captain French, whose untimely death is a great loss to the service. 

In connection with this action, it is my desire to bring prominently to the notice of 
the Government, and the Chief Commis.sioncr, Major Ouvry, commanding the Cavahy', 
Major Turner, commanding the Artillery, and Captains Remington and Blu^, of that 
branch also. Captain Bonrehier, commanding Light Field Battery, and Lieutenant 
Pearsori, commanding No. 21 Light b’ield Bnttciy, Captain Anson, commanding Her 
Majesty’s 9th Lancers, Captain Watson, 1st Punjauh Cavalry, Lieutenant Prohyn, 2nd 
Pnnjauh Cavalry, Lieutenant Younghusband, 5th T’unjauh Cavatiy, Captain Green, 2nd 
Punjaub Infantry, Captain Paul, 4th Infantry, Lioutenaut Gough, commanding Hudson’s 
Horse, and Lieutenant lang, of the Engineers, Colonel Riddell, of the 3rd European Regi¬ 
ment,' Lieutenant Vore, and all under their eonmiand. To Captain Normtm, Assistant 
•Adjutant-General of the Arm;^’aptam Wilson, Deputy Judge Aavocate-Gericral, Captain 
Anson, orderly officer to Colonel Greathed, Captain Banuatyrte, Brigadcs-Major of the 
moveable column. Majors McLeod and Montgomery, Brigade-Major, Captains Patton and 
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Rawlins, my personal staff, Major Eld and Captain Roberts, Deputy Assistant Qoarter- 
mastor-General, moveable column, I feel indebted for jtheir services in the field. To 
Colonel Greathed, commanding the moveable column, who apparently was not aware of my 
being on the field until I had ordered the advance, my thanks are due for the assistance 
rendered in the pursuit. 

. I beg to append a return of killed and wounded, and a list of the ordnance taken, 
amongst which will be observed several pieces of large calibre.

XAeutenant-Colonel Oreathed, cornmandiny Moveable Columrt, to the Deputy Assistant 
Adjutant-General, Field Force, Delhi. 

Sir, Camp, Agra, October 13, 1857. 

IN recapitulation of my hasty letter of the 1 HIi instant. I have the honor to acquaint 
you, for tlic information of the Major-General oonmiandinj? tluJ Field Force, Delhi, that, 
after a raarcli of forty-four miles in twenty-eight hours, the moveable column under my 
command encamped on the parade-ground at this station at 8 a.m., on the lOth instant. At 
half-past 10 o’clock four guns were heard by us on our right flank, and the assembly was 
sounded. I galloped on the front, and found the Artillery already in action, and the 9th 
Lancers in their saddles, formed up m squadrons. The enemy had attacked our front and 
right flank with his artillery, which itiked the camp. On seeing lliis, I moved with Her 
Majesty’s 8th (the King’s itegiment) and tlie 4th Punjaub Infantry (taking with nm on the 
way the three squadrons of the l.st, 2nd, and 5th Punjaub Cavalry) to the right, with the 
view of out-flanking and capturing the guns on that flank. I must not omit to mention 
that when I reached the front, three minutes after thi.s surprise, I found the whole-of the 
troops, without exception, drawn up on their resjiective alarm-posts, -as if for parade. I 
extended the Infantry along the road leading from the parade-ground to the Infantry 
barracks, in skirmishing order, with supports, with order,! to advance to their front and 
clear the compounds of the enemy’s Infantry. Taking with me the Punjaub Cavalry, 1 
then proceeded to the European barracks, and pointed out to Lieutenant Watson the open 
ground upon which I conceived he might work with cfiect; how admirably he did so will 
be seen in his own report. By this time the Agra 9-pounder battery came up, and I 
advanced it in support of the right flank of the infantry, on the road leading from the 
Artillery parade-ground, and the inclosures were speedily cleared. In.doing this, the 4th 
Punjaub Infaotry distinguislied itself, as it did throughout the day. The advance of‘the 
infentry aud battery enabled Lieutenant Watson to make the charge and capture the guns 
and standards, and after that the enemy did not make any stand, although they continued 
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to fire round shots as they rfetreated. I continued the pursuit to a village three miles on the 
Gwalior road, and halted, to enable the left to come up. Here we were joined by the 3rd Euro¬ 
pean Regiment, who took their place in the line, detaching two companies to support the 
Pucijaub Infantry engaged in driving out the enemy, who still hung on our fianks in the 
jungle and topes on our right. 

Colonel Cotton, commanding the Agra gan'ison, then assumed command, and the 
pursuit was continued to the Kharrce Nuddee, with Artillery arid Cavalry; the Infantry 
finally halting at a village five miles on the Gwalior Road, where the enemy's camp had 
been pitched. The rout wm now complete, and the whole face of the country covered 
with fugitives. The enemy fled across the Kharree Nuddee under the effective fire of 
grope and round shot from our Artillery. 

The accompanying Return from Major Turner will show that twelve guns were cap¬ 
tured, and the enemy lost the whole of his tents, baggage, and ammunition. I have reason 
to believe that scarcely a cart was taken across the river, and, most certainly, not.one gun. 

The conduct of the troops engaged during tlie wholasaffair was beyond any praise- of 
mine; but it is my duty to bring to the special notice of the Major-General commanding 
their admirable steadiness at the outset of the action: when, taken completely by surprise, 
and when a great-part of the troops were scarcely on the ground, Ihp quickness with which 
the Artillery came into action under a destructive fire, and it.s subsequent services, was 
worthy of their reputation! 

The Cavalry showed throughout the day that they were led by officers who combined 
steadiness and an eye for ground, with the greatest gallantry. 

The Infantry drove the enemy flying from the inclosures, and pursued them for several 
miles with the most persevering resolution; and the conduct of the Punjaub Infantry regi¬ 
ments, which had had no assistance from carriage during the march, deserves the most 
favorable notice. The Rappers and Miners were also most steady and forward in the 
j)ursuit; 1 refer you for details of the operations on the left to Major Ouvry, as I wus not 
able to leave the right till the enemy was in full flight. 

The Cavalry and Artillery marched over, at least, sixty-four miles, and the Infantry 
fiAy-four miles of road in less.tlian thirty-six hours, besides moving through fields during 
action; Captain Bourehier’s 9-pounder battery had marched in during the night from 
Hattrass, thirty miles without a halt. . 

I beg to bring prominently to the favorable notice of the Major-General commanding, 
the gallantry and unwearied exertions of the whole of the troops engaged.* The Artillery, 
under Major Turner, was led in a manner which caused general admiration, Major Ouvry, 
as usual, did the most efficient service with his Cavalry. The 9tli Lancers distinguish^ 
themselves under Captain AJteon during the whole day, and most particularly on a gallant 
charge on a large body of the enemy’s sowars, in which they rescued a gun which had 
been temporarily disabled. The conduct of Lieutenant Watson, seconded by Lieutenant 
Gough, Lieutenant Probyii, and Lieutenant Youughusband, is entitled to the warmest praise: 
these officers appear to have all the qualities which distinguish the Cavalry officer. 

I am happy to say tli^t Lieutenant Younghusband’s injuries, though severe, will not 
detain him long from his duty. Captain Ilinde particularly (fi.stinguisbcd himself in command 
of the 8th (the King’s Regiment) in the capture of an 18-pounder at a village, and the 
dispersion of the mutineers who attempted to resist him. I have also to bring to the notice 
of the Major-General, the services of Captain Gordon, commanding Her Majesty’s 7.5tli 
Regiment; Captain Green, coimnanding 2nd Punjaub Infantry; Captain Paul, commanding 
4th Punjaub Infantry. 

My best thanks are due to the untiring exertions and able assistance of Captain 
Norman, Assistant Adjutant-General; Captain Roberts, Assistant Quartermaster-General; 
and Captain Bannatyne, iny Brigade-Major, who rendered me the most aotive aid throughout 
the day. 

Lieutenant Xiraenes, my orderly officer, also did good service.

Head-c|uarter.s of the 32nd, by reports in 
Kurrukdeah Pergnnnah, may come in this direction, (^iptoin Smyth, of Her Majesty s 
53rd, commanding, and in charge of sick and wounded licit!, ha.s only five or seven men 
effective. Thinking, under the circumstances, not a man of the Sikhs can be spared at 
present/rotn the jirotcction of^hc sick, wounded, trea.sure, magazine, &c.. Captain Dalton 
already requc‘.stcd to send a. compsuiy of Madras troops from CJiota Nagfiorc to reinforce 
us, but cannot do so. The state of flic district, cast and south-east, requires more troops 
than we have already ; not a man to s^iare. If Government concentrates 200 
European troops ut Burhcc by bullock-train, should licad-quarlers of the 32nd come 
within reach, these trooiis, aided by all the Sikhs we can collect, will attack and destroy 
the main party of the mutineers. If Sikhs be removed fi oni this district, much danger to 
sick, wounded, treasure, &c., and renewed disturbances will arise. Commander-in-chief, 
on Major English’s departure towards nergotty, re«iuestod, by telegraph, I would take 
measures to provide for protection of sick and ivounded.

1 sliongly recommend the 
formation of a Madras brigade under the oii&r destined tor it, as 1 understand Colonel 
Carthew, or some other good tifficer, as I nave it ia confidence, from a reliable source, 
that the 17tli is very imsatisffictorily commaaded. I have heard notliing on this point 
as to the 27tb, but a known able chief is very necessary. 1 have just received an express 
from Captain Osborne dated yesterday, at 11 a.m. ; he says, he continues still to hold bis 
own, but (iannot attack the rebels, who have, started the religion cry. He is very earnest 
for the wing immediately, which, he thinks, would keep things quiet in Rewah and 
Bundelcund, till a strong column is ready. 1 see less immediate liope of Europeans, even 
200, for Rewah, for there arc signs of aggression iu eourse Irom Oude, which may make 
it impossible to hold in two outpost districts without some Europeans having a good 
soldier at their bead. A good chief in coimeetion with the Goorklias might have done it, 
but as it is, Europeans and a new commandant seem likely to be indispensable.

of these men ho made available, for general duty, in the Agra district. They were absent 
when the Inhuitry portion of the Itenghur force mutinied, and 1 am informed that none 
of the Cavalry would join the niutiny. The scale of pay and pension should, in my 
opinion, be the same as licrclofore given: should the Chief Commissioner sanction recruit¬ 
ing to the extent of 300 men; I would beg to suggest.the same rate,of pay should be 
passed to recinita as is now enjoyed’by the Irregulars, leaving pensions for the after 
consideration of Government. 

2. I would also reconujiend that the arrears of pay, or art advance, should be given to 
the offieers and meu of the Ramghur Cavalr}' now on leave. 

3. Captain Alexander, late 53i(l Itegiincnt Native Infantry, was, for some years, 
attached to the Jlamghuv Irregular force: he eomuiandcd llie (’avalry in the last Burmah 
campaign, and during the Sonthnl in.'iurn'ctioii. 1 knew liim well in both countries, and 
I beg to be permitted to recommend biiu to the fiworuble noliw of the Chief Commissioner, 
shpuld the raising of a body of Cavalry be determined upon.

Major English to the Chief of the Staff. 

Sir, . Camp, Chullni, October 1857. 

MY message from Hazaivebangh of the 2*)tli >vill luue told you of uiy intuiitiou to ' 
move upon C!huttra. On the night of that day 1. maiclicd to Sillis Chak, sixteen miles, 
and heard positively that tlic Ramghur mutineers were advancing on the former place. 
The road being very intricate, and Lieutenant Daunt volunteering for the duty, I directed 
fifty Sikhs under that officer to precede the column two or three Ijours on the road, and to 
send back wlmt information could be picked up. On the afl ernoou of the 30th I advanced 
to Tutoohur, ten miles, and the next morning, the 1st, lo Dowoonee tlhak, five miles. In 
the afternoon I went on to Doorcc, six miles from Chuttra, and t,hcrc heard that the 
enemy were plundering that town, and yesterday at daybrcalv 1 moved to it.s suceour. 
Captain Smyth, from intclligcntie received from Majdt Simpson and various natives, havings 
sketched out the aeeonipanying plan of the (own and the enemy’s eaoip, 1 determined to 
move round the south of the town, and on clt'aring the ciiltix'.ation, ]ui'<h on my .skirmishers 
to the right, and make my altaek. On cleaving the jail, 1 found the enemy iii po.sition on 
the brow of a hill to my right. I'lie ri'connoitering jinrty under I.icidcnant Daunt, 
strengthened by b-n jiicl'cd men of the .5.‘!rci, with Captain Cannon, the liistnirlor of 
Musketry, pushed to the head of the rice-lielils and lih d behind some rocks and utidenvood. 
Captain Feiidall, with the sl<innislier.s, advaneed lo tlie righl, in open order, through tho 
cultivation, and were soon hot'. engaged. The nupports followed the route of Lieutenant 
Daunt’s party, who, on emerging i.oiu the broken ground, came upon the enemy, and joined 
the skirmishers; the whole, on reacliing flu; hrow' of the hill, most gallantly rushed on the 
two guns that had been playing upon us for some time, kieutenant Smythe, qiiiekly 
followed by Lieutenant llelshani, of the .53rd, had the honor of seizing the lir.sl gun, the 
second falling to lieutenant Daunt. Tiu‘ iium, being now quite blown, stopped on the 
road leading lo the west to re-form, upon which the imitiiieers rushed ou us in force, and 
brought their two tx;inaining guns to hear, sending a large munher to attack our right 
flank : ot this moment Captain Smyth, with tlic assistance of privates Nichols and Me Fee, 
of the .5.3rd, got a gun, loaded with grajie, to hear upon the enemy. Major Simpson, with 
a rc,serve of Sikhs, issued out of the lane near the jail upon the flanking party, the . 
support joined, and the whole witli a shout, g;dJanllj|,i<’f! by Ca[)tain Fendall and all the 
other officers, rushed into the enemy’s camp, silenced the third guu ou its left, and, 
throwing their right shoulders forward, stonn<'(l tlie rcinaiiiing guns, which fell to Lieu¬ 
tenant Daunt. Tlic enemy then lost heart and fled, leaving about 40 nicn dead ou the 
ground. Wc took 4 guns and waggons complete, the regimental colors and canq* 
equipage, 4G carts laden with ammunition, 10 ('Icphanls, and 2!) pair of ordnance; 
Imlldeks. Captain Fendall. in cominand id' tlic skirmishers, deserves the highest ]>rui.sc 
for the skill and intrepidity witii which he icil the .idvance , he wa.s ahly sujiported by 
lieutenants Ilelsham, Smythc, and Damil. It wxis splendid to see these last lush on the 
guns. The supports were taken up in gallant style hy Lieutenants 'I'aylor and Clarke. 
Captain Cannon, attended hy Sqi>;jeant Dytion, was on the lelt of the skirinislu*r.s llie wliolc 
time, dealing destruction to ilie gunners wnth their rifles. 

1 have derived every assistaiiec from M.T.jor Simpson, the ('ommissinner; he has 
supplied me well with provisions, and his inteliigcnec is excellent; his arrival with the 
reserve was most opportune. 

The following men of the .53rd partieulaidy distinguished themselves : Acting .Serjeant- 
Major Eunis, Seijeant Dynon, Bugler Murray, and Privates (iuin, Eagan, Fan-cl, Nichols, 
Me Fee, and Ashton (since dead). 

1 am requested also to bring to your favorable notice tlic coipluet of Suhadar Utter 
Sing, Sikh battalion, and Uttum Sing: the whole body beliaved w ilh great gallantry. I 
wi^ to bring to your special notice the able snpjiort and assistimce that I have on all 
occasions received from rny staff-officer Captain Smyth, of tlie Horse Artillery, particularly 
in yesterday’s action, when it was mainly owing to his zeal and activity that wc were 
enabled to obtain t.he informatiou that allowed me to hear on the enemy's position from 
the most favorable point. 

It is now my painful duty to inclose a liet of the killed and wounded of the ,55rd ;* the 
latter will detain me here two or three days.

4. The appointment of Lieutenant-Colonel Greathed having, however, been made by 
the General commanding at Delhi, Colonel Fraser had determined that the arrangement 
should continue, unless, indeed, the material of the column was changed. It scorned, for 
some time, likely that the fatigiujd condition of the European troops in the column, caused 
hy their long exposure.to the very heavy duty before liellii, would render it necessary to 
withdraw them, and send the 3rd Kuropeanrs in their stead into the field. It was for some 
time highly probable that operations against DlioUqxjre* would be necessajy, in which case, 
besides the entire column, it would have been necessary to have added to it every' available 
man from the 3rd Europeans. Had this been done, the Chief Commissioner had determined 
that Colonel Cotton should command the column thus composed, to u considerable extent, 
of troops from his own garrison. 

5. That contingency, however, did 1ml occur, but a ^similar contingency occurred 

unexpectedly, which, in the end, led to Colonel Cotton’s necessarily assuming command 
of the column while in action. ^ 

* 6. On the 10th, when the column was attacked in its camp, Colonel Cotton hastened 

to tire spot. He arrived at tne critical point caused by tire first alarm, and he wisely 
determined that the 3rd Europeans should be ordered immediately to the sc«ne of action, 

, to aid in the I'epulsc and support the sulvaitce. Tire enemy wei-e driven victoriously before 
our troops, but, about halfway to the Khaue river, Lieutcsiant-Coloncl Greathed ordered 
a halt. Had the halt been tdlowed, the \ letory would have-been imperfect, and only a 
portion of the enemy’s guns capture'!; hut ('(done! Collou, assuming eotmiiahd, directed 
the advance to be continucri, and the residt was lltut the victory was followed up in.tlie 
most complete and successful manner. 

1: The day previous to the action it was currentiy reported in the camp that 
Brigadier Grant was on his way from IXdhi to assume command. The ,Chief Com¬ 
missioner received tioin Major Otivry an urgent dispateli, to be forwarded to Brigadier 
Grant, as at Allyghur, or shortly to be there. The Chief Commissioner, perhaps without 
sufficient further inquiry, was under the iinpi cssion that Brigadier Grant was on bis way 
hither, and he saw, in his early arrival at Agra a eonvenii'ut and hapjiy deliverance from 
his embarrassments, for Brigadier Grant was gr> atly the senior of any one of the officers 
who could have aspired to the cominand. . 

8. 'it was under these cucumstanc!('s that the Chief Commissioner requested Mir. Muir 

to write a letter tp Colonel Grant at Allygitur, and to urge that he should push fomard a^ 
rapidly .ns he C()uld. It was thought possible that Brigadier Grant miglit tie at ■ 

beyond Allyghur, or even Khoorja, and the letter was directed to be forwarded so ^tb 
meet hini at the earliest point. ' 

9. It was forwai-dcd in effect'to Delhi, and found Brigadier Grant in his fonwer position 
there. 

10. It was shown to General Penny, and .was believed Iw him t» form a sufficient 
ground for the appointment ol Brigadier Grant to the command of the column. 

11. Biigadier Grant ,|pined the cMluniaon the 19th instant, twenty-three ipdes on Uiis 
side of Myupoprie, and his operations since that i>eriod, so far as reported to the Chief 
Commissioner, have been characterized by energy, promptitude, andladgmeht./ 

12. The post which brought Mr. Skundet^’ letter, britigs also di^lches for Bi^gkdier 

Grant, mark«l *'immediate,” which the Chief Commissipner dp|s not^j^uht ’ppntaan ' 
the order for Ins recall j but they wiH not reach the column if l^is arrived at 

Cgwnpore. -'' - ■ ■ ■ ’. ;s , 
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13, The Chief Commissioner gees anfficient ground to hold bach these orders, and 
he believes himself anlhori^ed by the authority confei'red him by the Govemor- 
Genpral iu Council so to dp. 

His reasons are briefly*these:— 

The same difficulty winch occurred at Agra with so junioj- an ofticci’ as Lieutenant- 
Colonel Greathed commanding the column is likely to occur again. It may occur at 
Cawiiporc: where, at the least, equal fltness and evpcricnec can be'secured, with imicb 
higher rank, the advantage appears to.the Chief Commissioner to bo undoubted and great. 

Brigadier Grant, C.B., the Chief Commissioner furlluT liolds ri) bo an officer i)ecnliarly 
qualified, by long esipericncc in tlie country, for the cflioicat command of tlic column. 

The Chief Commissioner has bad no pcrsf)nal previous acipiaintancc or fricndsliip with 
either Brigadier Grant or Li( iilcn.mt-(>olonOl Greatlied. He judges sini))ly on the above 
grounds for the interest of the public service, and bis decision is iu some <legn*c affected 
by the circurastaucos detailed in paragraph G oftliis Mpiiioraiiduin. 

The Chief Commissioner Ims accordingly determined to keep back the parket marked 
“immediate.’’ It will be letuniod, with a copy of this Mcuiorandmii, to General Penny, 
and a copy of the JVlemorandiun will also bo forwarded to Major-General Gowan, C.B. 

A copy will also be submitted to the Goieiiiment of India in the Militaiy Depart¬ 
ment, and a copy confidentially to General Outram at Lucknow.

Delhi, without any -walls, w-ould be ex[)oscd to constant depredations from the Meeras 
and Goojurs, and other predatory races; even such a partial demolition will cost several 
lacs of rujpecs, and take a long time.

A plan has 
becti followed Ut Benares as regards men whb liavo overstayed flicir furlough more tlmu 
two months, of trying and dismissing them according to the regulations of the service. 
This does not meet the laigc question. Many sepoys having overstayed their leave, are. 
now making for, or ha^e aU'esidy repoiied themselves at, stations where they are aware the 
head-quarters of theii* regiment have never been sent; they cover this irregularity by the 
pretext of not l)eing able to reach their own stations,-owing to the state of the country. 
To them I think we should not listen. I have ordered that the men now at Allahabad, 
under such pretext, shall find their way to their respective head-quarters, and there report 
themselves ; a memorandum being made on their furlough ccrtifie.atcs of the day of their 
joining at Allahabad. It appears to me that tins course secures the ohjifct held in vitiw by 
your Lordship. J stop here to-day to complete some engineering arrangements.

I regret to state that (kjlonol 
I’owell was killed. The object.in view having been accomplished, 1 shall return to 
Puttehpore.

Foot, left Delhi on the 23rd Se^j^'^'tberfor the Doab; defeated a bddy of fanatics and rabble 
of district of Allyghur, on 5th \jctober, taking two guns, Coel is again quietly occupied. 
On the 7th he destroyed Akrabad, and arrived at Agra, where he had been summoned by 
the Commissioner, on the 10th, on which day the Dholepore mutineers made an attack, on 
the cantonment. They W'crc defeated and dispersed with great loss; the success was most 
complete; they were followed up to the Kharec, a great numbt'r were killed, all their 
guns (eleven, if not thirteen), were taken, as well as all their camp equi])agc and 
baggage. They had not rallied, and had been driven away from Muttra, as w’cll as from 
Bhurtpore. Not one remained on the Agra side of the Kharce. Lieutenant Home, of 
Engineers, was killed by accident in blowing u]) Malaghur. The Bareilly, Nussccrahad, and 
Delhi fugitives, passsing onwards towanls Seeundenibad. They plundered Haltrass in 
passing through that place. All had crossed the .lumna except the Necrauch Brigade 
(which had gone to join the Indore mutineers at Dholepore), Greathed’s column left Agra 
and crossed Jumna on 14th, on its way to Cawnporc ; the reinforcement of Sir J. Outram 
at Lucknow being imperative,

• with ammunition and money, with all practicable speed to Caumpore. Colonel Campbell, 
2n^'Dragoon Guards, appointed second class Brigadier, to eominand at Mlahabad, includ¬ 
ing Futtehpore.

Communication 
to Alutnbagh seems pretty safe, several convoys having proceed^ and returned unmo¬ 
lested. Ail the insurgents sccni concentrated at Lucknow. Sir J. Outrara is very m^ht 
for reinforcements of men and provisions: without the former, the garrison cannot be 
brought away. Tt wds his original intention, after clearing away and destroying the 
enemy’s works, and providing for the safety of the garrison in every possible way, to retire 
with the remainder of the force (leaving a body to strengthen the garrison), and sick, to 
Cawnpore. The insurgent sepoys held so strict a watch, and insjtirod such terror among 
all classes in the city, that Sir J. Outram has been unable to communicate with a single 
inhabitant of Lucknow since his arrival. A strong diiuionstratioii of force was required to 
cause a re-actiou in our favour. General Outram consideis that the reinforcements 
should be concentrated at Alumbagh, where there i.s a fortilicd walled inclosuvc, and to 
which this road (though infested by thieves) is comjiarath'cly safe from ('awnpore. The 
last accounts from Sir Janies arc dated the IJlh ; a list of (he survivors of the gamson has, 
been received, and a list of those killed is jiromiscd. Sir J. Ouiiiini was himself slightly 
wounded on 2.')th, but not incapacitated from work. A letter dated 7lli October, from 
Sir J. Outram, says, force is besieged at Lucknow by tlie oiicrny ; iias grain, gun-bullocks, 
and horses, iqion which they can snh.'sist for a month ; hut no hospital comforts, and little 
medicine. The loss since the force crossed the Ganges has been very heavy—246 killed 
and 700 wounded and missing; out of tlic former, 16 offictrs.

—Captain Osborne's house had liceu surrounded by a liody of armed people, 
threatening to kill him; the as.sailants, deterred, appaieutly, by his defeusivo j)rej)aratioii8, 
had not attempted to ibree the house. I'lie Rajah had eneanqicd close to him, but did 
not interfere. Osborne thinks he cannot. The men appear to act in detianco of him, but 
Osborne hopes to hold out. 'i'lie measure.^ taken to helj) him are reported under the head 
of Mirzapore. Major Ellis, Political Agent in Ilundclcund, had arrived at Kallinger with 
Lieutenant Remington and the Maharajah of Pimnu, and about 1000 Piinna troops. On 
the 7th of October, Koer Sing was still at Banda with about 4,000 men. It was said the 
Nena had asketi them to join him, but that they wert‘ most anxious to make their escape. 

Saapor. —All well, tlmugh the garrison is still shiitmp in the fort; the thakoors and 
others in the neighbourhood being up, and the gan-isou (trustworthy) being insufficiently 
strong to disperse them. 

Sehore, —^No news. ^ 

Trunk Road.—Tlic airangcmenls for sliding the troops up the »Truak Road have 
progressed.satisfactorily, A depdt has been organized at Raneegunge, and at the various 
halting-pkces suiiplies arc coUected for the men, with the, means of cooking, &c. 

These smaller depots are each under charge of a commissioned officer.

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A,large body of rej^Is had collected near Allahabad; they have not eqjproached the 
road nearer than four nnlcs. In consequence of this, the parties of Europeans going up 
by bullock-train had been directed, near that portion of the road, to go in double parties.

Supplementary Narrative, dated October 23, 1857. 

Lucknow ,—Maun Sing had addressed a letter to Captain Bruce at Cawnporc, 
inclosing one for Major-General Outcara, declaring that he had hitherto supported the 
Government and protected its servants in bis districts; that his only object in going to 
Lucknow was to rescue the Ranee of the late Rajah Bukhtwar Sing, who had been seized 
there by the rebels, and that be could not get away until the rebels opposed the British at 
Alumbagh, when he seized the opportunity of doing so, making every arrangement to leave 
Lucknow. A report, however, reached him that the British, having defeated the rebels, 
were about to disgrace His Majesty's seragbo, and having eaten the king’s salt, he at once 
inarched to protect them, lie says he is ready to obey all Government orders, if he is 
told what is de.sired. 

' He was informed that he should have known that the British never injured helpless 
women and children, and that if he was really friendly to the British Government, he 
would at once move all his men away from Lucknow, and communicate with the Com¬ 
missioner. 

This, his vakeel has declared to Captain Bruce, that Maun Sing is willing to do.

Brigadier-General Nicholson to the Adjutant-General of the Army. 

Sir, Goordaspore, July 19, 1857. 

1 HAVE the honor hercwiHi i.o forward, fori he iufjrination of his Excellency the 
Commander-in-chief, an account of my proceedings, and of the column under my command, 
since the date of my last letter (the 27th ultimo). 

2. In it 1 reported the disarming of the 33rd and 35th Regiments Native Infantry, and 
the reasons which had induced me to hjuc recourse to that measure. 

3. On the same date 1 coituuenced retracing luy steps from Philour, and on the 5(h July 
encamped with the eohiuin at I mrilsur, 

4. I selected this station fi ■ an encampment‘mainly on account of its ccntricality ; my 
position there enabling me to .adord speedy aid, if retpiired, cither to Lahore, or the 
Jullundur Doab, while, at the same time, it overawed the Manjha, and rendered hopeless 
any attempt to mutiny on the part of the 5‘Jlh llegiment Native Infantry. 

On the morning of the 7th 1 received intelligence of the mutiny of the 14th Native 
Infantry at .Ihehmi, and tliat it \vii.s succes.sfuUy holding agahist the force sent to disarm it 
under Colonel Ellice. 1 waiksl throughout the day ami the following nigiit in the hope 
of hearing of the defeat of the 14th, but this expectation not having been realized, and 
unfavorable accounts continuing to arrive, 1 reluctantly felt myself obliged to disarm the 
59th Native Infantry at sunrise pn the 8th. 

G. I feel hound, however, to jilacc on record my belief that both in conduct and feeling 
this regiment was quite an exceptional one at the present cri-sis. 

It had neither committed itself in any way, nor do I believe tlmt, up to the day it was 
disarmed, it had any intention of committing itself, and 1 may deeply regret that, even hs a 
precautionaiy measure, it should have become my duty to disarm it. 1 beg very strongly 
to recommend this corps, both as i-egards officers and men, to the favorable consideration 
of Government. 

7. Early on the morning of the 10th, I received intelligonco by telegraph that the’ 
troops at Sealkote, consisting of the 4G(h Native Infantry, and the right wing 9th Light 
Cavalry, had broken ont into o[ien mutiny the previous morning. This intelligence was 
confirmed half-an-hour later hy a musician of tlic4 (ith Native Infantry, who rode in, express, 
with the news. I immediately disarmed the left wing llth (^-avalry with the column, a step 
I had refrained from, when disarming the 33rd and 35th Regiments, lest it should prema¬ 
turely excite the Aving at Sealkote. 

8. In the course of the day, information reached me i'lom various quarters that the 
Sealkote troops had marched in an easterly direction tlie jircvioiis evening. Their abject 
was evidently to plunder the station of Goordaspore, and get the 2iid Irregular Cavalry there 
to join them. They would then, no doUht, have proceeded vi5 Noorporcandllosliyarpore 
to Jullundur. whence they would have made the host of their way to Delhi. At Noorpore 
they expected to be joined by the 4th Regiment Native Infantry, and at lloshyarpore hy 
the IGth Irregular Cavalry. 

9. It was evident that as (he imitinecrs had two days’ start, and as Goordaspore was 
something over forty-one miles from my encampment, no time was to he Ipst; I therefore 
decided on reaching that station in a single forced march, and this, with the aid ol ekkasand 
ponies for the Infantry, w'ns siiccessfully accomplished in less than twenty hours. 

10. The mutineers were at this date (the 1 Ith) at Noorkobe, about fifteen miles on 
the right bank of the Ilaveo. Fearing that if I oppoi^cd their passage of the river they 
mighvhreak away southwards, and so escape me, 1 deeioed on allowing thorn to cross 
without molestation, and accordingly remaint'd at Goordaspore until 9 a.m. the following 
morning; when, hearing that they had coinuicncrd cm.«sing hy a ford at the Trimnioo ferry, 
about nine miles distant, I moved out against them with a force as per margin.*

' ' 11: 1 came upbii^em at noon abotit a mile oii this side the river.' Theif 
was drawn up in a liriWts right resting 6h* a serai and dismantled g^urree; its left'^on a 
small village aiid a clump of trees. Their Cavalry appeared to be pretty equally distri¬ 
buted on the Hanks. . . . . 

12. ' I advanced to the attack in the following order, viz.: three guns light fleld- 
battery^ in the centre; the troop of Horse Artillery, equally divided, 100 yai’ds on either 
side j of Her Majesty’s 52nd Light Infantry, with Enfield rifles, in extended order; at 
brie pace between and bn the flanks of the Artillery. The remainder of Her Ma|Mty’8 
52nd, with the Punjaub Infantry, wcic in rear as supports and reserve. I'he new PoUbC 
Ressallahs I employed to mask the Artillery until, at. about fiOO yards, a threatened charge 
of a ikrty of the mutineer Cavalry induced me to unmask and unlimber the three guns on the 
left to check it. The sight of the guns had the desired effect, and we resumed our advance, 
except tliat the Police being now no lougcr useful as maskers, and seeming undesirous ot 
engaging, were ordered to t he rear. 

13. My intention was to advance within 300 yards of the mutineers’ position, and then 
open fire simultaneously from the artillery and Enfield rifles, the latter weapons being 
known to be thoroughly effective at thbt distiince, while the smooth-bore musket, with which 
alone the mutineers were armed, is comparatively useless. 

14. The fiction coumenced by the mutineer Inlantry opening upon us with file- 
firing at as nearly as pos^le the above distance. We lost no time in replying, and for 
about ten minutes they stood up very well indeed against the great odds opposed to them, 
many of them advancing boldly up to the verj^ guns; meanwhile the Cavalry had made 
several rushes, in detached parties, on on danks and rear, but had always been repulsed 
by the file-firing of our Infantry. 

16. The new Police Ressallahs fled when threatened with a charge, but, considering 
their want of discipline and how very recently they had been raised, I cannot say that I 
consider them very culpable; there were, however, some honorable exceptions. 

16. The mutineers were followed up to the hank of the river by the Artillery, which 
occasioned them some little 1 ;cs both in crf).ssing and after they had gained an island in 
the centre, on which they had a 12-paumier iron gun., A few rounds were fired at us 
from this piece, but without effect. 

17- The enemy left dead upon the ground on which they fought, 120 men; many 
were swept away by the river. Their wounded were probably not less than double the 
above nirmbcr. All their camp equipage, &c., on this side of the river fell into our hands. 

18. The want of Cavalry (which crippled us sadly during the action), the depth of the 
water in the ford, and the fatigue the troops had undergone on the previous day, all con¬ 
spired to prevent me from attempting L( pursue the enemy across the river. 1 therefore 
left the Punjaub Infantry with Lieuteuaut Boswell in the serai, and brought back the 
European Infantry and Artillery to their vncampi'ncnt at Goordasporc, there to await news 
of the further movemeiits of the mutiueeis. 

19. On the 13th 1 appointed Captain Adams Assistant Commissioner (kindly placed 
at my disposal by Mr. Roberts, the Coniniissioner). to command the detachment at the. 
ghaut, with a \ic'v to hU wafehing and furnishing intelligence of the remnant of the 
niutinoors on the island. From this otlieei’s information, corroborated as it was from other 
quarters, I ascertained 1 hat the discomfiture of the mutineers in the action of the 12th 
had been mueh move complete than I had u' first supposed, and that not more than 300 
men remained with the gun on the island ; also tliat all, or very nearly all, of those who 
had dispersed had first divested themselves oi‘ their arms and accoutrements. 

20. 1 accordingly at once decided on aitacking the remnant on the island, and, with 
this view, on the evening of the Ifitli got down two boats, from ferries high up the river; 
all the boats in our immediate neighbourhood hr.ving been sunk by the civil authorities, 
on the fir.st news of the a[)jiroach cjf the mutineers. At daybreak, on the morning of the 
Kith, ifor Majesty's 52nd Light Infantry and one company of the Punjaub Infantry, with 
company of Police Battalion,* crossed one mile and'a quarter below the enemy’s position; 
our guns placed higher up the stream keeping the enemy’s gun in play. When the whole 
of the Infaiitiy hod crossed, the advance commenced, the 52ud learning in skirmishing 
order. The affair was over in a few minutes, without any check, and with a loss to us of 
only 6 men wounded. A few resolute men among the mutineers died manfully It the 
gun; the rest fled, and were either slain on the bank or driven into the river. 

21. I do not need to dwell upon the services which the column has rendered the 
State in these operations: his Excellency will himself thoroughly comprehend and 
appreciate them. 

My best thanks are due to officers and men of all grades, and both arms, for the

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vjduaWe ^istance I have throughout received fi-om them, more i)articularly 
to Colom Campb«“> commanding Her Majesty’s 52ud Lightjnfiinlry; tieulenaut-

Reid Battery; Captain Blane, Her Majesty’s 52nd, my Brigadc>M:yor; and Captain 
Gnndlay, 6th lagbt Cavalry, Deputy Assistant Quartcrraastcr-Gcneral to tlie column. 

_ laeuteMiit Angelo, 59th Native Infantry} Lieutenant Dixon, 9th Liglit Cavalry; and 
Laent^ant Bailhe, 35tli Native Infantry, also made themselves extremely useful in rocop* 
noitenng and other-ways, and I much regret that a severe wound received by the latter 
officer will temporarily deprive me of his services. 

22. I cannot conclude without expressing my obligations to Mr. Roberts, the 
Commissioner and Superintendent of the Division, and to Captain Adams, the Assistant 
Commissioner of Goordasporc. Both officers were present in the affairs of the 12th and 
16th, and afforded me much valuable assistance throughout in the way of information. 
Captain Adams also commanded the Punjauh Infantry and Police Detachment at the 
ghaut from the 13th to the 16th instant, and the detachment which crossed the river on 
the latter date. 

Lieutenant Perkins, Assistant Commissioner, Umritsur, was present in the action of 
the 12th, and had his horse wounded.

The object of llie forced innreli of the column from Umritsur to thi-s place liaving 
been thus successfully aeeoinplished, the Biig.idier-Gcnerdl desires to return his sincere 
thanks to officers and men of all arms and gnnles, for the cordial and valuable assistance 
he has received from them throughout these ojicrations. 

The Brigadier-General eonsiders that the eolumu, has reason to feel proud of the 
service it has rendered the State within the last few days. 

By a foreed inarch of unusual length, performed at a very trying season of the year, 
it has been able to preserve many stations and distiiets from pillage and plunder, to save 
more than one regiment from the danger of too close a contact with the mutineers; and 
the mutineer force itself, 1,100 strong, notwithstaii^g the very desperate duiraclcr of the 
resistance offered by it, has been utterly destroyed M dispersed. 

It will he the pleasing duty of the Brigadier-fjcneral to bring prominently to the 
notice of Government, in detail, the services rendered hy officers and men on this occasion, 
and he entertains no doubt but that those services will be appreciated and acknowledged 
as they dcseiwe to be.

Sir, ' . Camp, Delhi, Septemher 22, 1857, 

I HAVfi tho honor to report, for the informataoii of the Major*Gefl<a»I commandling^ 
the Delhi Field Forte, the oiwwtiaiib of the Kis^ugungc column of assault on the 
morning of the 14th instnnt, subsequent to Major Roid being wounded. 

2*. On assuming command of the column, I found the di^cront detachments of which 
it was composed so bro|^n and disorganized by the heavy fire of the enemy, that it was 
impossible to form them up, in broken ground and under a severe fire, to jrenew the attack 
on the Kisscnguugo battenes. All I could effect was to keep the enemy in check, which 
was done for the course of an hour, without losing ground, in the expectation of the arrival 
of artillery, fur which Meyor Reid had made a requisition previous to his bmg wounded. 
This aid did uot furivo. Tho enemy a^ipearod ia large numbers on our right fiank. I 
was apprehensive that they might get into our rear, and endanger the safety of the line 
of butteries below Hindoo Rao’s bouse, and of the camp itsdf; I therefore directed 
the troops to retire, which they did leisurely, and in as good order as the nature of the 
ground would permit, keeping up a heavy lire upon the enemy. I then strengthened the 
Subzoe Mundy Picket, and directed the occuji'fioii of the batteries above alluded to, by 
detachments from tiic column. 

3. The Jnmmoo troops, detached, under eominaud of Ca])taiu Dwyer, for the occu¬ 
pation of the Eedgali, met with unexpected opposition, and were totally unsuccessful. 
This circumstance added much to the difficulties under wliich the main column laboured, 
enabling tho enemy to advance on its right flank and endanger its rear, and more parti- 
eulai'ly the safety ol the Subzee Afnndy Pickel, whicli was hotly pressed. Four 6-pounder 
guns belonging to the Cashmeu tisjops, detached under Captain Dwyer, were, I regi*et 
to say, capturoil by the eiienij. The eircumstautc under which this misfortune occurred 
did not come under my person.il observation, 1 therefore called upon Captain Dwyer for 
a report, which I herewith forward in original, for submission to the Major-General. I 
concur with Captain Dwyer, in considering that tho detachment under his command was 
inadequate to oppose the force brought against it. 

4. Ah blame may be attached to the Juuimoo lroo])s for the loss of their guns, £ 
feel bound to 4ate in\ ojiinion that the poitioii of tliciii attached to the main column 
behaved as well as could be ovpoctcd. Wluii tried and experienced soldiers, both Euro¬ 
pean ipid nuUve, were unsuccohslul, what could be looMted for from undisciplined and 
ill-arnicd men, such as lomposi* the Juinmoo Contingent ’ 

The loss sustained by tins force on tho 14tli instant, viz., 22 killed and 67 wounded,* 
which has been already reporteil to Major-lJeneial W ilson, shows that they sliared in the 
danger and difficulties of the day. 

5. Major-General Wilson is well awaie ol' the sticngth of thq position which was 
held by the eneiny at Kisseiiguiige, and of the nature of the ground over which the 
attacking force haa to move, On the morning in question the eneiny were prepared in 
Jaige numbeis for an attack on Ihcir jiositioii They had evidently received intimation 
that such was intended. After tho attack co utnenced, the> i;eceived considerable rein¬ 
forcements from the city. Under these cirt'umstanccs J look with confidence to the 
Major-General attaching no blame to the troops engaged in this unsuccessful affair.

Sir, Camp, Delhi, September 22, 1867. 

I HAVE the honor to report, for your infonnation, that on the morning of tho Hth 
instant, I uroiyeeded, in accordance with the instructions I reorived, with 400 men ^d 4 
guns, of the Caslimwe force, towards thy Eedgah, for tli« purpose of occupying and 
liolding it. 

Iho road was most difficult for artillery, and to enable the guns to get into the 

* In addition, i <owars of mounted {lolice wore Icilled. anil 17 funded. 
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Bhotuck pnkkfM'road, wkich leads to the Eodgah, a portion of stone wall had to be 
levelled. 

The noise, I believe, pn^red the enemy to leceivo ns, as, on leaching the road, we 
were attacked by about 2,000 men, who lined all the vralls on the right-hand side of the 
road. We immedia^lty opened fine fifotn oar guns and some zuoiboorahb, and continued 
to fite few about three-quarters of an hour. We had not been firing long, when the Kissen- 
gunge battery fired into os ftom the left; and finding that we were getting outfianked, and 
that the enemy did not appear to be suflWngmuch from our fire, owing to their protection 
W stone walls wd jungle, I ordered an advance, in view to effect an entitmce into the 
£edgah, if possible. . * 

This advance, I am sorry to say, was not efliected, notwithstanding the utmost’ exer¬ 
tions on the part of Lieutenant Tennant, of the Engineei's, Lieutenants Giaham and 
Manderson, and myself. A smdl body of Infimtry could not be collected, to support the 
guns, as the whole, of it had, almost from the commencement, proceeded to skirmish in 
very extended order, contrary to my repeated orders. 

On the order for the guns to Umber up being given, no horses could be got; for 
while the guns were being worked, the horses had been made over to grass-cutters, who 
took most of them away altogether; five or six horses I •saw killed; the rest were never 
brou^t back, and I was informed that they also had been killed. 

^e attempt to secure the Eedgah was, I regret to say, a complete failure; but it 
appears to me, that the force I had was quite inadequate to effect that object. 

A body of 100 mounted police, which accompanied the detachment, behaved 
admirably, and remained to the last. The ground, however, rendered it impc^siblo for 
cavalry to charge. ^ 

Ram Sing, one of my orderlies, killed a roan by whom I was attacked, and is himself 
badly wounded; the other, Chundah Sing, had his horse killed.

SCINDIA, on the 7th, was^insolently pressed by the contingent mutineers of Owalior, 
for pay, for carriages, and for a leader to head them in a maroli on Agra, Seindia reiused 
He found it advisable to place eleven guns in position, and to entrench. On the 7th, the 
Mhow and Indore rebels were at the Chumbul; they had collected fifteen boats, and on 
the 8th were crossing baggage. Their advanced guard was said to have engaged Maxwell, 
six COBS from Dholepore. On the 9th, contingent mutineers advanced guns out of Mom 
Contingents raised religious standard of Hindoo Islam, and tired a salute of twenty-two 
guns. Gungadhuruppa, sent by Scindia to dissuade the mutineers, had fled They seized 
carriage from neighbouring villi^i^.

Three corps and three 
batteries say they wish to serve Scindia, two corps and two batteries wish to move ,to%vards 
Cawnpore, and Scindia has promised them carnage after the Dusscrah, or tp*<lay. A Triaee 
has arrived to summon them to Delhi, and the Vakeel of’ Nona Sahib to call them to him. 
They arc very much divided and dispirited, and Scindia’s vakeel will come immediately to 
Indore.

r BEG to forward letters from Muir, which kindly dispatch, after ()ei^us^i, to the 
Goverhor-General. We have heard nothing more from Lucknow. I trust my telegraphic 
message, of last evening will have reached you. 

All wc know is this:— - 

The attack on the city was made on the 25tli. Havelock went rather to the right to 
avoid the main street; still the opposition to be encountered was very great. Junction 
with the Bailee Guard was Effected as the evening fell. Two mines were discovered just 
i-eady to be discharged, which would have placed the garrison at the mercy of the rebels. 

Names mentioned of those surviving (not intended to be complete) in the Bailee 
Guard: John Anderson, Gubbins, the Taylors, the Coupers, Mrs. Hayes, Mi's. Oinmaney 
and family; General Outram apparently merely mentioning these as known to Lady 
Outrani. 

Killed on the 2.5th: General Neill; Major Cooper, Artillery; Pakenham, 84th; 
Bateman, 64th; Wild, 40th Native Infantry; Warren, Pith Iriegular Cavalry, and many 
wounded. The sick and wounded were left with a detachment at Alumbagh ujion the 
attack. 

Bngees Knder, the natural son of the ox-king, had fled to Fyzabad.

My dear Sherer, A(jra, Sejjtenibrr 26, 1857. 

STILL no letters from Delhi. It is now a week since the date of our last. It is 
jirobable that Greathed’s illness, who had the business of arranging for the disjaitch of 
cOHsids in hU hands, and the multitude of other concerns to bo attended to by all our people 
on the complete capture of Delhi, may have intcifered with the legularity of the corre¬ 
spondence. 

As regards ourst'lves, the^c is nothing fresh to say. Our accounts from Muttra arc 
little more than corroboration of what we had before. A great multitude of the fugitives 
had an-ived, and more were arriving in Muttra; they were crossing at various ghauts, and 
one party as low down as a ghaut which would take them, vid Saidabad, or Kluindowlee, 
and Mynpoorie, towards Oude. Notwithstanding their big words, the people had begun 
to perceive that they were a defeated force, wounded and ill-olT for anus, &c. Two guns 
dragged by bullocks, had arrived, and more were behind. 

We Imve had pretty certain intimation to-day that the Indore force at Dholepore are 
collecting carriage, and contemplate a very early move; they speak of coming this way, 
but it is supposed that they will move vi^ Futtehpore Sicree towards Muttra, to join the 
great body of the mutineers, and with them proceed towards Oude, 'I'he Maharajah at 
Gwalior has, we are assured, destroyed all the boats in the Chumbul, so that tlie Indore 
troops were in a very awkward position, and their only alternative was to go off viH Etawah 
or Mnttra, or to stand the, chance of being attocked, witli the Chunibul in tlicir rear. 
There is a'ts^ by some that a move i^ projected on Bhurtpore, into the fort of whioh the 
mutineers are supposed to desire to throw themselves j but I,cannot find any confinnation 
of the idea, ' ■ • • 

Upon the whole, so far as I see at jpreseht, the universaliutention of the mutineers 
is to mass themsdiyes either in Bareilly, or furtlier to the eastvyard in Oude. 

' ■ ‘ ‘ ' L 
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We have had letters from General Lawrence froth Chiliamas dated the 20th. He had 
had an engagement for three hours with the Jodhpore Legion, without any successful result; 
but;-both in this anti in an affair at Nirabhera. the Bombay troops have shown themselves 
stable and trustwortliy. and this is a matter of sincere con^atulation. 

♦ I give Latvrence’s account of Itis affair:—“ I left with a forbe of 5 Korse Ai^illcry 
guns, 2 squadrons 1st Brigade I^ancers, 200 of Ilor Majesty’s 83rd, and 250 Mhairwara 
Battalion, I'or Await, a walled town -and fort, aitout three miles and a half from this 
(Chiliamas), I left Bcawr on Monday, the 14th; marched the first day to Barr (finding 
the road thrmigh the jtass very much cut up hy the bad weather we had during this 
month, wliicli detained me,at Bcawr tor upwards of a week); on Tuesday we moved to 
Pceifiia; Wednesday to Bugree; Thursday to Chapuftia, about six miles from Awah; oh 
Friday morning I moved the force on the direct road to Awah, and pushed forward l6 
about half a mile from the town. The approach w.ns through thickish jungle, in which a 
few of the enemy’s horsemen showed themselves, hut speedily retreated before a few of the 
Lancers. 

“ Their guns opened fire on us at about 800 yards, and soon got our range pretty 
accurately. They were placed on tlte bund of n lank jnst outside the town, and their fire 
was well kept up for some time; ivc returned it, iind forced them to quit their position, 
and silenced their fire for a time; their horsemen tried to turn our right flank, and 
threatened our baggage. By a change of position, I placed my force between the enemy 
and our baggage again, and, finally, retired on this village. 

“ The whole affair lasted about three hours. As we were weak in Infantry, and I 
felt I could not afford to lose any of my Europeans, and the force was inadequate to carry 
the place by a coup de wain, I did not bring the Infantry or Cavalry where they could be 
actively engaged. 

“ You will be glad to hear that the Lancers behaved very well, and I have every reason 
to be satisfied with them, for they have had a grciit deal of hard work and irritation, more 
than half their numbers bein-, daily on picket duties. 1 am very well pleased with the 
whole force, officers and men ' 

The casualties wore frilling, onlv one Artilleryman, killed, and five or six Europeans 
wounded, with about a like number of natives; two guns disabled. But I am concerned 
to state that that excellent political officer,' Monc?k Mason, was killed close to Lawrence’s 
force in attempting to join it. He had puslied from I’aUee, and on reaching the jungles' 
whifch his camel could not jicnclrutc, had dismounted and was, making on foot for our 
force, when some of tlie .lodhiioiv sowars came across his path, and he was killed by two 
shots from them. “ 1 was not evenaw.iv* ,”says Lawrence, “ of his-being anywhere in the 
neighbourhood ; he must have been scarcely 300 yards from me at the time. The body 
has not yet heeii recovered, but 1 am endeavouring to get it.’’ 

Lawrence feared he would be obliged to return to Bca^vr, as the European provisions 
M'ere nearly expended. 

Showers gives the following account of bis attack on Nimbbera:— 

“ AVc oominenred operations yesterday (IDtb), about half-past 1, but could not enter 
the gate attacked, louiul aftcrwar.ls to have been bricked up. Night stopped our operations. 
A columti of assault against another gate w as formed before daybreak this morning (20th); 
on moving to the attack, we found that tin-]i]ace had been evacuated during the night. 
The British troojis were moved through the town and the British flag hoisted on the public 
Government Hall. All the troops behaved admirably; this aliair has pleased thbm 
inigbtlly. They crowd round the guns parked in the garden, and say they wish to bo taken 
against Aluiulisore, or anywhere. Our loss is one corporal Her Majesty’s 83rd, killed in 
carrying the ])owder-bng, and some fifteen or sixteen native troops killed and wounded.” 

(laptian llosc, in forwarding this to Nixon, writes—‘‘Success is the usual criterion in 
such 1 .atters, and so far it is all right; but what the effect will be in this part of the , 
couuti }' (crnains to be seen. The 2nd B. Cavalry, and twelve sepoys, behaved splendidly, 
and 1 am cspeei dly glad of this. 'I'he fellows on the wall called out ‘Deen, Deon,’ and 
tried to mal«; thorn waver a.s they ndvaueed to attack,'but all they got in return was a 
shower of musketry ; three of the Cavalry and nine of the 12th are wounded.’’ 

Captain Rose adds, « I expect now, since the 2nd and tStU haire proved they are to 
he trusted, a force will he sent out from here against them.’* 

These facts, as evidence of a good and loyal feeliUg On the part of the''Bombay 
troops in those parts, are of unspeakable value. And we may well OTedume that troops 
which'then proved faithful will, aftef th^y know of the actufii fall of Delhi, be still more 
beyond tlie shadow of a doubt. . •

The, King, the llcguiu Zoenut Muhab, arc elo.se prisoners, atul to-day the 
Princes Mirza Mogul, Abu lluckcr, and Khizzar Sultan, were brought in by Hudson from 
IJumaioon’s tomb, and shot at the Delhi gate. Their bodies arc now lying at the kotwalie, 
where so many of our pot)r countrymen were inuriUirctl and exposed. A pursuing column 
under (loloncl Greathed, of Her Majesly’s 8tb, leaves this tomorrow inorning to go in 
your direction. It con.sists of 1,600 Infantiy, 18 guns, in 3 troops, and 600 Cavalry. 
They will soon join you, I tixist, and render coinjdote the efl'ects ol the i'all of this city. 
'I'lie city is a [x-rfect picture of desolation, completely aliaudoned, and a vast amount, of 
property left behind, which onr native troojis are posscs.siiig thcrn.sei\es of with gi'eat 
gusto, Imt with demoralising eflect. There are a great innnhor of (ily hudmashes and 
others eoilecled near Humaioon’s tomb, but it is be hoped our eolmnn will meet them. 

“Last night, ‘Her Majesty the Queen,’prupo.sed by the conqueror of Delhi,, was 
drunk with all honor in the DeAvan Khas.s, by tiie Head-Quarters’ 8lafl'. Never has the 
old building re-cchoed with any sound half so fine. The cheer was taken up by the gallant 
Goorkhas of the Sirmoor Battalion, who form tlu' General’s personal guard. 

All is well in the Punjauh, and elsewhere.” 

God be blessed for this glorious terminatidh of this arduous struggle.

He is too strong for the number of (ioorlvlias (700) tliat can bo made available 
without the Europeans and guns from the fort. The Goorkhas which Goloncl Bolton has 
detached to join Colonel O’Brien have been stopped. Is it prudent to continue sending 
Up parties of HO Eurojienns in emts by night, to jiass wilhiu tour miles of so large a foive, 
mbblc though it be ? Any disaster would make a great noise. Perhaps the Commander- 
in-chief does not know that the enemy is so close to the fort. 1’he garrison might disperse 
the enemy any morning and be back to breakfast in the fort. I think it right to inform 
vour Lorfship of the fact.

The Trunk 
Road column will not be at the Benares ghaut till the 13th, where the “Mirzapore” 
steamer and flat, and the “ Kod,” will be ready for the Europeans. 

General Nicholson expired on the 26th. Colonel Greathed’s column from Delhi 
consists of 2,800 men, of whom 500 are P-iiropean Infanti'y, and 300 European Cavalry 
and Artillery. Colonel Fraser on the 30th wrote to order this column to hurry down the 
Doab to the opposite side of the Muttra, to destroy the mutineers crossing there, and if too 
late for that, to attack them wherever they are. Their design appears certainly to be, to 
go to Oude before the 30tb.

Europeans added? I believe by the 26th, 1,000 Europeans, now below Allahabad, wilP 
have reached Cawnjjore, bcsidc.s the draft from the garrison of Allahabad. From hence to 
Lohundah by bullock-train and railway, f reckon' three days; and on to Cawnporc, 
marching, seven more.

Bepreaenta now imperative he considei-s it that reinforcement#^ ror 
Lucknow be organized at Alumbagh; not at Cawnpore, whore the assembly of fbVees 
would have no effect at*Lucknow; whereas, concentration at Alumbagh would favor 
coramuiiicdtion with friends in the city, and encourage loyal zemindars to come forward. 
Rciiifoicomcnts at Alumbagh can be supplied from Cawnj^ro with perfect safety; the road 
so far open, that native pohcc posts, as far ob Nawabguuge, arc unmolested, and detach* 
inciitb at llubhcrutgungc, Nawabgunge, and Bunnee, will amply becuic tlic communication. 
Alumbagh is a wcU*fo:rtihed wall inclobure, with open country ai'ound.

] AM diiccted by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal to ti-ansimt, for the inibrmat'ou 
ol the Govemor*General in Council, copies of all the telegraphic messages and letters 
Kcencd uji to this date, i-egarding the mutiny of the two coiupamcs of tlie 32ud Native 
Inlanliy at Deoghui. 

2 Several of these have already, in order to save time, been suhmif^ted for the 
information of tho Govenior-Geiicral, and the present dispaU-h will complete the record 
up to date. 

3. The head-quarters of tho 32nd are mai’ehing to Rancegunge by the route given in 
the margin,* and having left Bowbce on the 10th (the day after the occurrence of tlm muiltiy 
at Deogbur), they may, if they have not halted, and all have gone light, be buppooed to 
be now at Noni ilaut. On the same bupposition they will be at .Soorec on the 18th inateut, 
and at Banoegunge on the 21sl. Some of the marches are, however, too lOilg, and a 
blioitcr route might have been chosen. 

4. It will be perceived that the mutineers have murdered the sUbddar of the 4th 
company, a Hindod, named Dhokol Sing, and arc said to have gone to Rohnee. Their • 
fates are, probably, turned to the westward, and they may be ^octed to follow the route 
ot the mutinous 6th Irregular Cavalry, viz., from Rohnoo to HSurruckdea, Nowadah, and 
Gya, to the Soane.

IT is with regret that 1 have to report thal the two companies 32nd Native Infantry, 
at Deoghur, mutinied on the 9th instant, and that, after murdering Mr. Assislant-Commis* ’ 
sioner Ronald and Lieutenant C’ooper, 82nd Native Infantry, they looted the hazm of 
Droghur, and have moved off to Rohnee, taking with them Lieutenant Rennie as a 
prisoner. 

2. The mutineers have halted at Rohnee, and expect to bo joined at that place by 
the remi >nder of the 32nd Native Infantry. 

,3. The head-quarters 32nd Native Infantry marched from Bowsee on the morning 
of the lOtli instant, and since then I have received no informefion regarding them, 
but have sent messengeiTto Noni Haul, and directed that all the movements of the 
32Dd Native Infantry be watched and reported instantly to me $ aUd, in order fo securp 
rapid communication, I have directed the Deputy Postmaster at this station to place four

2. As we have had fair weather for some time, the road all the way to Deoghur will 
be found in very good order, and tlie three hill-streams, which cross the road in three 
different places, will be found fordable, as their depth is not above two feet at the out¬ 
side. 

, 3. The three breams above Eluded to, will be found the most difficult for the convey¬ 
ance of AkUlery and guns in consequence of their sandy and immense breadths; the road, 
otherwise, is in every respect well adapted for the purpose.

2. My instmotionS we to wiiteli of rtovcd out from 

Delhi by the Nojui^iur road With the aVitwed j)utpoge Of threateiang our'fiotnm'uniOations' 
witii Suneput and the Grand Trunk'B6ad> or of marehing ’to attack H4ai(i and''the B»|aa’ 
of Jhcend; to ascertain their precise object and directioni, and^ to afft^ suppdtt to’ 
either ^neput' or the Jheend Itojah, as might he hece^sary. I Was also to exahune ‘the* 
state gC the roads and country, With a view to the probable necessity of a larger force 
taking the field < . ^ ■ 

3. Ott reaching Bnanah’by way of Azadpoor and the Canal Bank, I aBeertaihed that 
the enemy had passed the 14th at Samplah, and were said to be moving towards Rlrotnck. 
I, therefore, pushed on the Khurkowdah on the road from BoaUah to that tOWn, reaching 
it about noon on the 15th. 

4. Having been informed that a number of Irregular Cavalry men, whose homos 
were in the village, had arrived the day before from Delhi at Khurkowdeh, I took 
measutes for securing the several entrances to it, and attempting their ca^tufc, smlding a 
small party of the Guide Corps to surprise and anvst the leading man, named Bisharut 
AM, a rcssaldar of the Ist Irregular Cjavalry. Both objects were accomplished, only two 
sowfirs having bad time to efi'ert their escape before the village was surrounded. I then 
entered the village with a party of dismounted sowars. From information rebeived froni 
the villagers I was able to seize several of the mutineer sowars before they had time to 
arm. A large party, liowcvcr, took refuge in the upper story of a house belonging to one 
of the lumlreraars of the village, and defended themselves desperately. 'Fhey were even¬ 
tually overpowered and destroyed, but not without considerable ^fficulty and several 
casualties on our .side; Lieutenant H. Gough and seven men being wounded. I subse¬ 
quently caused those of the captured, who were proved, on inquiry, to have been in the 
service of Government and to have joined the rebels, to be executed. 

5. During the afternoon of the 15th the enemy broke up from Sample, and marched 
to Rhotuck, where they gave out that they were going to remain for two or throe days. 
I marched after them on the morning of the ICth towards Rhotuck, by Sussaineh Hamai- 
oonpoor and Balout. On reaching Bohur, five miles short of Rhotuck, I ascertained that 
the rebels had suddenly marched early in the morning towards Medinha on hearing of our 
movements; I, therefore, halted for the day, the rain being very hcavj\ 

6. On the morning of the 17th we moved on Rhotuck. On approaching the town, 
and riding on to reconnoitre with a small jjarty, I found a Jar^ hotly of armed men drawn 
up at the old fort in front of the place, accompanied by a few sowars. They immediately 
opened fire on us, and as we withdrew, to bring up the detachment, followed u's up the 
road, firing and yelling in derision. 

The instant the head of the column arrived, they were charged, dispersed, and driven 
into the town, leaving thirteen of their number dead; they subsequently turned out to be 
Rangurs, Kusais, and other turbulent inhabitants of the town, headed by Babur Khau, 
the Chief of the Rangurs. 

7. After riding round Rhotuck, and reconnoitering the surrounding coui^y, and the 
^proaches to it, I encamped in the open space in rear of the cutchery builmngs, at the 
junction of the road by which we had marched from Bohur, with the main road to Delhi. 
Some of the zemindars and Hindoos of Rhotuck came out to me immediately afterwsttdsj 
and through their iiistrumcntaUty the detachment was amply supplied with all necessary 
suppMes. No further attempt was made to annoy us. 

8. At about 7 o’clock the next morning. I received infirmation that Babur Khan had 

gone, during the night, to the camp of the rebels, on the Hansi road, and brought back 
300 Rangur horsemen, belonging to different Irregular Cavalry Regiments, to assist him in 
an attack upon us. Three or lour minutes afterwards, a large body of horsemen ,dashed 
up the roa($ from the town at speed, followed bj a raa.ss of foot-men, armed with swotos 
and m dcUlocks, certainly not less than 900 or 1,000 in number. At the moment bf the 
attack, a pwty of t\\’euty-five Jheend horsemen, who had come from Gohanah, on hearing 
from me of our approach, were ciwsing the road towards our camp, and found themselves 
suddenly chaiged by, and intermixed with, the-enemy’s horse. ' 

Theydefcndcd themselves with ‘their carbines, and thus cheeked the attacking party, 
two of their number being wounddd. The whole of the hmrses of the detachment having 
■ been kept saddled, no rime was lost in turning out, and the instwt the twenty leading men 
were on their horses, the enemy was charged and driven back in confusion towards the 
town; their flight being covered by tlwj matchlock-men, who had occupied some buildings 
and compounds between the cuteherry and the town. • Directly' the vdiole bf the dgtach- 
mt^nt was ready and formed up, 1 sent what little baggage and followers -v^e liadl’^tb the

'U'ore oovei’eU-by gkirmishcrs> 
and by the ext^iaht fire of the Jheena'horsemen, armed wtlftmatohiocks, whom I dosired 
to dismuuQt, and drive Ijack by their fire any party of the enemy who might come ftom 
under fh^ter of the buildings. This service tliey performed exceedingly ! well, and inoet 
cheerfully. .1 

. 9 . Jnnding that our ammunition was nearly exhausted after soibe time liad< elapsed,, 
and that there appeared little chance of the enemy coming from their covof to attack us 
again^ I determined to draw them out into the open country, behind-our position, ,and- 
endeavour to bring on a fight there. Everything turned out as I bad anticipated.* My 
men withdrew slowly and deliberately, by alternate troops (the troop nearest the enemy by 
altematd ranks), along the line of the Bohur road by which we Had reached Rhotuck, our 
left extending towards the main road to Delhi; the Jheend horsemen protected our right, 
and a troop.of my own regiment the left. The enemy moved out the instant we withdrew, 
folbwing us in great numbers, yelling, and shouting, and keeping up a heavy' fire of 
matchlocks. Their horsemen were principally on their right, and, a party galloping; up 
the main road threatened our left flank, I continued to retire until we, got into open, 
and, comparatively, dry ground, and then turned and charged the maas, who had cmae 
to within from 150 to 200 yards of us, 

, The Guides, who were nearest to them, were upon them in an instant, closely 
followed by, and soon intermixed with, my own men. 

The enemy stood for a few seconds, turned, and then were driven back in utter 
confusion to the very walls of the town. It being with some difficulty that tl»e officers 
could prevent their men entering the town with the fugitives. Fifty of the enemy, all 
horsemen, were killed on the ground, and many must have been wounded. 

10. Nothing could be better than the conduct of all concerned. The Guide Cavahy 

behaved with their usual dashing gallaiiti-y, and their example was well emulated by the 
men of ray new regiment, now for the first time engaged with an enemy. They not only 
remained under fire unflinchingly, but retired before the enemy steadily jsind deliberately, 
and, when ordered, turned and 'chaiged home boldly. It would have been hopeless to 
expect this, but for the magnificent leading and admirable management of the officers in 
command of the several troops, Captain Ward, and Lieutenants Macdowell, Wise, 
C. J. Gough, and H. Gough. The difficulty of their task will be appreciated, when 'it is-’ 
remembered that, with the exception of tlie Guides, none of the party had been drilled, 
or fonlled, or knew anything of field-movements. . > 

11. After their defeat, as I subsequently ascertained, the Rangur horsemen evacuated 
the place the same evening, carrying away their wounded with them. The whole of tlte 
Rangurs and Kussaies of the town also fled during the night for refuge to the neighbouring 
villages. As soon as I had re-asscmbled the detachment on our original ground, aufi 
ascertained^rsonally that no parties of the enemy rctuained outside Rhotuck, 1 moved 
round by oflr right to the northern side of the town, on to the Gobana road, and ea(!aTnpccl 
at Dussea, the first village sufficiently large to furnish us with supplies, I was in direct 
communication with Jheend, twenty-two coss distant, and with Goluma, where a body of 
the R^ah’s troops are stationed ; and by way of Khylore my communication with camp, 
by way of Kurtrowdeh and with Soneput, was perfectly secure. I was also prepared to 
move off to the right, towards Hansi, to General Cortlandt, should he attack the rebel 
force moving in that direction. This force had moved off from Medhiha to MeHura on 
our ■ reaching Rhotuck, Und thence to Moondahab; and on the 18lli evacuated the 
Rhotuck district; and marched to Barsee, five coss from Hansi, in considerably dintinished 
^lumbers. 

■ 12. On the 19th I halted at Dusseea, receiving, at daybreak, a valuable reinforcement 

in ihn shape of 80 well-equipped horsemen from Jheend, with the promise of Infentry and 
B gun, if I required them. They had already been sent off by the Rajah, with his usual 
ever ready zeal, and would liave been available in a few hours. On the evening of the 
I9th I iweived the Major-General’s p^ers to return towai’ds camp, and marched the next 
day to Khurkowd^and on the 21st, by a dreuitou^route,, to Soneput. 

13. i cannot close this without testifying to tlie excellent conduct of the Jheend 
homemen .tkrougbout the whole of our, proceedings. Nothing could have been better than 
their,tehavioufiftom first to last, both in (keeping up our communications, in enduring^ 
fatigue and Wd weather, and in gallantly in action. Tms Is not the first time I have Had' 
e;fpdience.,bf.j^egood.smiQe they haye rendered- At the action of Badlce Serai, on* the 
Stbof duud toey,particularly distiogd»H^ tl^stnualves^; and they did no less wdl ou thu

Sir, • Camp, Agra, October 11, 18.57. 

1 HAVE the honor to acquaint you, for the information of the Major-General 
commanding, that in consequence of urgent letters from Agra, I marched from llattrass at 
6 P.M. on the 9th, carrying the European Infantry on elephants and carts, and encamped 
on the brigade parade-ground at this place, about 8 a.m. yestevday. At half-])ast 
, 10 o’clock, my camp was suddenly attacked (m the front and right flank. I galloped to 
the front, and found the Artillery getting into action, and Her Alajesly’s 9th J,,anccis in 
the saddle. I proceeded myself with Her Majesty’s 8fli Regiment and the 4th I’unjaiib 
Infantry to the right flank, for the purpose of dislodging tlu; enemy and t.nking their gnnq 
which were raking our camp. On the way I took with me the 1st, 2nd, and .5th I’nnjaub 
Cavalry, extending the Iiit'aiitry, in skhmishiug order, witli tlieir supports. I took the 
Cavalry to the open s])ace near the European Infantry barracks, with directions to move 
as circiiinstances would jjcrmit. The 9-poundcr Agiu battery had by this time cornc uj); 
I advanced tlicm iu support of the Infantry, on the I’oad leading from the Artillery ])arade- 
ground to the Dholeporo road, and the skirn\ishcrs advanced and cleared the eornj)oinids 
to their front; the Punjauh Cavalry, under Lieutenant Watson, had then the opportunity of 
making a most gallant charge, driving ofl' the enemy’s sowars and capturing four guns. 
After this, the rebels inatic no stand on the light, hut the left continued to be Jiotly 
engaged, and the enemy’s .sow'ars advanced, with gi'eat determination, on the guns, one of 
which was disabled, from its gunners having been cut. down, and, for the moment, in the 
possession of the enemy; it was, however, instantly recaptured, and the 9th Lancers, 
chaiged the ’sowars and drove them from the field. I regiit to say, that two most t;,xec]lciit 
officers. Lieutenants French and .loncs, were wounded, tlie former mortally, and I fear 
that little hope can be entertained of the recovery of Lieutenant .Tones. I advanecd din ing 
this time on the Dholepore road, capturing guns as we went on, and the 9th Lancers and 
Artillery, suppoited by'the 7.5th and 2nd Punjauh Infantry, advanced on the left, taking 
four guns on their way. The whole line now moved to the front, the Punjauh Cavalry, as 
usual, jMirforming most excellent service o^the flanks, till wc reached a village three miles 
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frc»uj bciKo, where we halted lor a sliort time, the whole of the enemy being then iii lull 
tiiirlit; we wove now joined hy the 3rd IJuropCails, and Colonel Cotton, commanding at 
Asia, eamo up, and took flic command of the whole of the troops. The enemy s camp 
■ w a- descried about two iuiles in, advance, and we marched upon it, the road strewed in all 
directions with hiij>:£>.'i!re and carts, 'i'hc Infantry waS ordered to hplt at the camp, and the 
Cavaliy und Artiik r\ pun ned the enemy to the Kharce Nuddee, ten miles and a half from 
Agra. ’ d'lio cm uiv h.id cro.-ist'd the river before wo reached it, leaving behind him all his 
gtlns, a jvfui II of w)ii( li is nttaoheTl. The Artillery fired grape and round-shot at the 
r’ctriMliiig ureniy ei r.'/-s flic river, with good effect. The country all round was covered 
with rmriliv. ui' whom a large number wi-re cut up. They have all now crossed the 
Khanc^ iiddc!. Aflcr a sliort half we returned to camp, and the captured gun.s were all 
hroifght ill diii'iijg tlio niglit. I have not been able to estimate the enemy’s number, as, 
in addilioii to (lie Indore foreo. and tlie Neemuch and Nusseembad brigades, sepoys were 
(liund kdled iicioiigiiig to the 16th Grenadiers, Hutrianah Light Infantry, Gwalior 
Conlin;'< n(, and several others. The whole country, as far as one could see, was covered 
with fugitives, but of (^le^e uiaiiy were, probably, camp-followers and rabble. 1 have never 
sei'ii such a rout, and had our Artillery and Cavalry been fresh, few would have crossed 
the Khuroe Nnddei'; but they had marclicd forty-oni' miles in less than thirty houi's before 
arriving at Agra. Il is impossible to say too much of the excellent conduct of the whole 
of (he troo]>s. ollicers and nan. and I trust it will meet with the approbation of the Major- 
General ''omiuanoiu.g the held iorce at Delhi.

(five O-poundei-s, one 24-pounder hottitzer), at 1 a.m. to-mbrrow morning, the 18th. No 
elephants will carry near the party, so that I hope to be able to give a good a^-count of 
our‘enemies. This will probably prevent a number of guns and men being brought into 
Oudei which might obstruct the movements of our rclicf-j)artic.s, and I sincerely trust 
that the Commander-in-chief will approve of the steps 1 have taken, and of my great 
wi.sh to.thwart, and, if possible, to seize on, the murderous reljel Nena. The moment I 
return I will then carry out tlie Commander-in-chiefs views of sending the supplies to 

Alumbagh, which will be all ready to-morrow evening.

move back twenty coss from Lucknow. He swcai-s, on oath, up to tins time he did not 
condect liimself with the rebels. It was willed his name now should he eonni’cted with 
the rebels, and liimself fall under displeusui’e of Government thus, lie suddenly heard 
the rebels were defeated, and the British, attacking the place’, were about to disgrace 
His Majesty’s seraglio. 11c at once marched to jirotect it, for ho had eaten the 
King’s salt. If the General views with justiee his actions, he will see tliat he did not join 
the rebels. Ho protected tlie British uulhotitics in his district and could not keep himself 
aloof from protecting rhe King’s honor. Now he w'as ready to obey all Govcrnnient 
orders, and if bis vakeel’s lile> be spared, ho will siihinit the whole-tacts; lie hopes the 
General will let him know his design that he piny carry it out.

I have written to-day to General Outr.iiu, who is now in the Lucknow 
Residency, and in tho mean time, if you are really friendly to tlie British Gocernment, you 
are desired at once to withdraw ail your men trout Lucknow, and eommumoate with the 
Chief Commissioner. I have sent to tell j our vakeel that if he likes to come in and sec 
me, he will meet with no injury.” 

3'ho vakeel has since come, and, having expressed his master's willingness to coiujily 
with the terms of my letter, departed for Lucknow.

I HAVE the honor to reply to the several questions conveyed by your letter of the 
16 th current. 

2. First, as regards powder, there were 7,297 barrels at Fort William and Allahabad 
on the Istot this month; and at Agra, on the 1st May, there were 10,930 barrels, of 
which, perhaps, 1,000 may have been expended. 

3. The north-western magazines are not so well supplied : there were at Ferozepore 
and Phillour on 1st October, 2,777 barrels; at Mooltan, Dera, Ismail Khan, and Peshawur, 
on Ist September, 1,873 bawols; at Saugor on 30th September, 800 barrels. 

4. A considerable quaiitity, of which I have no account, must be at Meerut or Delhi, 
with the park of the army that took Delhi. 

5. The Bombay authorities are sending 800 barrels from Aden to Ferozepore, and 
when the road may be safe, Agra can send supplies ; some of the powder manufactured this 
season at Ishapore will be sent by sea and the Indus to Ferozepore. 

6. The whole stock is equal to two and a-half years’ peace expenditure, or to one and 
a-half year (at least) of war. 

7. The agency makes at present fif y barrels dtiily ; it usually makes 10,000 barrels in 
a year; but both bullocks and work-people are deficient this season, the Commissariat 
having been unable to furnish bullocks to complete establishment, and workmen being scarce 
and unwilling to take service. 

This will form the subject of a report w’hich I have directed the agent to prepare 
for submission to Government. The remedy wdll be eitlier an increase of permanent 
establishment, or in the rates of pay. I calculate ibis yeai’''s produce at about 9,000 
brnrels. 

8. It will not be necessary tO' draw any more powder from Madras or Bombay, 
unless a very large amount be required 1o destroy forts in the Oude district, which will 
(1 trust) not b&ihe case, as each fort usually contains enougl\powder for its own destruction.'

■women arid wounded to the rear. I propose to move the whole fbr^ to an tijwn pos^n 
outside the !town, without further loss of life. Sir James Outrdm, o« the ccmtrary.'deawds 
that an attack on the Kissenbagh should be made, and then to continue to hold the position 
in the,town. He thinkvS that two strong brigades of 600 men would suffice to hold the 
town,’after the Kissenbagh had fallen. But I am of opinion that at least the same force 
would be necessary to preserve the communication now mentioned by me to the Alumbagh, 
and constantly under the fire of the enemy, that is to say, four strong brigades would bo 
required, unless it is wished that the garrison should be again besieged. 

I have always been of opinion that the position hiken up by the lamented Sir Henry 
Lawrence was a false one ; and after becoming acquainted with the ground, and worked 
my troops upon it to relieve the garrison, that opinion is confirmed. I therefore submit 
that to Commit another garrison in this immense city is to repca,t a militery error, and 1 
cannot consent to it. 

I conceive that a strong moveable division outside the town, with field and heavy 
Artillery, in a good military position, is the real manner ol holding the city of Lucknow 
in check, according to our practice with (hci other great city of India. Such a division 
would aid ill subduing the country heit'after, and its position would be quite sufficient 
evidence of our intention not to abandon the Province of Oude. 

Snell arc the general grounds for my o})inion. The more special ones are, the want 
of means, particularly infiinlry, field and musket ammunition for prolonged operations, 
ow'ing to'circumstances Ixu 'nd my control, and the state ot our communications in the 
North-West Provinces. The nrst of thes(' is,^ of course, unanswerable; the second appears 
to me an insuperable objection to the leaving of more troops in Oude than such a Division 
as 1 have mentioned, as evidence of the intentions of Oovernment.

Owing to the expression of opinion hy the political authority in the country, I have 
delayed further movement till I shall receive your Lordship’s reply.

Vawnpore. —^Major-General Windham attacked the 1st Division of the Gwalior 
Contingent, above eight miles from Cawnpore, on the 26th November. It consisted of 
upwards of 3,000 men, with two 18-inch howitzers and two field-guns. After a sharp 
fight of an hour and a-half they were completely routed, and all but one light gun 
captured. 

The Gwidior Contingent attacked Nawabgungc on the 27ih. The British t^ipops were 
obliged to retire into the entrenchment, .md on the same night the rebels burnt down the 
camps of the 34th, 82nd, and 88th Kegime-nts, and on the 28th they attacked the entrench¬ 
ment. A sortie made against the assailants from the canal was most successful; the 60th 
Rifles beat back the rebels, and brought in two of their heavy guns. On the right the 
64th Regiment suffered severely. Brigadier Wilson was killed, and Major Stirling and 
Captain Murphy badly wounded. 

Sir Colin Campbell hearing of this, pushed into Cawnpore on the night of the 28th, 
and on the following morning the women and children, and sick and wounded, were 
brought over the river. The families, and about iiOO of the sick, and wounded (leaving 
about 860 of the latter to be protected at Cawnpore for the present), were sent ofl'towards • 
Allahabad on the 3rd. 

The CJoinmandcr-in-chicf attacked the rebels on the 6th, and completely routed them, 
taking sixteen gpns, a quantity of spare waggons, ammunition, and baggage, and followed 
them up fourteen miles towards Calpee. < , ■ ' 

Our loss was insignificant. *

occupied Allygupge* near Etah, with some Horse and Foot, and two guns. This force is 
throw^ dut 'its thannah here and there in re-occupation of the country. This is probably 
prehminmj to an attempt to collect revenue, but its effect is bad on Allyghur. Tt funs the 
'^bers Of fahaticism still slumbering in. the district, and strikes teiror into the loyal 
sbbjects.' ^Until the nest of insurgents at Furruckabatl can be put down, tliere will be no 
'tfefevanent security for the middle of the Doab. The administration is being kept up, ^ 
however,’ in Etawah, through influential men, in a wonderful manner, considering the' 
difficulties to contend with ; and the comparative quiet and subordination which have 
prevailed indicates that the country, at least, is not against us. 

Jusswunt Rao defeated Ram Pershaud and a party of our ill-wishers near Ghere Ghaut, 
killing seventeen and wounding a considerable number. 

, Ghpzeepore. —All quiet. 

Ooruckpore .—No news from this place, but Jung Bahadoor is on his way down from 
Nepal with about 9,000 men, and is proceeding via Segowlee towards Goruckpore. 
Arrangements have beefl made for the provisioning and the comforts of his men, and 
Commissariat officers have started, to take up their duties with his camp. 

Ghpitlior .—^The Contingent, it ajipears, took the fort of Rampoora, and carried off the 
petty chieftain, on their way to Calpee. 

It is. said that Lieutenant Tomkinson of the 53rd Native Infantry, who had taken 
treasure from Oral to Gwalior, remained concealed at Amaon till the Contingent marched 
that way, when h(* was betrayed by a Poorbea for 50 rupees, and killed.

Jelpigorie. —Colonel Shcrer, commanding 73rd Native Infantry, repoi*ls, on the 4th 
instant, that the 73rd Native Infantry was behaving aduiii-ably, and that he was expecting 
a reinforcement of Goorklias; when the sailors reached Rungpore he would consider the 
district safe. Captain the Honorable E. C. Curzon, however, reports from Telegore, on 
the same date, that, on the reejuisition of tlie civil authorities, he w'as about to march into 
Jelpigoi'ie with his party of Europeans from Darjeeling, as it was reported that the Dacca 
mutineers were marching on Jelpigoiie. 

Jhansi .—Nows from Jhansi says that the Tehree troops have abandoned the siege and 
returned tq Tehree, on hearing of the advance of Colonel Durand, with the Alalwa force, 
from Mhow. All well at Puuna and Kallinger.

Lahore. —^No news; but from reports received vifl Agra it would appear that the 
rising in the Googaira district is not yet extinguished. 

Lucknow .—On the 22nd the garrison of Lucknow executed its retreat from the 
Residency, covered by the relieving force under the Commander-in-chief, which then fell 
back on Dilkoosha, in the presence of the whole force of Oude. The women and cliildrcn, 
wounded, and State prisoners, the King’s treasure, and twciity^thrcc lacs of rupees, with 
all the guns worth carrying away, were taken to the Commander-in-chief’s camp; many 
guns were destroyed before giving up tfic Residency. The Commander-in-chief left 
Alumbagh for Cawnpore on the 26th, with all the long convoy attendant upon the rescued 
garrison, leavin'g Sir J. Outram with a strong division, complete in all details except 
carriage. His Excellency reached Cawnpore (into which-place he hurried, hearing that it 
•\ 5 ra 8 besieged) on the night of the 28th, and on the following morning the families and 
wounded were crossed over from the left bank. Sir H. Havelock is said to have died on 
the 25th Nov'ember, but no particulars received. The dispatches of his Eicc^llency the 
Commander-in-chief, detailing the operations for the relief of Lucknow, have appeared in 
the Oaxette of this date, and will be sent home by the mail.

' Mhow. —Mehidpore was attacked by the rebel ^orce from Bownuggur on the' 8th 
November, The Infantry of the Contingent behaved shamiefuHy, refusing to attack when 
led ori by their, officers. The Subadar-Major opened his jacket as the rebels approached, 
and hoisted the green flag. Only a portion' of the Artillery stood to their guns, which 
at last fell into the hands’ of the rebels. Tlie Contingent then fled; the officers escaping, 
esported by a fai^ful band of thirty of the 2nd Gwalior Cavalry.

and by the latest accounts, received vih Mhow, it apjiears they were besieged by them, but 
the rebels having no heavy guns luul done no mischief, and had suffered some loss from 
the fort guns. They had sent to Muudisoj'c for lieavy guns, but Captain Orr’s force was 
preSsSing on to the relief of Nccmuch. Icb’ligence has just been received that this has 
been efected. 7'lie rebels were driven away with heavy loss, and the remnants of this 
formiclabtc insuiTcclion arc now oeciqiyiiu; the fort and tow!i of Mundisore, numbering 
about 2,000 men, and much dispirited; our troops behaved admirably, and the loss not' 
heavy considering tlic work doijc.

WE have the honor to inform you that although various rumors have reaclicd,^ 
Calcutta regarding the conflicts with the insurgents at C’awnporo on the 27th and 28th 
of November last, no report whatever has been received by u.s of the occurrences 
there, with tjvo exceptions—of a telegi-am from the Commissioner at Allahabad dated *t}ie 
Ist instant, and one froni Brigadier Campbell commanding at Allahabad of the same date, 
copies of which are transmitted* by this mail to you. 

In these telegrams mention is made of Brigadier Wilson, 64th Foot, commanding at 
Cawnpore, having been killed, and of Major Stirling and Captain Morphy of the same 
regiment having been badly wounded. We have no information on which reliance can be 
placed of any other officera having fallen. 

Fort William, December' 11, 18r)7. 
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Brigadier Ramsay to the-Agent to the Governor-General for Central India. 

Sir, Gwalior, May 30, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to report for your information the following circumsfcinces which 
have occurred here during the last four days. 

1. On the evening of the 26th instant. Major Maepherson, Political Agent, menticned 
to me that b® had been informed by His Highness that the men of the C'ontingent were 
not to be trusted, that they had insulted the Dewan on, his entiy into cantonments,and tliat 
the latter was so much affaid of personal violence from theni that he returned to the 
Luskur by a hye-road, and on horseback instead of in a carriage, in which ho had come, to 
avoid observation. 

2. On the following morning, Major Maepherson called on me and said that His 
Highness had stated that the whole of the Contingent troops were all wrong and disaffected, 
that they had all sworn on the Ganges water and Koran to stand by each other, and that 
an outbreak was so imminent that His Highness urged the ladies being sent at once to tho 
Residency for protection, and that the officers could, on the outbreak showing itself, at once 
mount their horses and ride off. Major Maepherson also expressed a wish that the guard 
of theGonting^t on duty at the Residency should be at once withdrawn, as he h^ no 
longer any confidence in them, and that he would apply to His Highness for a pjirty of lu| 
troops to take their place. He added that he himself wa.s consideaed by the troops to be 
the cause of the. movement of the Grenadiers from the station • to. Etawah, which had 
int^i^sd with their themes, and that ho had tlms become tho object of their vengeat.ice, 

3i. I mast here”^ mention that a few days previous to this, a repwt was spread both rh 
theLuikursmd.in thh cantonments, thata large quantity Of otta and ^shukuc had arrived 
for sii^ at extraordinary low prices, that, both were impregnated With bone-du§t, and were 
h!|jpg'«old'*fbr ‘the express purpose of destroying the men's caste and making litem 

WltU Separite Eirtter Ni. 813, dated Pecewber 10, 1857." 
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Christians, The Dewaii made full m<|ume8 into this, and found the^t whole a 
malicious rumor, doubtless spread to excite mutiny and rebellion; and Major MacpheVk>ni 
stated that the cii-cumstaiicc of the Dewan’s having exposed this trick had brought dotvn o,n 
him also the animosity oi‘ the traitors. 

4. Although Major Maepherson was most anxious th?.t the ladies should be,at bnee 
sent away from the station, 1 considered their removal, unless imperatively necessary, 
fraught \yith evil, that in the absence of some proof of disaffection I determined, td ^ay 
nothing on the subject. 

• 5. Major Maqiher.son that evening quitted cantonments and returned to the E^si- 
dency. and the Contingent detail on duty there came back in obedienee to the order of which 
an extract is appended. 

'6. I think it iierc important to pjention that the wish of the Polilical Agent to with¬ 
draw the guard and v<!tnovc tlic ladies for the reasons assigned by him as above, was the 
same day known in cantonments, and was repeated to me. 'I'his information must have 
emanated fnnn tlie Ijiiskur. 

•7. Tlie.following morning a private servant (a Mussulman) of my own informed me, 
while ont ridnisi with me, that the sbwars of the 1st Cavalry in the lines and of His 'HigH- 
ness’s rissallah were talking of nothing but going to Delhi, and that I should be on the 
look-out. 

8. About 3 p.M. that day, a lance duffadar of the 1st Cavalry came to Captain Meade, 
the Brigade-Major, and askeef him if he had heard of anything tliat was going on. Captain 
Meade replied in the negative, and seeing that tiie man had something important to commu¬ 
nicate, examined him privately and at on e brought liim to me. The duffadaris statement 
was to the following effect: tliat the troups in cantonments were all to break out into 
open mutiny on a bugle sounding at 11 o'clock that night; that the lines and bungalows 
were to be fired, and the officers massacred; that the treasure in the cardoifbients w'as to 
be seized, and the wliolo force to procei>d towards Delhi. This man had hardly completed his 
statement, when sowar of the same regiment (Captain Alexander’s darogah) arrived at 
my housd, and expressed a Ish (o sec ii'f on urgent business. Before .admitting him, 1 
carefully concealed the first informer. His statement was to the same purport as the 
other’s, and he most strongly insisted on the determination of the mutineers to murder the 
officers. 

9. These two report •, apparently confirming the information I Jiad received from 
. Major Maepherson the previous day, and roupled with the result Oi inquiries which Captain 

Meade and inx’.self jirivalely instituted as to what was going on in the lines, dclennincd me 
on sending away the ladies to the Re-i^'ency in the evening, which, though done as quietly 
as possible, of course bceau"' imnuHliately generally known. 

11. Having ascertained tlv t a lo'iior had hceu circulated in the lines that all confi¬ 
dence in the men of the Coutiugont had been lost by the Political Agent and the officers 
of the station, and that the treasure ( amounting to 60,000 rupees), then in the custody of 
thedth Infant)), was in consequence to b(‘ laken from them that evening and made ovqr 
to a party of iaiskur tmojis for removal to the Gunga Inli at the Palace, and that this 
distrust, coupled with tlu' v. ithdrawid of the guard from the Residency, and the departure 
of the Political Agent, from cantonments, had greatly incensed the men, I determined* in 
order to restore oonfidetiee, and avr-rt if possible a fatal outbreak, to increase the guai^ -of 
the 4th Regiment, over tlie Treasury (witii a view- to lead the men to think that 1 frared 
danger from without find not from the ;voops themselves) ; and having been assured by 
Major Blake, commanding 2ik1 liifontry, and Captain Ilawkins, commanding No. 1 light 
Field Batter)’, that it was impossible the w’hole of their men could be itnplieatecl wjthopt 
the slightest symptom having come to their knowledge, and having peat confidence in 
, these officers, w’o resolved to pi ss the night in the lines, telling the native officers and tnpn 
on nival that rejiorts of a proposed outbreak had been made to me, that 1 considered it 
had been set on foot by malicious person.s, that 1 did not credit it, and to show them that I 
had full confidence in their loyalty and good conduct, that I and all the officers would 
sleep in the lines and commit ourselves to their (are for the night. We also gave tbpin 
all to understaud thal, in consequence of ihi.? determination, we considered it up^e to 
leave the ladies to slei p alone at some distance in tliatched bungalows, exposed to iwk by 
tire from any of Ihe miscreants alw’aya ready to take advantage of a night dLsturbancOi qpd 
that they had therefore bci'n sent ouf for safety tc the Residencif. ^ - 

11. Not the slightest disturbance took place during the pight/ 

12. Next morning (yesterday) in consequence of a telegraphic message froto M^or 
.Maepherson to Mr. Colvin, sent h?' the former for my perusal, in vyhtch Ms .Jfqpor 
was informed that Scindia declared that the whole of tlxe Contingent was wrong, that he 
distrusted his own troops, and required the immeffiate return of his bod)--guard from 
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A|ra ^ Jihiit the ladles 6f the cantonment had been forced to seek refuge in tlie palace, 
whence,^Ke was prroarin^ to forward them, under escort of a bedy of Horse, to Agra, and 
that the! bddy-gaara would meet them for this purpose at Dholepore ; I took on myself 
to report to Mr. Colvin, that we had slept in the lines -tlie previous night, that all was 
q^uiet, and confidence increasing, and that T consider(-d Sciadia whs disposefl td enhance 
his own,services at the expense of the Coutingcul. 

13, I learnt in the morning, with great surprise, that the ladies had, without any 
communication either with myself or their husbands, been removed from the Residency to 
the palace. This step appeared to me end the orticers so fraught with mischief, not only 
here, but over the whole country, that, at my suggestion, several ofiicers wrote to their 
wives immediately to return to cantonnicuts. Captain MoiHle was also informed by his 
paiy-ofiico treasurer, a respectable hanker, whose kotlio is in the Luslutr, that it was generally 
reported there that the ladies had bei-n seized by his lliglnur'S and imprisoned in the 
palace. 

Id. 1 fdso wrote to Major Macj)hcrsou tLat I apprehended no outbreak, and that I 
thought the ladies should return. Two ladies, Mrs. Meade and Mrs. Murray, in opposition 
tp the most urgent solicitations of Major Maepherson, returned to eantomnents late in the 
afternoon, and the news of their having don.e so immediately spread through the station, 
and had the most heiicfieial efieet on tlie men generally, vho, it was r’eported to me, had 
been greatly hurt at the distrust implied by their leaving the cantonments. Many 
inquiries were made of thc.other ollieers whoso wives and children had not returned, and 
voluntary offers of protection, and even of rescue, wc>rc made to these ofiicers by many pf 
theh* men. 

1.'). We again passed last night in the line.s, and received every po&sdrle kindness and 
attention from tlie men, and the night passed perleitly quiet, with the exception of some 
little anxiety at hearing a few slioth in the dl'’ection of the Luskur, au'd a rumour which 
arrived about 11 o’clock that a portion of the iVIaharajah’s Iroojis were under anus, with the 
intention of proceeding to Delhi. There suh^equenlly jqqieared to be no ground.^ for tliis 
assertion. 

Hi. I am happy to say that tlie rest of the Iadic,s returned to cantonments this 
morning, and 1 consider that the excitement caused by the above occun'cnces has, so far 
as this cantonment is concerned, sultddi d. 

17. I have refrained from rejiorLing by telegraph these occurrences as they happened, 
as I considered it jircl'erable to gi\'e jou a detail of all the events by letter, and trust you 
will approve of my desire to avoid unnecessary alarm, and also of the steps 1 have taken 
throughout this anxious business. 

IK. 1 take this opportunity of recording the very valuable as.-.i.^lance I have received 
from Majors Blalve uiid Slurrclf, and Captains Hiiwlans and Stewuit, on this occasion, and 
I am convinced that their influence with, and knowledge of, their men, have been of very 
gieat importance in enabling them to withstand any Icmpuitions to which they have been 
exposed. 

19. That an attempt was made by some evil-disposed persons to wean the men from 
their otlicers, and destroy the confidence of the latter in the former, I have no doubt. 
Irom the industrious circulation of reports that the 1st Cavalry and Grenadier Regiment 
had risen on and destroyed their officers (excepting Major Ilotincssy, whom they had lot go), 
and from the extreme anxiety evinced by one of my informers, under pretence of interest 
in my preservation, that I should not trust the hrigiule, but be prepared fur flight. 

tiO. The conduct of the officers during the last three days merits the highest appro¬ 
bation. The coolness and zeal displayed by all deseivc my wannest thanks, and I feel 
confident that hut for the very able aid afforded by them throughoiit the busiues.s, the 
pernicious influence exercised by* evil-disposed persons might have been crowned with 
success.' _ > 

; 21. I take this opportunity of acquainting you that I have received most satisfactory 

reports of the Grenadier regiment from Major Heimessy, and of the; other corps of the 
Contingent at out-stations, from their respective commandants. Major Hennessy’s report, 
thongh in a private fomi, was considered at this crisis so important, that Major Macphersca 
requested to be permitted to forward it to the Lieutensm^-Grovernor.

I HAVE tlie honor to report to you, for the information of his Excellency the 
Commander-in-chief, that, on the 2-lth of August, at the requisition of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the North-Western Provinces, 1 detached a party of men, a.s per raarg^nji'*’ 
under the command of Major Montgomciy, Brigade Major of Agra and Muttra district, for 
the puiposc which is explained in the accompanying Memorandum. 1 have the honor th 
inclose Major Montgomery’s disnutcli of a gallant affair executed by his detachment against 
a large party of mutineers and rebels near Allyghur, which I hope will meet with favorable 
notice from his Excellency. 

After occupying Allyghur for nine days, Major .Montgomery’s force Ml back on 
Hattrass, leaving at the former place a strong detachment of J6t Hor.se and Foot, under 
the command of Rajah Tbahoor Gobiiid Sing. The district hence to Allyghur has, by the 
means of this detachment, been kept in tranquillity, and much revenue collected. TiU 
within a few days, the Rajah at Allyghur was able to hold his own, but, unfortunately, 
allovfed himself to be suiprised, and fell back on Ha.ttrass. At this juncture the mutinous 
army from Dellii reached Muttra. It became ueces,sary tfj watch their movements oiJ,thh 
left hank of the river; and a strong position was taken up at Saidabad, waiting for tile 
approach of the flying column said to be marebing from Delhi in pursuit. 

I proposed to the Chief Commissioner to strengthen my detachment, in ordgrto 
co-operate with this column, but this the Chief Commissioner deemed hazardous, Us we 
wwe not strong enough to meet tlic reported nun ibcrs of the enemy, viz., 6,000 men uh4 
eighteen guns. ' ‘' 

I beg to report that, in addition to watching t.hb mutineers at Muttra, U’was necessary' 
to turn our attention to Dholcpore, where the mutineers, in great force, threatened Un 
attack on Agra; so that more could not have been done with the haudftil Of troops qt my 
disposal. * I ; ,, .

FOR your information, I have the honor to state that tlic detuchmdiit under my 
command, as per margin,* areived at llattrass on the evening of the til si ultimo ; and on 
the day following, intelligence was received that the Allyghur insTirgcnts, numbering from 
6,000 to 6,000, under Ghose Mahomed Khan, Nail) Soobah of the King of Delhi, had 
assumed the offensive, and were njiivehing to attack our position, furthei', that their 
advanced guard had been pushed forward to Miulrok, about twelve iniies from llattrass. 
But as the information, though mo.st important, could not be depended u])on, Mr. .1. O’Jl. 
Tandy volunteered, accompanied by Mr. C. Daniell, Civd Service, and Lieut taumt de Kant- 
zow, to ride on in the direction the enemy wiire said to have taken up their |)osition, for 
the purpose of obtaining reliable and certain information of the movements and position of 
the insurgents, as far as possible. 

In the meantime 1 made tlu! necessary arrangements for repelling an attack, and to 
prevent a surprise during tlu‘ night. 

At midnight Mr. Tandy and ])art,y returned, hrin.ging intelligence that the advanced 
guard of the insurgents had fallen hack, leaving a party of Horse (suj»pose(l to be the 
mutineers of the !5th Irregulars) at Mndi-ok, and had taken up tln'ir position, dehTinined 
to fight, in a garden with high embankments, belonging to Mann Sing, close to and 
connecting with similar inclosures, near to, and on t he «)ut,skiils of, the caty of Ailygluir. 

From the information I received, 1 determined at once, in concurrence with the 
Commissioner, A. Cocks, Esq., on special duty, to attack their position at all hazards, 
and on Sunday, the 23rd ultimo, commenced onv march towards Mlyglmr, lightly 
equipped and prepared against any contingency, and arri\'ed at Sasnee about the dose 
of the evening, having Ik-cu detained by lieavy laiu upon the line of inarrb, and halted for 
the night: an old indigo factory, dose to the road, with adjoining ImildingH, and the 
Government carts placed at my disposal, ufibrded tolcral)le shelter for both men iiad 
officers, and by the assistance of the Civil authorili' s large tires w(‘re lighted tlnoughout 
the camp, by which the men dried their clothes, livery precaution was taken for the 
protection of the camp, and the night passed oft' without anything occurring worthy of 
notice beyond the capture of u youth near one of the guns, who was confined, and 
subsequently flogged, it having been ascertained that he had come from Allyghur. 

, At daybreak we resumed our march towards Allyghur in good heart, and elated with 
the prosped of meeting and chastising, with retributive \ cngcauce, rebels and iuutiue.ers 
imcquglled for their ciuel, fiendish malignity, and cowardly atrocities to onr helpless (in most 
instances) countrymen and their families, though so vastly superior in number; hut still, 
fighting in a good cause, and with the fullest reliance on the Almighty’s aid, of tlu' rc.sult, 
on closing with the enemy there was but one feeling which animated and pervaded the minds 
tff inost composing the detaclmieut. 

I must hero mention that, on starting from Sasnee, Mr. Cocks placed at my disposal 
seventy horse and matchlock-mcn, belonging to Thakoor Gobind Siugj, the former 
hding under the command of Captain J. J. Murray, of the late Gwalior Contingent, and 
the latter of Mr. Daniell, Civil Service, and who, as will afterwards appear, were of great 
service. , 

On nenring Mudrok, about seven irrllcs from Allyghui', wc observed a jwty of 
Cavalry quietly retiring fully a mile a-hcrul of our utlrance guard, which consisted of a 
company of the 3rd Europeans, on elephants, precedeil by the Militia Cavalry, and jht

hofse; the enemy's Cavalry had evidently no wish to interfere with, dur advance, and 
continued to retire, till nearing their position they sidled off to the left and wre.' Joioied % 

others. . ^ nyr «?*' * 

The detaohuient continued to advance to within a quarter of a mile of Maun S,>pgs 
garden, and on ascertaining the exact position of the enemy, measures were’ promptly 
taken for the protection of the carriage, &c., consisting of a numerous train of wagons, 
130 head of cattle, H! elephants, and many camels, with ammunition and stores, which, 
surrounded as we were on nearly all sides by overwhelming numbers of the enemy; 
caused me no Mttle anxiety, , . ' ‘ 

The carriage, &c.,* having been collected on the smallest possible space by Captain 
Fanshawc, I placed at his disposal, for their protection, the J4t rnatchlocK-men atidafew 
sowars, under Mr. Daniell, who performed that important duty most efficiently and satis¬ 
factorily. , 

Having .secured the baggage, &c , inv greatest care and anxiety, 1 commenced the 
action by attacking, ivith the Militia Cavalry, under Lieutenant De Kantzow, and the J4t 
llorsi!, a large body of (Cavalry, chiefly Irregulars, who threatened our left and rear. 

Tiiis duty was most gallantly and proin[)tly perfonned, and our left and rear having 
thus been cleai'cd ol'- tlic enemy’s Cavalry, wlio were driven back to the rear of their main 
body, I brought the guns into jiositiou, under cover of skirmishers, and opened fire, which 
was sharply replied to by the. enemy from behind the garden walls, against W’hich I found 
the Artilleiy of little avail. Information was now brought to me by Mr. P. Saunders, who 
considerately and kindly placed his sendees at my disposal, that the enemy were in great 
forec on the right of tin; garden : J inunudiatcly directed Captain Murray to move round to 
the right witii the J&t Horse, and cut off the enemy, on the general assault, and carrying 
of their j)osition with the Infantry ; at the same time ordering Lieutenant Griffin to move 
up two of Ills guns in the .same direction. 

This movement took some little time, evidently occupying the attention of the enemy, 
and enabled me to make ;’Tangcments for the assault. 

Leaving a sufficient number of meu under Captain Strover to j)rotcct the gun on the 
left, and all being ready, I gave the word “forward ” and went to the front, accompanied 
by Lieutenant Clarke, and followed by No. 8 Company of the 3rd European Regiment 
under Lieutenant Blake. On reaching the garden-wall a large party of fanatical Mussul¬ 
mans, headed by Moulvios, rushed forward, sword in hand, from the right corner, and 
there ensued a most desperate hand-to-hand encounter, which terminated in their total 
destruction, and where wc met our chief loss, which might, in a great measure, have been 
avoided, had Captain Bacon’s comptmy attaxlied to the two guns on the light fired upon 
tliem as they debouched from the garden immediately on their front. Fortunately at 
this moment Lieutenant Griffin, at ( aptoin Mun-ay’s request, moved up his two guns, and 
getting well to the right, opened fire with terrible effect on their reserve, killing great 
numbers, and completing dispersing the reniHinder; Captain Murray at the same time, 
taking advantiige of an opening in the wall, dashed forward with part of the JS.t Horse, 
entered the garden, and cut up the Ghazees who remained in it, among whom was the 
chief MouR'ic, Abdool ZuleeJ, who was cut dowm in a hand-to-hand encounter with that 
officer. 

The field was now our ow •), after two hours’ fighting, the cneniy having been completely 
routed and dispersed in all directions, leaving at least 300 dead, thus terminating in a 
decided victory against great odds, and with comparatively small loss on our side, consi¬ 
dering the strength of their jsositions, and the number of Ghazees who fou^t with the 
desperation and contempt of life of Mussidman fanatics. 

On the termination of the action, Mr. Cocks, who, tliroughout the day, was by my side, 

. trongly urged following up our success, on political grounds, by an immediate advance on 
A iyghnr; but having to thread a defile of walled enclosures (most of which were occupied) 
a greater part of which running under and close to the city with an enormous population, 
with om grape and canister nearly expended, without scarcely-tlie possibility of getting at 
the enemy with our detachment, in the first instance scarcely equal to the undertaking, 
much reduced by the killed and wounded, with reports of aid for tlve insmgents being daily 
expected from Delhi, with do possibility of obtaining assistance from any quarter nearer 
than Agra (fl'Om there a man could scarcely be spared), with our wound^ to attend to, 
and HU'being well considered and explained -to Mr. Cocks, I, with his fullest ednenrreoee, 
decided on returning to our head-qumters at Hattrass, taking with us our killed'and 
wounded, with the determination of occupying Allyghur on completing our ammunition, 
and which we did on the 27th without the slightest opposition. ' ' , 

The force obiwsed to us^ commtmded by.Ghoee Mahomed Khan, Naib Soobah, oh the 
part of Waleedad Khan, appointed Soobah by the King of Delhi, was chiefly oomposed of 



Mufistiltnans, among whom were maw Ghazees, numbering from 5,000 to 6,00^ 'Jrith 150 
G^ralty, and 200 Mahomedim H<wbo, aided by levies bf Zemindaree Horse, and 
Eooit, eKiefli Me^vateesi amounting to 600 or 700 men, the wjiolc headed by Moulvie 
^ddol Zuleel, a very influential religious instructor, and leader of tlie^Ghazees, being 
assisted by several othdr Moulvies, three of whom, including Abdool Zuleel, were killed. 
Mid n fourth wounded. 

I attribute the success of the action to the cordial co-operation and Jissistance J 
refcoived’ from the dvil authorities, and officers and men under my command; and my best 
thanks are due to Captain Strover, second in command (who, in quarters and in the field, 
has rendered roe every assistance), officers, non-commissioned officers and men of the Si-d 
Europeans, which, though a young regiment, and under great trying circumstances, behaved 
with the valour and spirit oi British soldiers. 

To Lieutenant Griffin, non-commissioned officers and men of the Artillery, for the 
promptitude with which my orders were qarried out, and to whose energetic exertions I 
attribute in a great measure, the success of the day. 

Lieutenant do Kantzow and the Militia Cavalry, who (with the .lat Horse under 
Captain Murray*) rendered most important sci’vice by successfully attacking and dispersing 
a large body of Irregular Cavalry at the commencement of the action. Of the conduct of 
the Militia^ both in the field and in quarters, 1 cannot speak too highly. 

To Assistant Surgeon Mackillar for his judicious medical arrangements, and his 
assiduous and humane attention to the wounded. 

To Lieutenant Blake, 3rd European Regiment, and Lieutenant Clarke, of the late 
Gwalior Contingent, who behaved with conspicuous bravery, the latter being severely 
wounded. 

Ensign O’Donnell, 67th Native Infantry, wlio, during the march, and in the field, 
assisted me very greatly. 

Mr. Volunteer Hennessey, who greatly distinguished hintsclf, shooting five men with 
his rifle and one with a revolver, and as he was also present in the action of the 5th .luly, 
and is the son of an old and deserving ofl'icer, I respectfully solicit that the services of the 
youth tnay specially be brought to the notice of Government, with a view to his obtaining 
military employment. 

I beg to bring prominently forward the praisew'oitliy conduct of the Rev. 
Mr. Kellner, who gratuittmsly accompanied the detachment, and for whose humane and 
unremitting attention to tlic wounded during the acstion, and under fire, too much praise 
cannot po.ssibly be bestowed. ' 

t am also greatly indebted to Mr. Cocks for his cordial co-operation and assistance on 
all occasions, particularly on the day of the action, and for the vciy accurate information 
he obtained, w'hcn llic most conflicting and contradictory accounts were spread abroad, 
evidently with the view' of discouraging and throwing difficulties in the way of our advance. 
Also to Mr. Pateraon Saunders, and Messrs. Lane and Colvin of the Civil service, whose 
services 1 cannot speak too highly of, in conveying orders throughout the heat of the 
action. 

To Captain Fanshawe, in charge of the carriage, &c., for his admirable management 
in providing ample carriage for the detachment and energetic exertions in the Postal 
(department, as also for the very accurate information he has at all times procured. 

To Mr. Daniell, Civil Service, to whom was assigned the- responsible duty of protecting 
the taggage with the .T&t niatchlock-inen. 

I deeply lament the loss of .T. O’ B. Tandy, Esq., and Ensign Marsh, 16th Grcnailiers, 
both of whom were volunteers; t]jc fonner fell whilst attempting, quite alone, to enter the 
walled enclosures. This gentleman's daring and gallantry couW not be surjiassed; and, 

J ids^ssing, as be did, every qualification that could adorn a soldier and a gentleman, his 
psS has been a matter of the deepest regret to the whole of the party. Ensign Marsh, 
ilfe son of an old Cavalry officer, behaved most gallantly, and at lost, overpowered .by odds, 
fell out to pieces by the fanatic Ohazees.

Fort, Agra, August 19, 1857. 

WITH the concurrence of Lieutenant-Colonel Colton commanding at Agra, a detacli- 
ment of Euro]>ean soldiers, Artillery and Mountetl Militia, will proceed to Hattms in the 
AUygliur district, leaving Agra at 4 p.m., 20th instunt,. 

2. Captidu Nixon is directed to place the cleplianls, lent by the Bhurtpore State,, 

with their establishment, at the disposal of the officer commanding the detachment. It is 
tlu! particular wish of the Government that eveiy possible care may be taken of these 
animals, which belong to a foreign State, and that the .servants in cbaige of them niay be 
uniformly treated with kindness and coitsideration. P. will no doubt be preerieable to 
assign to some of the militia, the special duly of canning out the wishes of Government in 
ilii!. respect. * • 

3. Dr. Clarke is directed to arrange for as many waggons and carts of the Govern- 
ii ent bullock-train and private companie.s as practicable, being collected and crossed over 
the river, to be in readiness for tiie party on their arrival. 

The requisite cattle will be hired foV this purpose at the public charge, and mnintemfuf » 
for service whenever required, with a sufficient number for relays on the road. • .

Government; they should bo encouraged to give the assistance of their tenants and 
armed reMners to lawful authority, and to enlist for the service of Government amongst 
thefo, a numbai’of light horsemen, who, after inspection and approval by the Commis¬ 
sioner, will be formally enrolled and employed on such duties as he may direct; he will 
submit his recommendation of the pay to officers and men of such levies for the approval 
of Government. 

The Tehsildar of Hattrass will be maintained in his position and authority, and 
will proceed, under the directions of the Commissioner, to reali.se the balance of revenue 
due to Government, and to arrange for the remittance of tlie same to Agra, reserving *4 
sufficient siun to meet requisite exjicnses at Hattrass.

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Memorandum. 

Fort, Agra, October ,*10, 18.57. 

Neemuch, Octobei’ 2.5.—ON the 22nd October, intelligence having been roctnved that 
the village of .feerun, ten miles from Necinueh, had been occupied by a portion of the 
Mundisorc insurgents, a reconnaissance was ordered, under Captain Tucker, 2nd Bombay 
CaVdlry and on the following day a smull force, consisting of .50 of Her Majesty’s 83rd, 
100 Bombay 12th Native Infantry, and 200 Bombay 2nd Cavalry, witli two guns and a 
mdrta^,- ptoceeded in the same direction. 

rThe I'etoohnoiteri'ng party eucoufltert;d the enemy close to Jeertin, wliere Captain 
Tucker was killed. It retired upon our advancing troops. 

Wh^h the detachment reached Jeerun, it found the enemy dmwn up in foj*cc, with six 
or 'standards outside the town. They are. now known to have comprised all the 
really fighting trqops possessed by the rebels of Mundisore. Our guns and mortars were 
bhjtwft into play, and the Infantry attadeed the town. They were, however, obliged to 
fall back by the overpowering numbers of the enemy, and the mortar was for a short time 
in thtih* hahda; The Cavidry soon returaed to the attack, and the Infantry followed, 
retaking ^totritOrtar. Th4 enemy were driven into the fort, and J;heir fire entirmy silenced. 
We remamed in possession of the heights close to th# town, but our Artillery not being 
atrDti|^'<erid4|^^ the'-capture of the’ forts the detachment returned in tite evening to

Of the Futlehpore affair you will have received full accounts from that district, and 
the only ones which have reached u-: iuive been indistinct; but I may add so much—^that 
the main body of the defeated passed through the Ghatumpore pergunnah to-day, but 
through the firmness of Behareo Sing and others, to whom I have made over the pergun- 
nab, they were not permitted 1 o commit outrages; and, indeed, whenever they straggled in 
small bodies were themselves attacked. They have moved towards Calpee. 

Sir Colin arrived this morning about 12 o’clock. His plans are not yet decided.

IN forwarding the inclosed dispatch and the annexed returns to Governmeftt, I ana 
instructed by the Commander-in-chief to remark that the action of which it gives kn 
account Was peculiarly severe, the loss of the force engaged being at the rate of ibput 
one to five. I 

2. Success crowned the desMrate efforts of the assailants, but it is evident, ifrOtii the 

very lucid report of Captain Peel, C.B., R»N., that the Attack was most laid 

that at One time the force was in the greatest danger.- ■ 

3. The troops had been harassed by very long marches, and they Were notin hitAte 

to attodfe much less to follow up an attack. * .

5. Although the late gallant Colonel Powell, C.B., fell gloriously at the head of hia 
troops, the Omujander'in-chief conceives that he, in sQnae iheasurc, imperilled his<m 08 t 
impoytont ehar^, viz., that of the sie^-train, and therefore exceeded his duty. 

6. A company of the Boyal Engineers was taken out in this-fiffeir, and incurred loss; 
and this, in the face of the repeated instructions of the ('orainanderrini-chief, that they 
should not, on any account, he employed on such duties; and, what is ihore, instead of 
being used' os a last reserve, they vvera pushed forward in the front to support the skirmishers. 

7. The result, hpwever, of all was success; and, although obliged to oriticiso the 
disposition of the force, bis Excellency gladly bears testimony to the fo'illiant courage.and 
the untiring energy displayed by all ranks in conflict with the enemy, and in the gi-eat 
eflorts mfide to come up tvith him. 

8. This fight affords one more instance of what the British soldier will pevfonn in 
spite of every disadvantage and extraordinary fatigue. 

9. This was a soldier’s fight, if ever there was one. 

10. Th,e (’omniander-in-chief would especially direct the attention of the (Government 
to the manner in which the command was conducted by (laptain Peel, C.B,, K.N., after the 
death of Colonel Powell,'C.B., at a moment of extreme danger and difticulty.

1 HAVE the honor to lay ht fore lus Kxeollency the Conimander-in-chicf the det dis 
of the battle of Kudjwa. with tlieVirciunstances whieli jivcceded it, 

Detaclimenis amounting to 70() meii. uadci" the comnumd of Lieutcuant-(Jolonel 
Powell, of Her Majesty’s ri.'Ud Regiment, in charge of siege-train, guns, and a large 
convoy,* were jiroceeding from .Mlnluiliad t > (?awni>ore, andflmd arrived on the Slst 
of Oistober, after a march of twelve inilc.s, at the c;im)»iug-grouml of Thurrea.. Tlie same 
afternoon, intelligence was received from J'utlehpore that the sepoy imitinecvs of the Dina- 
])Ore regiments, with three guns, had pu'-sed the, Junmu, with the inteutioii of cither 
attacking Futfehpore, or crossing o\er into Oude 'I’he cainp was immediately struck, 
and we arrived at the camping-ground of Futtehpore at midnight. 

Colonel Powell then made arraiv^nicnts for marching at daylight upon the enemy, 
who were rqiorted to» lu- about twenty-four mik'.s distant, at Kudjwa, beyond the village 
of Binkec. The column of attack consi.sted of 162 men of Her Majesty’s ,03rd Regiment, 
under Major Clarke, 08 of t he Royal I 'aigim er^, uuder ('ajitain (^erke, 70 of a Depdt 
Detachment, under Jjieutenaut. Fanning, of Her Majesty’s G'lth Regiment, and 10.3 of the 
Naval Brigade, under Captain Peel. 

It marched at daylight, and was joined from the garrison of Fnttehporc by a company 
of the 93rd FUghlandcrs, 100 in number, under (’ajitaiu Cornwall, and two O-poundcr guns, 
under lieutenant Anderson, Bengal Artillery. After proceeding for sixteen miles the 
coluiptt halted for refteshmcnit, and then relumed the inarch at a ra[)id pace, passing 
through the village of Biiikee at about 1‘30 where the intelligence was confirmed 
that the enemy were at baud. 

,Thp troops jiregscd on without interruption ; the Highlaudcrs advancing in skirmish- 
ii;^,or^r, supported by the Royal Eugimers, and followed by the 53rd Regiment, in 
column, and then by the Naval Brigade. The depot detachment was with the baggage. 

advanced along the road which led straight for the village of Kudjwa, and saw that 
the enemy’s j%ht occupied a long line of high embankments on our left, of the road, which 
emhirnkmont, scteened. by a grove, continued towards'’tlic village, and that their left^was 
higher iap'ote tlie other side, with their gmts posted in the centre on the road'—two of them 
ip 9 d|a»c^,,.ait^ pue oft a bridge near the village. A round shot coming down the road, 
openal the battle at about 2-20 r.sr., mid the column was ordered to edge to the right, 
and. ^tdvanpe.on gm's through the cornrfietds; the skirmishers of the 93rd and Royal 
J^gineera pushhig 6n', on both sides of the road. The enemy’s Artillery was well served, 
ahd did great execution, and the flank fire of musketey from the embankment was very 
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severe. The gallant Colonel Powell himself, on the left of the road, prts^ed on the attack; 
* and had just secured the guns of the enemy when he fell dead with a bullet throu^ lua 
forehead. In the meanwhile the Naval Ihi^uie had advanced on the right of the 53rd, 
and carried the enemy’s position in their front ; it was then th^ the death of CoUmel 
Powell was reported to me, and 1 was requested to assume tlie>'<kunmand.lThe fifreSe 
of the enemy, the long line of their, defences, and the exhaustioa .of both' officers iand men 
after such long marches,'rendered our position truly critical. The fi'ont of the ba^ had 
become changed to the line of the road, arid the enemy, with ali their force behind thm 
embankment, threatened to intercept our rear. I left Lieutenant Hay, R.N., suj^TO'rted 
by the two O-pounder guns, to hold the position which his party had gallantly earned, and 
which secured oiir Hank, and collecting as many fresh troops as were availaUe, assisted 
principally by Lieutenant Lennox, Royal Engineers (Captain Clerke being unfortunately 
severely wounded), and by Ensign Traillf 53rd Regiment, we rushed across-the roid, and 
passing round the upper end of the embankment, divided the enemy’s force, and drove 
them successively from all their positions. The enemy then retired in confusion, leaving 
us masters ,of their camp, and with two of their guns, and a tumbril, in our possession. 

The late hour of the evening (it was half-past 4 when the enemy tired their last shot), 
and the excessive fatigue of the troojis, prevented any pursuit; we, therefore, sailed Ibcir 
camp, and leaving it with cheers, formed on the road by the bridge near the viUage, and 
sent parties to collect our dead and wounded. 

With the body of the Colonel on the limber of the gun he had so gallantly captured, 
wc then returned and encamped near the village of Binkee. 

Our loss in the action was very sc^■< i\. amounting to ninety-five killed and wounded. 
Inclosed are tiie returns of the detachnuiiite forming the column of attack. 

The behaviour of the troops, and of the Naval Brigade, was admirable, and all vied 
with each Other, and showed eciual courage in the field. The mai'ching of the 53rd, and 
the accurate firing of the Highlandew, deser ve especial commendation. 

I received the greatest assistance from (laptain Cox, Her Majesty’s 7.5th Regiment, 
whom I would wish to bring to the favorable notice of his Excellency the Commaiider-in- 
clrief; and the arrangements of the field hospital under Dr. Grant, Her Majesty’s 53rd, 
and thase of the Quai'tcrrnastei'’s Department, under Captain Marshall, were everything 
that I could wish. 

The total number of the enemy was reported to be about 4,000; 2,000 of whom were 
sepoys, who fought in their uniform. Their loss was estimated at about 300 killed^

Captain Mnyne to the Governor-General of India in Council. 

(Telegraphic.) Camp, Jehampore, Not'emler 13, 1857. 

MKlllDPORE was attacked by the rebel force from Bunnug^r at 8 a.m. on the 8th 
instant, they having first fired the station. 3'be Infiintry and Artillery of the Contingent 
assembled near tlic Artillery lines, and the guns opened on the rebels, who were under 
cover of the bungalows and their inclosures. The Mehidpore Cbntingent Infantry mostly 
behaved shamefully, refusing to attack when led on by their officers. The Subadar Major 
opened his jacket as the rebels approached, took out a green' flag and hoisted it. Only a 
portion of the Artillery stood to their guns; and at noon, the rebels advanced and.took 
them. The Contingent troops then fled, and thqr officers wfere forced to escape, esoorted 
by a faithful band of the 2nd Gwalior Caval^^^. lieutenant Mills is killed, and Dr. GSrey'' 
j%<orted to be so. Major Timins left his wife in the city of Mehidpore, and fled towards

Oojcin with Lieutenant Dysart, joining our camp at Bunnuggur on the 10th instant; that 
Plight,, the Hydera^d coptingent for(;e,starte(J for Mchidpore,,parties of the l8t,.3rd, and 
4tn Cavhlry going in advance; and on reaching that station yesterday morning, they found 
t evacuated: the rebels having tahen off two 12-poundcr8, four 9-pounders, and sixty 
part-loads of ammunition and plunder. The Cavalry then pushed on, and recovered the 
two.!2-pounders, deserted in a nullah, and they hope to overtake tho others. They also 
Jut up a small party of Rohillas. The Hyderabad contingent force moved on to, and halted 
it, Tbussorie. till we came up, as their guns could not keep up, owing to tlie Iwd cross 
■oads, and are now with us. We expect to reach Thussorie, north-west of Mchidpore, in 
,hrec days; this route being difficult for heavy guns, they proceed under a strong escort by 
,he high road, via Theeshoord to Mundisore ; a party of' the 1 st Cavalry, under Lieutenant 
Oowker, commanding their front. Captain Thealing is proceeding to Bundwad, with the 
Rullam and Nawab of Jowra’s forces, and wc shall all unite at Mundisore. Nearly all 
-he rebels have left Mundisore, and arc besieging Nenrnuch ; they have hitherto done no 
larra, having no battery guns, but have sent to .Mundisore for some. They have suffered 
!Ome loss from the fire of our fort guns, and our main object is now to attack them, and 
■elieve Neemuch. Mrs. Timins came into our camp this day, with Simons’ battery; 
she is unharmed, but had to fly from home in native attire, being liuntcd after by the 
•ebels.

DETACHMENT of the 1st Cavalry, under Captuiu Abbott; 3rd Cavalry, under 
Lieutenant Clerk; and 4 th Cavalry, under Cajttain Murray,—all under Major Orr, came 
ip with and attacked a strong rear-guard of the rebels at Burra llawul, on the evening of 
:hc 12th instant, killing and (lispersing the whole, and re-capturing all the guns and stores 
aken from Mchidiiore, together with two of the enemy’s guns. 'Pwo lines of Cavalry 
pharged both rebel flanks simultaneously, which the enemy could isot withstatid, though 
iiey fought obstinately, ris the list of casualties will show.

DHKlNtj the last ten days-tlic Rnj.di of Chirkaree, Shah applied three times, through 
Mr. Came, for tioujis, mieo foi tiic aid ol Britisli troops from Cawnpore llhal, second time 
for those in the service of the Maharajah of Gwalior, and a tiiird time for those in tile employ 
of Nirlauro Seerboyn ; I quite agree with Mr. Came as to the urgent necessity tor our troop’s 
rc-oecuj>\ ing Bauda and Sajenpore as soon as possible, but it appears to me that it would 
be uuadvisahle, and only complicate matters, sanctioning the employment of the troops of 
any third party in our district, for tlie proper management of which the Rajah can at 
present be held responsible. The following is an extract from a letter from Mr. Came at 
Chirkaree, dated 15th instaiit*—

I HAVE Just heard from Hosungabad that Major Orr’s force crossed the Nierbudda 
from Ifindia on the left bank of Nionwa on the night of‘23rd instant, en rovte, vi^LulIion, 
to Mhow. I have had nothing to say to the . movement, and conclude it hps been made 
on the requisition of Colonel Durand. The detachment of Cavalry from Secunderabad 
arrived on 27th, in thirty days from that station. Men veiy healthy, arid horses in excel¬ 
lent condition.. All the country through which they passed was perfectly qniet. The 
rebels in the Hosungabad and Nursingpoor districts threatened to cross the Nerbudda 
from the right bank, and the officers commanding at those stations respectively are calling 
out for Cavalry to aid in keeping them in check. I am quite prepared to send either 
Hyderabad or Madras Cavalry at a moment’s notice, and have informed Major Erskine to 
that effect. All perfectly quiet in this province.

Lieutenant Dowell, R.A., to the Secretary to the Government of India, 

Sir, Dacca, November 22, 18.57. 

I HAVE the honor to inform you that, in consequence of intelligence received by 
express at 5 p.si. last evening, from Mr. Metcalf, Judge of Tipperah, that the three 
companies of the 34th Native Infiintry, stationed at Chittagong, hatl mutinied, plundered 
the treasury, let loose the prisoners, and were supposed to,be making towards this 
station, a meeting, compos of (L T Davidson, Esq., Commissioner of the district; C. F. 
Carnac, Esq., Magistrate ; Lieutenant Lewis, Indian Navy, commanding detachment 
European seamen, and iny.self, was imniediatelv convened; at which it was unanimously 
agreed that the detaeliuients 2nd Company 9th Battalion Artillery, and 73rd Regiment 
Native Infantry, strength as per margin,* should be disarmed at daybreak this morning. 
Consequently, at 5 a.m.. Lieutenant Lewis, Indian Navy, commanding detachment 
European seamen, proceeded to the treasury and disarmed that guard, detaching at the 
same time a section, under the coinmaiul of Mr. (buuor, Indian Navy, to my quarters, for 
the purpose of disarniing the Kxeeu»\e Engineers guard; thi.s being accomplished, we 
joined the main body and proceeded to the lines, disarming the Cbimnissariat guard 
en route. 

On our arrival at the Lallbagh, Lieutenant C. N. M'Mullin, commanding detachment 
73rd Regiment Native Infantry, and myself, entered, followed by Lieutenant Lewis’s 
detachment: immediately a shot was tired at Lieutenant C. N. M'Mullin, followed by a 
heavy fire of musketry from the magazine, ban-aeks, and other buildings. 

Lieutenant Lewis, Indian Navy, eommanding detachment European seamen, formed 
line, fired a volley, and charged ; alter which, tlie sepoys fell back upon my fi-poundcr 
guns: the guns were taken and spiked, the sepoys entirely routed and dispersed. ’I'hc only 
assistance 1 was able ly give, was to assist Mr. Connor with his mountain howitzers, onp 
of which he kindly made over to me, and i worked it until the end. 

Dr. W. A. Green, (hvil Surgeon, wiio accompanied us as medical officer, in the 
absence of Dr. A. V. llestj. who is very ill, is, I regret to say, severely wounded by a 
inuskct-ball through the thigh. As far as I .^m at present able to discover, forty of the 
sepoys were killed during the engagement, wlrch lasted a little more-than half-an-hour. 

• The treasure, ami nearly all the ammunition, and a gn)at number of muskets, are in 
our pc.ssesiion ; those who escaped, only carrying off’what they had in pouch. 

A statement of arms, accoutremenis, ammunition, &c., missing, will be forwarded to 
tlie Military Auditor-General without delay. 

Of the whole detachment, we have only fifteen remaining, six of whom are in 
hospital.

the whole force of Oude. The w’omen, wounded, and state-prisoners, and King’s treasure, 
and twenty-three lacs of rupees, with all the guns worth taking away, are in my camp; a 
great many guns were destroyed, before the Residency was given up, those that were worth 
bringing having been trans|)ortcd with much labour and made available for our own purimsc. 
The slate-prisoners were brought with us.

Captain Hall to the Deputij Adjutant-General of the Army. 

Sir, Camp, Poorahaut, November 24, 1857. 

IN continuation of my letter of the 19th instant, 1 have the honor now further to 
report, for the information of his Excellency the Commandcr-in-ehief, that on the morning 
of the 20th, I moved my camp on about six miles to the vilkige of Seraikela; this was out 
of the course of my direct route to Poorahaut, but was in comi)lianco with the w'shes of 
Lieutenant Birch, Senior Assistant Commissioner, the village in question being disaffected. 
Here the Irregular portion of my force was materially increased, its numbers being raised 
to between 400 and 500 men. 

On the morning of the 21st, at a quarter to 3 o’clock a .m , I .started for Pooraliaut, 
and after nearly^seveu hours’ incessant marching through a jungle, so thick that the greater 
part of the way I could only proceed by single files, having my flanks, however, jirotected 
by the Irregulars; at half-past 9 o’clock a.m. 1 reached the open space in front of the 
village of Poorahaut, without a single straggler from the Sikh detachment. I compute the 
distance to be nineteen miles. 

The village of Poorahaut, as proved by after-inspection, contains an area of about a 
quarter of a mile square, surrounded by a very thick line of bamboo hedge. On the east 
face, pointing the open space upon which I had arrived, pe hedge presents the form and 
appearance of a curtain, with its flanking bastions witlj openings in it at regular intervals ; 
on the north side is ajhccl, and on the remaining sides the forest jungle approaches close 
up to the inclosure, with the River Sangje flowing north-west and south-east, and then 
taking an easterly course under the south face. 

The, natural defences of the place left me but very little option as to the manner of my 
approach; consequently, on arriving at the open space, apd merely waiting to form my 
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mon, I immcrliatcly advanced across it with the Sikhs towards an opening on the left 
bastion, ordering the liregulars to keep in the jungles, and attack on the north-east and 
south-east tiiees. 

On a nearer apjiroach the hedge appeared to be lined with men, and one or two shots 
wt'rc fired at the Siklis, and the numbers of the enemy evidently increasing upon the point 
of m-y approach, I threw in a volley from my right section, and without waiting to load, 
broke into open column of sections and passed quickly through the opening. In the 
meantime shots were exchanged on my ijglit flank, that is, on the north-east of the 
inelosurc, where thc! enemy had a small field-piece, which, though apparently for some 
retison unable to fiie, they appeared for a moment inclined to defend, but on my appear¬ 
ance in tbe iirside they dispensed in wij d,irectioris.

The intelligence of bus death was communicated by Shuttar 
Sowar, from Datai, who brought mo .< iJmreeta, dated 7th llaial-amoh (on the 25lh 
November), purporting to be from the Uajah, stating that he had adopted Bhowance Sing, 
son of Mhir Ban Sing, of Corn, us his .successor, and which, if the above information is 
correct, is evidently a forgery. Colonel Sleernan made a report to Government in favour 
of the guddee of the Deroni family,'in 1845-46, but have no copy of the report.

'Fhe force wbicli it may be ^losiibh' t'> cidlcct umltT Colonel Franks will, probably, not 
be strong enough to efieet nioie than the lir'-t two objects; but it will be for Colonel 
Franks to judge to wdial c.xtent he may pmeed to seek llie ri'bels in the field, or whether 
he shall dcli'iid Benares oiil\..

I HAVE tho honor to report, ioi- the iufonnatiou of Hajoi'-Ccneral Sir J. Ilearscy, 
K.C.B., commanding tlie IVesideiuy (iivision, that oii the evenin',' of Wcdnc.sdiiy tlie ISth 
instant, about 9 o’clock, tin; det.icliment of the .‘Hlli Kegiment Native Infantry nuitiined, 
and instantly oecu[)icd (be niagav.ine with a strong body of men. Immediately upon 
hearing the noise from my house, which is ((uite eh se to the lines, I went to the paiwlo in 
company with l.icutenanl Hunter, hut upon approaduiig tlu- scene of distuihunee, hciiring 
the men very violent and loading tlicir mu“kets, I directed llnif otheei' to retire, and wont 
forward to tlicmutinccis alone. I liinud a very stioug guard in (rout of tlio magazine, who 
challenged me, and shouti'd out m <i most violent lone, ‘‘ Don’t care for him. G'o away; 
you liavc no business here.” 1 advanced up to it, and did my best, witli every aigument 
1 could use, to pcr.sniidc the men to llicir du(\ ; hut a Mahomedan, who was m a native 
dress, and not in unilbrin like tlic rest, standing out in front, called out in a loud voice, 
“The whole detachment is in a state of mutiny, and wo have all dcteimincd to die if it is 
necessary. Go away.” This he said shaking Ins hand in my f^^-e, and iisnig the most 
violent gestures. A shonL was thou laiscd,‘‘.8hool him i shiiot liim !” hnf a nnmher of 
voices rcjdied, “ No ! no! don’t hurt the captain.” Taking cncourageinent fi'om this,and 
thinking 1 might huvo some men who would stand by me, 1 again endeavoured, by every 
persuasion, to bring (he men to a sense of their duty, and aiipcalod to several sepoys by 
name, who had previously Innne a good charm ter, to think wind, they were ahout, and to 
remain faithful to their salt; hut they all replied that, they had joirie.l tlte. imitihceis, and 
that it was not their intention to vvithdiavv. A shout was again raised, “Shoot him! 
shoqt him !” which was again negatived, and at (lie same inou'eu! two or tliree se]ioys, 
witli their muskets at the charge, ciune at me. Not liki.ia this denuinstration, 1 stepped 
back a few paces, and got out'of t he crowd, winch was griuhialiy getting round me ; uSikh 
of No. 4 Comjiany then came up, and giving me a rougii push, said. “ Go tivvay tioai this 
(HiiU) snh log liig.ger gya)."’ Not a single native comtm.stiiened or non-commissioned (.fficci, 
or Sikh, remained by me; and seeing notliing could he done, I weui to the (piaiters of 
Lieutenant Hunter, close by, and found that officer with Lieiitcrtant. Tliomson, walking in 
the V('raiulah; 1 told them hastily what had occurred, upon which they aimed thcitisclvos 
and immediately went away. 1 then went to every house in tlio cantoiiineut. to give 
warning to the rcsiilciits, but most of tlmm had already taken alarm uud tied. Ultimately

joining Ihe Civil Surgeon’s family, who live at the extreme end of the cantonment, in their 
company I sought to make my own escape; but by this time the parade and all the road 
around were covered with mutineers, so that we were only able to reach the next house, 
where we were detained for about two hours; we afterwards disguised ourselves os natives, 
and, under the guidance of the Collector’s bearers, proceeded by a jungle path to the banks 
of the river, when with difficulty we got a boat, and dropped down to the Kortabeea light¬ 
house, from wlience we returned yesterday. 

I have to state that the mutineers jilundered the troasnry most completely, and in 
doing so killed a burkuiidau-ce. ’J'hey also broke open {lie jail, and forced the prisoners 
to go with them to carry the treasure; and afterwards returned to the cantonments, and 
blew up the magazine and burned down the lines. I am happy to say that none of the 
European residents have been personally injured, and that, with the exception of a horse 
or two which were taken away to carry their baggage, the mutineers have left all private 
property untouched. 

I have been informed by a native named Thakoor Bux, formerly a mmadar of the 
Chittagong Provincial Battalion, whom the mutineers lorced to go somr distance with 
them, that the pay-havildar of No. 4 Coinjwiiy, named Rujub Ali Khan, has assumed 
command of the detachment, which, Ac hear, has crossed the Fenny river, and entered tlie 
territories ol' the Rajah of Tifijierah. t 

I took the opportunity while at Kootuhdeen, to write to the Commissioner of Arracan, 
reporting the inuliiiy. and rcciuestc'd him to send a copy of iny letter for the information of 
the General commanding, which I liojic has been done.

The story is likely to be true, but has come through several iuouth.s; a spy has just eonie 
in from Cawuporc, which he left at U) yesterday; he only went as far as the neaied, 
battery in Nawabgungt*, close to the canal, and about 800 yards from entrene.hnn nl lie 
says he counted the enemy’s guns, twenty-seven; each had two w'aggon.s. wntii country carts 
near them. The guns of different sizes, some of them mortars. He says, when lie left, 
immense deal of firing was going on, ours much the heaviest and’doing frightful e.xecution. 
He knows nothing about nduforcements from Lucknow; no enemy on this side of Cawn- 
porc, except a few sowars in its environs.

(Telegraphic.) Mundlwre. Novendwr ZO, 1857, 7‘35 a.m, 

ON 21st encamped four miles south of Mundisore. The enemy came, attacked our 
left front and threatened our right; they w'cre repulsed and driven into Mundisore with 
some loss. On 23rd, column advanced on llelchejroora. The enemy gave the right bank 
of river, and confined himself to round-shot fire from fort and suburbs, which proved 
harmless. Column crossed the river by Babreel ford, camped at 2,000 yards from 
Mundisore. Cavalry pursfted Heera Sing and his horsemen, and drove them witli lo 
into a village on Neemiich i-oad, about ten miles from Mundisore. wliere tlic cneiin’s force- 
showed its standards. On 23rd, column marched to a position norih of Mundisore, on 
the Neemuch road, and met the enemy advancing, 'fhey took uj) a j)ositi(>n with strong 
village, of Goorasecla in their centre, and overlapped very eoiisidcrably both llauks of om 
position. Our artillery silenced the five guns on the enemy’s left centre, and a parU of 
Her Majesty’s 14th Dragoons took the guns. The enemy was driven from his position 
with heavy loss, but a body of them threw themselves into the village, and continued to 
hold it tenaciously. Whilst engaged in front, the gairison of Mundisore sallied out and 
attacked our rear, but were repulsed with loss by rearguard, which was tinudy strengthened. 
Neemuch is relieved, and the remnant of this formidable insurreetion are now-oecupjing 
the fort and town of Mundisore, and are said to amount to 2,000 men, much dispir-led by 
their repeated defeats. In this battle of Mundisore the troops of all arms, Native and 
Europeans, befeaved admirably. Our Joss is not heavy, considering the w'ork done-.

The first company of Artillery which arrives at Benares may bo 
Mopped to work whatever gnus Colonel Gordon can make available for service with 
(.'olonel Franks’ column. There are four guns taken from the Ramghur battalion, which 
should be disposable. 

“ Request Colonel Gordon to send to General Mausfield without delay, by telegraph, 
return of the troops now at Benares, and those immediately expected. The city of Cawn- 
pore is still held by the enemy, and my picquets are constantly engaged.” 

1 have consequently informed Colonel Gordon that 1 consider the immediate wants 
of the Jaunpore frontier will be sufficiently provided for, if the detachments that come into 
Benares the 2nd December are detained; that the troops arriving on the 3rd may 
usual in the evening, if the waggons arc back in time from Jaunpore,%h'ich ^itibiMily will 
be the* case.

4,000 men, with twenty-two guns, of which four are heavy, besides ten mortars, namely 
six 8-inch and ibur o^inch. If it is cctinplcted with a month’s supplies and ammunition 
of every description (and 1 have denuded my moveable columns of tents to supply his 
troops, which will be in a standing camp), I think his position a good one; but 1 learn 
from him that he would rather have *it farther back, near tlie Ganges. Sir James will 
probably address your Lordship on the subject. I beg only to report that your Lord¬ 
ship’s instructions have beei: carried out to the letter."

or ten followers, rctireil into the village Raoburgarn, a mile from Ilobkbume, in jungles. 
In accordance to information received from the Tliannabs of Sasseram, that Rajah oi 
Doomraon’s scrvcuiLs require our assistance for the capture of Ummer Sing, which, doubtless, 
ought to be offered, I will never fail to try my utmost endeavours in this case.

captured 16 guns of different calibre, 26 battery carts, waggons, &c., besides an immense 
quantity of ammunition of all sorts, pork, stores, grain, bullocks, and the ^rhole of the 
baggage of the force. Our loss was insignificant, and I have not heard of the dcutli of any 
officer except Lieutenant Sahnoud, Aide-de-camp to Geneial Grant. I halt here to-day 
to reorganwe the force.

3'HE mutiny of the I9th and .34tli Regiments, and the nneasy feeling known to 
prevail amongst the native ti'oops at nniny stations, liad jirepared us for tin* receipt of 
uni)lea8ant intelligence, althotigh flnv could, have expected that wo should hear of the 
treacherous and cowardly inas'-.icres that were about to take place. 

On the morning of the lOth May, a report was received at head-quarters at Simla, 
from Gcncnil Ilcwett, that the sentence of a Court-martial on 8.5 .mutineers of the 
3rd Light Cavalry had been carried out, they having b(‘en inarched to jail ironed, from a 
parade of the whole garrison of Meerut. He, at the same tiinP, mentioned that the beha¬ 
viour of the rest of the native troops at the stalfon was excellent. Private letters from 
officers both of the 11th and 20th Regiments were received at Simla praising their men, 
and an experienced officer of the latter corps wrote, that even the bad characters of the 
regiment were, behaving well, apparcutiy to show that they had no sympathy with the^ 
mutinous spirit evinetd by part of the' .‘Jrd Cavalry, and some of the Native Artillery 
roemils. 

On the afternoon of the 12th May. copy of a tidegnqihic message from the .signaller 
at Delhi to Umballah, reached Simla, stating that lie was obliged to fly, as the mutinous 
sepoys from Meerut had entered the place, and wtre hurning the bungalows. This was 
brought by (lajitair. Barnard, Aide-de-camp, who rode e.\i»rcss f'roni Umballah, and who 
passing Kussowlic had, by dircetiou of Sir II. Barnai-d. commanding the .Sirhind drrisibn,' 
wavned the 75ih Foqt, there stationed, to be in instant readiifess to move down to the 
plains. As the temjier of the Umballah native regiments was more than doubtful, on 
receipt of this intelligence, the Commaiidcr-iri-chicf at once diaii>atched an Aide-de-camp to 
Kussowlie to order the 7.5iAi to move dowm forthwith, and expresses were sent to warn the 
1 st Fusiliers at Dugshai to move after the 7.5th a.s soon us possible, and for the 2nd Fusiliers 
at Subathoo to be ready to march. Expresses were sent also to Ferozepore to desire the 
magazine lobe plqced under charge of an Eu'opeaii guard,'and to Jullundur for an 
European cfetachment to be at once thrown into the fort of Phillour. Officers on leave on 
privaft' affiiiirs wei-e desired to retiuii to their stations. ' 

Late on the 13lh, a note arrived from Meerut dated midnight of tlie lOtfa, having been 
brought by cossid, stating that the native troojis had risen in open mutiny, the portion of 
the cantonment south of the nullah had been burned, and that the European tspoops were 
defending their barracks. Some .of the particulai-s of the Delhi massacres were also* 
received abput the same time, and the following measures were iirimediatqly, taken, 

The Commander-in-chief, with the Adjutant-'Qeneral and Quartermaster-Ggneral of 
the Army, the Second Assistant to the former, and the personal staff, prepared io start in 
the morning for Umballah. 

^The 2nd Fusiliers were ordered to Umballah at onCe. 

An Artillery officer was sent express to Phillour, with instnjctiqus for a third-dres 
siege-train to be immediately got ready, and also for the spttfc waggons of the troops of 



^Horse Artillery at .Umballahj and a quantity of small a^na ammunition, to be dispatched to 
the latter jplace. • , ' , * ’ ' . 

The Nusserets Battalion, which was believed to be perfectly staunch, was to march 
next day; with all expedition to Phillour. there to be joined by as many of the 9th Irregalar 
, Xlayalry as could be spared, and then to escort the siege-train to Utnballah. 

The dative company of Artillery at Noorpore and Kangra was orderpd to Phillour to 
comic down with the'train. ’ , 

. /ipie -Sirmoor Battalion from Deyrah, and the head-quarters of the Sappers and 
Miners at Boorkee, were, ordered to Meerut, and finally a circular was issued witli the view 
of allaviftg,, if possible, the excited feelings wliicli, it was very apparent, were prevalent 
l^tipngijout the native army. - 

, During the 15th, and the morning of the Ifith, the'Commander-in-cluef and staff 
reached Umballah, and the wime morning heads of departments and commanding officers 
met at Sir H. Barnard’s house, where General Anson had taken up his (|uarters. 

^Hs Excellency considered that a force must be moved on Delhi, but the number 
of available troops was small; very little carriage, and hardly any doolie bcarcra w'crc avail¬ 
able ; the Artillery had only the ammunition in their waggons, which might be expended 
in one action; even the Infantry had very little ammunition witli which to commence a 
campaign; aiid without some heavy guns it secnicd useless to attack Delhi. However, 
the Commander-in-chief decided that au advance must be made as soon as practicable, 
and the greatest possible exertions were required from departmental officers to enable the 
move to bs made. 

The position of affairs as known at Umballah at this time, was as follows.— 

At Delhi, those Europeans who had not escaped had been massacred, and the place 
was heldijy the mutinous corps from Meerut and the troops ofiits own gaixison. 

At Meerut, the European troops were occupying a portion of the undcstroyed part of 
the cantonment, and were busy in erecting defences. The district around Meerut was in 
complete disorder, and tlie Civil Courts powerless; 

At Umballah and Jullundur, though the native regiments w'cre overawed by 
European troops, it was evident that no confidence could be placed in them. 

At Ferozepbre, a serious mujfny had occurred; and at Lahore, the whole of the 
native troops had been disarmed. 

From below Meerut there was no intelligence whatever, but it seemed more than 
probable that the mutinous spirit had brok«n out in many other stations, and sad massacres 
occurred. 

At Simla the Nusserce battalion refused to march to Phillour, and by their conduct 
cfcatcd great alarm amongst the European residents, while a party of this corps at 
Kussowlie plundered some treasure, rendering it necessary to send back 100 of the 75th 
from Umballah, to reinforce tlie depot at tliat place. The Nusscree battalion eventually 
luapphed to Seharunpore, whefc it has since rendered good seiVice in maintaining tranquij- 
lij-y gnd punishing insurgents. Tlicir display of ill-feeliiig at this junction was, however, 
very unfortunate, and rciidcrod it necessary for the siege-train to move from Pliillour w’ith 
a very insufficient escort, consisting of part of the 9th Irrcgqlar Cavalry and sonic native 
Contingent detachments.! 

The 2nd i''usilicrs I'eaclicd Umballah on the morning'of the 17tli, and the force now 
there consisted of two troop.s of European Horse Artillery. Her Majesty’s 9th Lancers, 
75th Foot,, Ist and 2nd Fusiliers, Native Laneers, 5th and GOth Native Infantry. The 
native, regiments were simply an incumbrance, so there reinaiiud disposable about 450' 
effective .Cavalry and 1,800 cfectivc Infantry, with twelve light guns. ’ . 

To provide for tlic safety of Umballah, four companies of tkc 2nd Fusiliers were 
to remain; besides this, the native company of Artillery from Kangra, one 
, squadi'pti 4th Light Cavaliy, and five companies of the .5th "Native Infantry, were intended 
to occupy the station. A battery of 9-pouriders had been ordered from Phillour, and these 
were to be made over to Major Turner for his troop of Hoi-sc Artillery, ho giving over his 
firpoqadcr^ to the nutivq company rcrnaitiing at Umballah; an entrenchment was also. 
tliipiiwt. ,iqi around the Churoh, into whicli the Eurojieans cotild retire, if absolutely

Subsequently, as corps could be equipped, Hiefy wpijp ^ 
pushed on, But all had very little carriage, and even the peace complement of ducdlqS|iCo«M . 
not be supplied. VV^icn the troops reached Kiirnaul, the-first,detochfneiit marched io 
Bunceput, where the Jhcend Rajah’s Contingent of about 800 men was posted ;■ and being » 
joined by two more sqmidrons of the 9th -Lancers, four guns, and the remainder of the 
Ist Fusiliers, the whole were {nished on to Rhye (nine marches from Umballali and, two 
from, Deihih which was reached on the 2nd of June The country, so far, was secured, 
but between Paniput and Rl/ve, as well as on to Delhi, the police stations, dUk buiigaloR'Sj 
and telegraph poles and wire, had almost everywhere been destroyed. 

Ou the 25th of .May the Cominaiidcv-in chief reached Kuniaul, and was attackcd.with 
cholera on the following du}, dying early in the morning of the 27th. Sir H. Barnard, 
who was in immediate comniand of the Delhi field-force, had reached ICumpul ou the night 
prior to fleuoral .-Anson’s death. 

On the uioniing of tliu dih of June the head quarters of the force wore at Rhyc, and 
on the 5tli marched to Alipor.-, witliin ten miles of Delhi, The 60th Rpgiment of Native 
Inliiutiy had been detached to Rhotuek from Km-naul, in the hope that independent 
employment miglif keep them staunch; besides which, it was very evident tliat the 
liuropeaii troops vsould never have fought with confidence with this regiment behind them 
or by. their side, and as it was foil to he too great a trial of fidelity to employ native 
Hindostani corps against mutineers, the head-quarters of the 4th Lancers were sent to 
Mcei-ut.. 

On the 6th the siege-train reached camp, together with the head-quarters of the 2ud 
Fusiliers, which had ji.ined it i wo mai-chcs iiom Umbnllah. - , 

* On the 7th, Rrigadici- M'ilson having crossed the Jimma, and llhagputt, arrived with 
hi.s Biimll, hut efficient force, which, at Ghuzec-ood-detHr Nuggur. one march from Delhi, 
on the Meerut road, had twice gallantly repulsed attacks of the mutineer forct;, capturing 
five gutis, four of them of he. vy calibre. 

Tim force now in camp eonsiststed of16 Horse Artillery guns (Eurojiean), 6,Hcirse 
Bat cry guns (Hurdi>eau), ,9th Lancers, two squadrons Cai-abiuiers, six companies 60th 
Rifles, 7;>u» Foot, Isl Fusiliers, and six companies 2nd Fusiliers., head-quarters Sirraoor 
battalion, and the portion of the Siqqicrs and Miners which had not mutinied, about 
,1.50 men 

III round numbers, there were COO Cavalry and 2,400 Infantry, with twenty-two field 
guns. , ‘ 

Besides the above, the siege-train, consisting of eight LS-poundcr guns, four 8-inch 
howitzers, four 8-inch mortars, and a 5.j-iiieli mortar, bad attached to it a weak.company 
of European At-tilli.-ry (four qf 6lh battalion), and 100 European Artillery recruits. 

The licad-quai-ters and a squadron 4th Irregular Cavalry, and a wing 9th Irregular 
Cavalry, wore also in cam|), but as a great portion of the former corps had already nuiliuled, 
and neither could be implicitly trusted, they were ordered on the 7th to proceed towards 
some village near the Jurniui, where parties- of rebels had been reported to have been seen, 
thiif, on the day of action, the force might not ho uudiarrassed by treachery in its owofanks. 

At2 A..M. on the 8th June, the troops marched from Alipore to attack the enemy’s 
ndvanf-ed entrenched position at Eadlee Serai, four miles from Delhi. , Prior to th)b march, 
Cap*-'iii Howell, Isl Fusiliers, Sub-Assistant .Conimissarv-Gcneral, died of cholera aflw a 
few ho irs’illness. This scourge, which broke oiit at Umballah in May, nevei-, once vras 
completely absent from om- camp until after the fall of Delhi, carrying off many officers 
and hundreds'of valuable soldim, and at times raging in particular corps with extreme .. 

Rrig,mljcr HuUifax, Her Majesty’s 7.5tirRegiimmt,coi|manding tlm 1st Infantjy 
Brigade, had previously been compelled by ill health, broug^ on the circumstances of

gons, arid an 8-inch howitzer. 'Hie grojmd on cither side of, the Trunk’Road leading to 
ttvis position i'^ intersticted'with watcr‘cuts, and generally swampy; while nearly parallel to 
the road, op the right, at the distance of about a tnile, runs the canal crossed by brides 

♦ • at A^vibuS places not far from each other. ' •, 

The'maih attack was to bi- ii.adc in front, supported by a dh'ei’sioti on the enetuy^s 
left flatljij with Cavalry and guns. Brigadier Crant, ('.B., commanding ihe CavalryJ^ 
aeeordthgly quitted camp before the main column passed the canal at a neighbonririg 
bridge, and proceeded down its right bank with intent to cross in the enemy’s left rear, 
and to attack sinmltaneously with ilie niiiin body under Sir H. Barnard. Brigadier O’rant 
had with him ten Hoise Artillery guns, under Major Turner, consisting of four guns of 
Major Tombs’ troop, and Major Turner’s own troop, under Lieutenant Bishop ;* three 
squadrons Dth Lancers, under Brevet Licutenant-Qolonel Yule, and about fifty Jheend 
horsemen, under Lieutenant Hodsoa. 

The main column pi'oceodt'd down the Trunk Road, and consisted of Captain Money’s 
troop .of Horse Artillery, four guns of Major Scott's Horse Battery, four heavy guns 
hastily formed into a, battery tor field i)ur[) 0 ^es, and principally, inaiined. by recruits, a 
squadron each of the Carabiuiers and bill Lanccr-s, and tin- five weak Infantry regiments. 

The total force to' be eiigagod iii the main attack was, in round numbers, ' 170 
Cavalry and'] ,900 Infantry, with 14 guns. That employed in the flank attack, about 
350 Cavalry’ and 10 guns. 

' It was intended that, in the main attack, our four heavy guns should open on the 
enemy from the road itself, with a light battery on cither flunk ; that" Brigadier Showers 
with the 7.5fh Foot and 1st Fusiliers should operate to the right; and Brigadier Craves, 
with the COth Rifles, ’Jnd Fusiliers, and Sinnoor battalion, to tlic loft of tlie road. 

As the day broke tlie lights in the enemy’s camp were visible, and our guns advanced 
to open fire. Their Artilkuy, however, eomiitenecd tlie ball witli u sliarp cannonade, to 
which our guns were not slow in replying. The leading liii'antry brigade moved oil'the 

• road to the right, and deployed ; the /fith on the left, the 1st Fusi)ier.s partly in support 
and part ly bn the right of the 75th, and thi.s brigade advanced in line under the cannonade 
towards the enemy. At this tiijic the 2nd brigade, which by some aeciilent had fallen in 
rear, was not. in .sight, but orders were sent to liurry it up. The fire of the enemy’s heavy 
battery, aided by several light guns, began to tell seriously; tlie bulloek-drivcr?^ of our 
heavy guns mil away with the cattle, and one of the wat^oius blew up. Our men fell fast, 
and tlie staff otlering a tempting mark, two ofieers. Colonel Chester and Captain Russel^ 

’ were’killed, and .several horses of the .stuff lust in the course of one or two minutes. Timb 
was precious; there was no sign of any flank attack liy our Cavalry on the insurgents^ 
and it was evident that our guns could not silence their Artillery, shellerod behind a 
parapet, so Sir H. Barnard firdered the 75th to charge and take the heavy battery. This 
corps, led by Brigadier Showers and Colonel Herbert, carried out this duty in the most 
spirited rnaiiner. They wexe supported by ilic 1st Fusiliers, who, in their advance, 
suffered somewhat from a musketry fire, opened from an iriclovuro on their right. 

The battery was hardly taken ere Brigadier Graves came up on our left, and Brigadier 
wiinl (who had been much dclayoil by tlie great difficulty experienced in getting his guns 
over soinc watercourses) appeared on the enemy’s left roar and at once attacked them. 
This completed the defeat, and the insurgents fell back, leaving several guns in our posses¬ 
sion, besides their camp. 

* The troops pushed on in pursuit, clearing many gardens, until we reached Ihb cross 

road, one Of which leads to the city through the Subzeo Mundee suburb, and tlie other 
(the left road) to the eanfoument. From this point we could see the ridge beyond the 
cantonments held by tlie insurgents, and after a short hall Sir H. Barnard, with Brigadier 
Grrives’ brigade of Infantry, Captain Money’s troop of Horse Artillery, and a squadron 
9th Lancers,, took tlie left, dr cantonment, road, while Brigadier W ilson, with the rest of 
tlic Artillery, Cavalry, and Brigadier Showers’ brigade of Infantry, took the toad through 
the Subzee Mundee. The Sirmoor battalion was ordered to extend between the columns,, 
but the distance was too great fbr the communication to be complete. It was intended' 
thus’simultaneously to attack both flanks of Hindoo ^ao’s ridge ; the Sirmoor battalion. 
skirmishers^totoatening it at the same time in front. . ■, - 

In front of our .left column, on the-ridge, was the flag-staff tower, at which the” 
instirgerits had jposted . three guns, and frdni these a cannonade was opened on Sir H', 
Barnard's* colunto. 'The column moved acaross open ground, to pass a wide and 
canal cut; which rap-nearly parallel to the ridge, and at t distance of, perhaps, 1,200 yards,

lows of officers,’ the column came out oh the 'bank *of the flag-staff gunsi’ at' a' dwtance of 
a few hundred yards, and Captaiii Money’s troop haying moved to the froat,<wheeled up 
to its right, and conunenefed a lire which almost jmmediately gilenocd the 'cannonnif 
the ihsurgbhts. ‘ The COth Rifles and 2nd Fusiliers, having brought up theirdeftishouldcrs, 
then advanced end took the guns,' and tlie Sinnoor Battalion coming Up ,to tlm ridge;, 
the Whole column moved along its crest, towards Hindoo Rao’s- house; on rcachi^.which' 
it was joined by Brigadier Wilson's column, which hod come by the road, through the>^ 
Snbzce, Miindec suburb, and had been opposed eii route, mpturing an IS^popnder gtui. . 

While Sir II. Barnard’s column was moving on the ridge, as well as after it had been 
joined by that of Brigadier Wilson, a cannonade was kept up from the city, and the. shot 
ranged well up to, and over, the ridge, killing some men and blowing up a gun,limber. 

The camp was ordered to be pitched on the canjonment parade-ground, facing ithe 
lines, and, with its rear protected hy the canal cut, which could only be crossed by bridges 
at certain points. A mound on the right of camp offered an advantageous post Tor a 
picquet on that flank, which was much exposed to attacks from the Slibzeo Mundee 
suburb. Cavalry pirquets on the left flank patrolled to the river, while the ridge on Our 
front was held by the Sirmoor Battalion, and two companies of 60th Rifles at Hindoo 
Rao’s house, on the riglit; a picquet of Infantry at the flag-staff tower, in front of left 
of campand an Infantry picquet at a mosque, midway between Hindoo Rao’s house and 
the flag-staff'. « 

The heavy gurw were ordered to be Imniuiit up to Hindoo Rao’s, preparatory to being 
pUt into battery, and it was found necessai-y to have two light guns on picquet at the 
nag-staff, Hindoo Rao’s, and the mosque. 

The troops were withdrawn to the camp ground, hut the tents were not up, and the 
heat was excessive, when about 2 p.m. the insurgents commenced a heavy cannonade 
from the walls, their balls consinhtly flying far on our side of tlie ridge; a body of troops, 
also, came out of the city, and threatened Hindoo Rao’s, or the main picquet. The 
whole of the troOp.s had again to move up to the ridge, and, after a short time; the attack 
Was repulsed; but the cannonade did not altogct her cease, and it became evident that as 
long as we occupied the ridge, all our piequets on it would l)e exposed to the fire of the 
heavy guns, howitzers, and mortars within the city. 

’ In tlie action fought this day, our losses were tolerably severe; they are given in the 
margin.* Of the troops opposed to us it was said that 1000 of those who came out never

It is impossible to give anytliing like an estimate of the insurgent force, but we know, 
that lit tfii» period the following corps of detachments wei-p at Delhi,, and though piic Or 
two porlioiis of ' coips probably arrived without arms, there was no difficulty in su[)plyihg, 
their wants in this respect from the armoury in the Delhi tnogazine :t—

In addition to the above there were known to be many native soldiers on furlough, 
particularly of Irregular Cavalry, a very large portion of which branch of tlig service reside 
within a circuit of 100 miles from Delhi; also a miscellaneous collection of Customs chup- 
prassees, who had deserted their posts, police and jail guards, besides many loose characters 
of all kinds, and tliese, though far from formidable in the field, could do much mischief 
when firing from behind walls, dunng our numerous subsequent actions in the suburbs, 
they being well aware that a secure and certain retrellt into the city was always open 
behind them. 


From the above, it wofild seem that, in the early }iart of the siege, the mutineers had 
but one Artillery company; but whether the company liad been strongly reinforced by 
native Artillerymen on furlough, or whether the numerous magazine lascars (an intelli^nt 
body' of men) assisted in working the guns, or both combined, certain it is that, from t|\e 
first day of our arrival before Delhi, the mutineers seemed to have no W'ant of traifte^, 
Artillerymen, and were always able to work as many guns as could conveniently be brought 
to bear upon us. * 

Major-General Reed, the Provincial Commander-in-chief, arrived at Alipore ftom 
Rawul Pindec on the 8th of June, just as the troops were marching. Unwell, and greatly 
fatigued by a rapid journey, during intense heat, he took no part in the action, and never 
assumed personal command of the troops until after tjie lamented death of Sir H, Barnard, 
though his advice in matters of moment was freely sought and given. 

On the morning of tlie 9th of June the Guide Corps, consisting of three troops of 
Cavalry and six companies of Infimtry (Rifles), marched into camp, under command of 
Captain Daly. This distinguished body of men had marched, at the hottest season of the year, 
from Murdan, on the Peshawur frontier, to Delhi, a distance of 580 miles in 22 days; 
and though the Infantry portjon were occasionally assisted with camels or ponies on the 
line of road, the march was a surjnising fcat, even for Cavalry. , *, , 

The same afternoon the mutineers, who had cannonaded at intervals during the day, 
moved out of the city, and threatened our position on the ridge, making a sharp attack on 
■ its right at Hindoo Rao’s house. The Guides moved up in support, and the insurgents 
were driven back into the city with considerable loss. On our side Lieutenant Quentin 
Batfyc, Commandant of tlic Guide Cavalry, an enthusiastic, gallant soldier, was mortally 
wounded, and several men-killed and wounded. . , 

Daring these 'two dgys our heavy ^uns were being put in position on the ridge near 
Hindoo Bao’s house, to reply to tlie enemy’s fire. They vrere too distant ffrom 1,200 to 
1,500 yards) to do more than check that fire, and sometimes to silence the guns at the 
.Moree Bastion. It was at once evident that our Artillery and Engineer means wcre.insuffi- 
dent to take Delhi, the guns of the rebels being infinitely superior in numbers and calibre , 
to ours, and well served; while to make regular approaches was quite impossible, the 
Sappers being few in number, and so large a proportion of tlio Infantry being at a.11 times 
required for the defence of our position,, that no men could be spared fqr wording- 
partis. _ '

’ , On the looming of the 12th a veryaemas attach ywmade^ a large body of the 

mutineer Infantry having concealed theciseVesin the ravines in Sir T. MctcaWs compaupd,* 
between the Flag staff 'lower and the river, soon affor daylight, made a sudden and 
. vigorous attack, on the pic<iaet at the Tower, consisting of two Horse Artillery gttnS add a 
detachment 75th Foot, 'fhey gained the summit of the ridge on the left' of the tower, and' 
the picqnet was hard pressed, losing Captain Knox, killed, and several men. The musketiy 
fire iwas sharp and heavy, and the ballets fell into the camp; some of the nveo even 
descended to the camp-side of the rtdge, and three were killed in thesepoy KneswitWn A fthort’ 
distance of the tents, lleinforcementa moved rapidly up in suppoit of the picquet, and the 
■ insurgents were driven oft’ and pursued sopie way. 'I’o avoid a recurrence of anything of, 
the kind, a large picquet was sent to occupy Sir T. Metcalfe’s ruined house close to the' 
river, thus throwing up, as it wore, the left flank of-our defences, and rendering it almost 
iinpos«iblc for the enemy to pass round on that side. 'I'his picquet eventually was thrown 
in advance of the house, and divided mto three portions; one, 150 men, on a mound on 
the right of the comjwu.nd close to the raid leading from the Cashmere Gate to the canton¬ 
ment sudder bazar, and from wliieh a few men were detached to a house on and command¬ 
ing the road; 50 men in a low bouse midway between this mound hnd the river-bank; 
and 150 men in the stables close upon the river. 

All these posts were gradually strengthened by the Engineers, and were of much use. 
Sir T. Metcalfe’s house wpuld have been previously occupied had it not been for the diffi¬ 
culty of our providing relief for tlie piciiuet-., .nid after this it sometimes was impossible to 
cany out the daily reliefs, 'riie Flag-staff continued to be held by 100 men with 2 guns; 
and at night the sentries from this picquet, and the mound picquet In the Metcalfe 
compound, communicated. 

The attack at tlic I'lig-stalf hftd hardly been repulsed when other liodies of insurgents 
advanced upon tiie Hindoo Fr.o picquet, and through the Subzeo Mundee into the 
gardens on the riglit think ol camp. 'J'hc timt of tliese attacks was not serious, but the 
latter tlireatend the mound picquet, and support.s of all arms had to be moved up. The 
1st Fusiliers, under Major .laoob, then advanced, and drove the mutineers out of the 
gardens, killing a consulerable number of them. 

As it seemed certain Unit our means were insufficient regularly to besiege the place, a 
proposal was made to take it by a covp de main, and to this Sir H. Baimard assented. 
There was considerable risk in the attempt, for not more tlian 1,70Cf or 1,800 Infantry 
were available for the assault, and tlici'c w:>s every reason to anticipate a prolonged struggle 
in the city and in capturing the palace ; during which time the camp, with all its sick and 
wounded, stores, followers, &c., would bo necessarily very weakly guarded. Failure, 
moreover, would have been disastrous, not simply to the troops employed, but, in ail 
probability, to the whole British po))ulation in Upper India and the Punjaub. The 
General, however, was urged from all quivlers “ to take Dcllli,”^ by those who little 
comprclionded his weakness or its strength. 

Two g!ito.s weic to be blown in by'jiowdev bags, by which columns were to effect an 
entrance, anil early in the moniitig of 12tlj June, corps were actually formed to move dowB‘ 
to the assault, when the mistake of a supci inr officer, in delaying the withdrawal of the 
picqiiefs, without which tlie Infantry regimenrs wefe mere skeletons, forced the plan to be 
abandoned, as daylight was coming on, and ii was felt that sufccess was impossible if the 
blowing-in proct*ss was not effected by surprise. 

'rii'Tc are few who do not now fed that the accident which hindered this attempt waa 
one of those happy interpositions on our behalf, of which we had such numbers to be ♦ 
thankful toq. Defeat, or even a partial success, would have been ruin, and compietl^ 
success would dot have achieved for us'the resulte subsequently obtained, or, as far as can 
he seen, would it Ivave prevented a singje massaca®, mo^ of which, indeed, bad already ' 
taken jilace. 

• From tins period almost daily attacks took place for some time, and though our losses ■ 
were not heavy, the troojis were much harassed. 

Though our iiuostment was only on one side of the city (hapfUy securing, however, 
our left flank and the conimunicatiem with the Punjaub in our rear) very nearly half the 
effective force at this period was off picquet, and when the “alarm” sounded, and all the 
picquets liad heenreaiforced, there merely remained a few companies of Infantry, besides 
, some Gavahy iind guns, in reserve, to .succour any point seriously attacked,^ to ttihke a 
forward move against the insurgents. • ' , ' ■. ‘

without some finote; moi'lar shells, too, were often thrown, and generally in the evening, 

%' 0 ?er <tUe xidge^ thq .fragments sotuckimes coming into camp, soinetiiuas fulling near 
oinr .ri^t.Pecquet, at tiie tnoand. Our batteries replied at intervals, and always wboa 
. the enemy’s fire, become very troublesome;-and a mortar-fireon the city was regularly" 
maUitabied at night., The trunnions of opr 8.inch howitzera giving way onO after tb^ 
dther, these pieces were sunk in the ground and, used as mortdrs; their shells having : a - 
very long range. In our'batteries we usedthp enemy’s*ordnance captured at Badlee, and' 
ga we had DO ammunition for the captured 24-poundcrs, the shot of this calibro bred b}^' 
the tsnemy were picked up and sent back again- '. 

The position at Hindoo Rao’s was confided to the charge of Major Reid, of the ' 
SirtnooT Battalion, who established his corps in a large house, which gave its name*to the 
whole ridge., 

At first he had only his own battalion and two companies of the 60th Rifles, but after 
a time i-he Guide Iitfantry were added, and on an “alarm,'’ he was reinforced by two more 
companies 60th Rifles. He had tlic protection of all our heavy batteries, arid throughout 
the siege held this honorable post. The house in which he resided with his corjis, has 
within perfect range of nearly nil the enemy's luavyguns, and was riddled through and 
through with shot and shell. He never quitted the ridge, save to attack the enemy below 
it, and never once visited the camp, until carried to it woundtd, on the day of ifiC final 
assault., - 

On the 15th, a very sharp attack was made on the Metcalfe picquet, and tlic enemy 
taking advantage of the lowness of the river, tried to turn our left flank by tin* sands 
below the high river bank. Tlie party of the 75tli Foot on pieqnet, however, repulsed 
the onset, and being reinforced, the assailants were driven back, and lost a good number 
of men. 

On the 17tb June, tlic cannonade-vvas liioro than usually scveie, ajipareutly to divert 
our attention from a batteiy, wliicli it was evident tlic enemy were constructing on a rising 
ground, in the direction of theJiedgar (a large walled iiiclosure on a hill\ and the fire irf 
which, if com|>lcted, would enfilade our position on the ridge. During this cannonade a 
shot came into a portico of Hindoo llao's liouse, killing or wounding ten men of different 
corps, including Ensign Wheatfoy,64tli Native Infantry, attached to the SinnoorBattalion,, 
who was killed. 

Sir ll. Barnard deterniined to drive the insurgents from the position they were taking 
up, before their battery could be cstaiilished, and to destroy the works that had been com-, 
menced i so at 4 e.u. two columns weiv detached ou this duty.' I'hc right column under' 
Major H. Tombs, cif Horse Artillery, moved from camp towards the enemy’s left : it con- 
sisti^d of lour guns of his own troops ; thirty Guide Gavnlry ; twenty Sappers and Miners; 
two companies Her Majesty’s OOtli Rifles ; and four companies Ist Fusiliers; while Major 
Reid moved from Hindoo Riio’s towards Kissengungc, and the enemy’s right, with four 
companies 60tli Rifles, arid the Sirmoor Battalion. Both columns were completely 
successful, -and each defeated and drove off considerable bodies of mutineers. Major 
Tombs captured and brought in a 9-pounder gun, and Major Reid, licsidcs destroying a 
battery; burned the village in which it w'as situated, a magazine (evidently made by sappers), 
and the gates of three sei ais. 

The column under Major Tombs*liad, two killed; Cajitain Brown, Ist Fusiliers* 
(dangerously), and nine men wounded, with seven homes. Major 'fotubs himself ^Va3 
slightly wounded, and had two horses shot, making five liorsc.s that, from the commence-' 
•ment of the campaign up to that date, had been shot under him. 

* . The column under Major Reid had one man killed and five woundefl. 

%/ On this and the previous day, the mutineers were reinforced by the Nusseerabad 
Brigade, coqsisting of the 2nd company 7tb battalion Ai-tillery, and No. C Horse Battery,; 
the IStii and 3()th Native Infantry; with a few men of the 1st Bombay Light Cavalry 
Lancers. 

Bnriy in .the afternoon of the i9lh, the enemy Ixjgan to issue from the city, and 
nearly every part of our position. A very lar^e body with guns, however, nitir ’ 
ceeded tlnough the suburbs abd gardens on our right, and re-appeared a mile and o-half in , 
oar-tear,,afeontan,hour before §unset. Twelve guns? a-Hl#6 available Cavalry (between 
4(W artd SOQ nten), -all under Brigadier Grgnt, immediately moved rapidly to,meet them, -and'' 
a ^hVp'hcrion issued. The portion of the 60th ;Rifles in camp, was also sent in support 'cl'p 
.^-.pavidry, iqllqwod hy the few other Infantry that were* available ; but altogether, a$‘:‘ 
nlitadis were (threatened at other points, not much over 800 Infantry eottld be-einired'. '

By the ,time that the 60th Rifles had re^hed ihe ground it was nearly dusk, wd 
quite k) when the other Infantry came up. After dark the aton still raged for,,.some, 
time, and a waggon of Major Scott’s battery was exploded by the eneiay’s fire..,, 

The firing on both sides gradually ceased, and our, Infantry being much too weak in 
numbers to attack the enemy’s eJttended line, our troops returnfid to camp about , 

the insurgents’fire totally ceasing. . i.*-. ■■ .v.* 

At daylight next morning Brigadier Grant was again on thp ,ground, ,and. found.'it 
abandoned/ A good many dead men and horses were lying about, and h 9rpounder .gun, 
which was brought in. , . , , 

He had hardly returned to camp when the enemy again resumed their attaqk on the ryar, 
and opened fire at so short a distance that their round-shot came right through the camp. 
Some of our guns again moved to the rear and so.on silenced their fijc', and Brigadier 
Wilson, with a body of troops, proceeded towards the enemy only in time to find thein 
hurrying away to their side of the canal. 

The insurant force was princii)ally composed of the Nusscerahad brigade. Their 
loss must have been very severe, for numerous bodie.s'were lying about, although they had 
the whole night for their removal. Thirty-five horses were found lying on the spot where 
their field-battery (the famous Jcllalabad battery) was drawn up. ' ’ 

Our own Icj^s in this affair amounted to; 3 officers, 17 men, and 25 horses, killed; 

7 officers, 70 men, and 35 horses, wounded; and 2 men missing. The portions of 
Artillery, 9th Lancers, and 60th Rifles, engaged, as well as the Guide Cavalry, all sufiered 
heavily. . , 

The officers who were killed or died of wounds were: Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel 
Yule, 9th Lancers; Lieutenant Humphrys, 20th Native Infantry, attached to the 60th 
Rifles; and Lieutenant Afixandor, 3rd Native Infantry, who had^come to Delhi with 
magazine stores, and accompjiuied the troops into action. 

The officers wounded were: Colonel Beeher, Quartermaster-General, severely; 
Captain Daly, Commandant Guide corps, severaiy; Captain Wdliams, 60tli Rifles, sevefely; 
Lieutenant Bishop, Horse Artillery, slightly; and Lieutenants Me Gill and Dundas,*60th 
Rifles, and Ensign Phillipps, lUh Native Infantry, attached to the 60th Rifles, slightly. 

Brigadier Hope Grant', commanding the troops engaged in the action of the 19th, had 
his horse sho5|under him in a charge, and was only saved by the deyotion of two, men of 
liis own regiment and his two orderly sowars of the 4th Irregular Cavalry. 

The Artillery cui])loyfd on our side (twelve guns) consisted of portions of the four 
troops and batteries in camp under their respective commanders, Majors Scott, Tiyner, 
and Tombs, and Captain Money. This empbymcnt of portions of troops and batteries, 
as well as of regiments, inste'ad of whole troops, batteries, or corps, was an evil whiqh, 
owing to our numerical weakness and the necessarily large' force always on picquet duty, 
was often obliged to be tolerated. . \ 

In fact, from our proximity to the enemy when an attack tppk place, the first and 
most important object was always to bring up such troops as were most ready tb hand, 
and could, without danger, be spared. 

To K-'iider it les.s easy to make attacks in rear, which naight have led to a stoppage of 
our eomimitoication wills the Pimjaub, a battery for twu iS-pqiinders was.,.constructed 
behind tise camp and armed, and the rear (sieqnets of Cavalsy and Infantry were ptsstefi af 
it. Ps ior to this, three 18-pounders had beeh placed in battery on the mound to,,the right 
of tise camp, to check any at tank froisi the side of the'Snbsiee, Mundee suburb. ^

A day or two alter the actiois, in rear of eSmp, the mutineers from. Jullisndur

it'wa^ hot dtotined, however, that the cqntenaiy of I’Jas^ should pass over in g 
bloodlftss HianlMir. The roar Of these troops had not reached camp, when a furious 
cannonade was Opened from the dty walls, While guns that had been brought into 'tfe 
suburbs opened on our right, and kept up a heavy enfilading fire on Hindoo Rjw’s rid^, 
which the few guns we had in position were unable in silence, Tfac mutineer Infantry 
occupied KiUbengunge and Snbzee Mundee in force, and threatened to advance o.u the 
mound battery, while a constant skirmish of musketry went on close to our’ridge 
batteries. ’The mutineers were checked in their advance, but a first attempt made by 
portions of the 1st and 2nd Fusiliers to drive them fioni lli(> strong posts they had 
occupied in Subzec Mundee failed, Colonel Wclcluimn, l‘.t Fusilier*., who gallantly led 
the attack, was dangerously wounded, and Lieutenant Jackson, 2nd FusiUerh, killed. 
The heat was excessive, and many of our men fell from tfic effects of the. sun. The 
fire, however, never ceased, and it became evident thataga^it effort must lie piode to 
drive the mutineers off. To do this, it was necessary to bring up cvciy available man, 
and the detachment of 2nd Fusiliers and the 4th Sikh Infantry, who had just huitohcd in 
(twcnty*two miles), had again to be turned out under a burning sun. To Brigadier 
Showers was confided the direction of the attack, to be made simultaneously from Hindoo 
Rao’s ridge and from the low grourid in its reai*. 

It was entirely successful, and the enemy, withdrawing their guns, retired into the 
city, having suffered severe punishment. Fiom that moincut we kept an advanced picfiuct 
in the Subzec Mundee of 180 Europeans, divided bi'tncena setai on one side, and a 
Hindoo temple on the other side of the Grand Trunk Ho<id, ami hoili of which wctc 
immediately strengthened and rendered defensible by the Engineers. These posts were 
only between 200 and 300 yards from the right battoiy at Hindoo Jiao’s ridge, the 
pic^ucts from which communk'ated with them, and eventually a line of bi'cast-works 
running up the ridp connected these picqiicts with the right battery. Oar position was 
thus rendered much more secure, and the enemy wci-c unable to pass up the Trunk Roail 
to attack our right rear. 

In this action we hod J ofliccr (Lieutenant .lacksou, 2ii(l Fusiliers), 38 men, and 
4 horses, killed; 3 officers (Colonel Welchman, 1st Fusiliers, severely; (Japtain Jones; 
60th Rifles, severely; and Lieutenant Murray, Guide C'oips, severely), 318 imn, and 
11 hwses wounded, and I horse missing. 

The detail, with two light guns on picquet at Hindoo Haos (O-jwundeis of Major 
Scott’s battery), under command of Lieutenant MinU> Elliot, wen* in a most exposed 
position Ihroughout tho affair, and suficred fi*om the file of heavy artillery in ft out and 
flank, one gun was disabled, and no less than fouitoen of the hoiscs wen* pul hor» de 
embfit- 

tJardly a day passed over now without tho troops having to be turm'd out for some 
real or tlirentencd attack, but nothing of importance took place until the 27th June, when 
early in the morning a'paity of muthiceis advanced on the Metcalfe picquet, and being 
easily there repelled, an attack was made on the brnlgc-butterios and the Subzee Mundee 
picquets, Whibh was also repelled. Our loss on this occasion was 13 men kjlled, 
I officer (JJentenflttt Hairis, 2nd Fusiliers, seveiely). and 48 men wounded. 

At thw pmod, reinforoeineuts began to arrive, and between the 2Gtli June and 
3|ri Jul^ the following troops joined:—T'vvo guns Ist European tioup, 1st brigade, 
and two guns 5tU Native troop.

Tb» other wing of the 9th, and n wing of the 17th Irregular Cavnlryj had now eomo to 
Delhi, and it was debertoinW Jo send hath corps back to tho Punjaiib. 'Ihis was accord¬ 
ingly carried, out, TBe hcaa-quartm of the 4th Irregulars remained, Inicely 100 Inen. 
Not a single desertion, I believe, took place from the portion of tho 4th throughout'the 
siege, but they were, for the latter part of tlm time, deprived of their hom's and swords, pd 
employed solely as orderlies. 

A selectcti Sqitadroh Ist Punjauh Cavalry, wmiposed wholly of Sikhs and Punjaubecs 
now came to tmihi, and the whole Cavalry force there, and Until the end of the siem' (save 
tliat 200 Mooltan Horse joined with General Nicholson in August), (mnsfeivd of sk weak • 
squadrmis of Dragoons, five sqUkdrans of Punjauh and Guide 'Cavalry, m^d Captain 
Dodson’s eori» of Sikh Horse, in process of raising. Of tho Native portion, one aquadroit 
was always dctaclicd to AHporc, tho first march towards Kurnaul. ' 

' '.The Native troop of Horse Artillery, previously referred to,had its guns taken ft^y at 
a later ilate, simply tO remove tornptatimr, and because some of the young sokHers had 
deserted. Not one old soldier of the troop deserted during the siege, and through¬ 
out they were oonstaptly employwl and behaved very Well in the mortar batteries. 
Whoa Dellu was taken, they were given back their guns and horses. TOeir horses and 
arms*were also then restored to the head-quarters 4th Irregular Infantry. ' 

On the 1th July, the mutiueera again came out in great force and attacked out 
batteries on Hindoo Iwo's ridge from an early period in tlie day, and for Uikny hours kept 
up an incessant fire of artillery and musketry. As the fire firom the ridM failed to drive 
them off, a column Under Bri^dier Sbowera moved in the Sub^ec Mmideo about 3 p.m., 
dad after a shoi^ struggle forced them to withdraw their field artillery, and retire into tho 

3 . Opr men pressed them so closely as to suflbr from the grape lire from thy city 
Is, but we found on this as on snlweqljient occasions, that the grape thrown from largo 
guits and howitzeni ranged freely iqi to 1,000 or 1,100 yards, and then inflicted mortal 
wounds. Our ti-oops, however, on the Htli July, pursued'to within (iOO yards.

By the msoigents placing guns on the op])osite side of the river, the Metcalfe picquet 
after this suffered some annoyance from the enemy, and the camp of the 1st Punjaub 
Infantry had to be shifted i but before any othca' engagement of importance took place, 
we had received a most valmihle reinforcement in Brigadier-General J. Nicholson’s column, 
consisting of Captain Bourcliicr's European Horse Battery, Her Majesty’s Jiijy Light 
Infantry, the remaining wing of Her Majesty’s Gist Regiment, the 2nd PunJ^fe^fentry, 
,aaid 200 Mpoltanec Horse. It was still necessary, however, to wait for th^^li-train, 
with.a large quantity of ammunition, in progr^j^s from Ferozepore. .'''L 

On tW 13th or llth of August a body of the enemy, principally Cavidiy, leji^<.PelUi 
by,the Nujufghnr road, with the object, it was presumed, of interrupting our corainuni- 
eutions with Umballab and the Punjaub, and of attacking Hansi or .Ihcend. , ' 

Lieutenant W. S. R. Hodsou wa.- therefore detaebod to watch them, and, as fur as 
possibfe, to liiistiittc their inlentiims. He took with him the head-quarters of his own 
, newly-raised cbrj>s of H()i>>e, 233 sabres, 103 Guide Cavalry, and 25 Jhcend horsemen, 
with six European officers. 

On the fiv.st march he mnufiged to .surprLse, ami nearly to destroy, a party of tnutlrKer 
Irregular Cayalry, sowars of diflereut regirnejits, including ressaldar Bisharut AH, let Irre¬ 
gular Cavalry. ■ ' , 

The flooded atatc of (he country rendered movement extremely difficult, but liauta- 
.tenqnVfitidsou pushed on to Rhotuek; on aj)i>roaehiug which place, he had a skirmish 
witb a body of foot men and a few sowars, headed by Babur Khan, the chief of the’ Rangur 
tribe. Theae m(?n were charged, and thirb'cn of them kill^. ,, , - 

, The next morning Lieutenant Hodson’.s jmrty was again attacked by Babur Khad,;with 
about 3 OO horsemen that be had managed to collect, supported, by about ,900 m'atcmbck, , 
men.

was kept up from the iuclosprcs near the town^ Ijeutenant Hodson retired, and ao drew

Besides thfe above, there were in camp (notwithstanding that several hundred sick and 
wounded had been sent to Umhallah) sick, 1,535, wounded,.3oi' 

In the course of the 24th, a large force of the enemy, witli eighteen guns, left Delhi, 
and proceeded in the Bahdurghur direction, with the avowed intention of intercepting our 
siege-train, known to be in progress from Fcrozcporc with a very slender escort.. Brigadier* 
General Nicholson was accordingly detached at daybreak on tlic”2r)th, to endeavour to over¬ 
take and bring this body of rebels to action. His column vfas composed of sixteen Horse 
Artillery guns, under Major 3'ombs, with Captains Rcmjiuugtou and Blunt; 30 Sappers, 
under Lieutenant Geneste; a squadron ot the 9th Lancers, under l,ientenant Sard; a 
squadron of Guide CJavalry, under Captain Sanford; tlm squadron of the 2nd Punjaub 
Cavalry, under Lieutenant Nicliolson; 200 Mooltanee Horse, under Lieutenant Ltnd; 
420 of Her Majesty’s (51st llegiinent, under fjentcnant-Colonel Rainey ; the Ist Buroj)can 
Fusiliers, 380 men, under Major .Jacob; 1st Punjaub Rifles, 400 men, under Liculenant 
Lumsden ; 2nd Punjaub lutantry, 400 men, nndcr Captain Green. 

Tlic difficulties of the march were very great; the line of route being off tlie Trunk 
Road. Before reacliing Maiigloee, nine rnik's i'rom camp, two difticult swamps had to bo 
crossed. Here intelligence was received of the enemy's movements, and the troops imme¬ 
diately pushed on towards Nujufgliur, at which place they arrived about 4 p.m., and found 
the enemy posted, occuj)ying a position about a mile and three-quarters in length, extending 
from the bridge over the Nujulghur canal, to the town of Nujiifghur. 3'he baggage wa.s 
left behind (before crossing a ford in front of the insurgents’ line) protected by the dettveh- 
ment of the 2nd Punjaub Cavalry and 120 Mooltanee llorse. 

The strongest prdnt of the insurgents’ position was an old serai on their left, in which 
were four guns, and they had pine more between the serai and the bridge. 

By b v.M. our troops were across the ford, and advanced to the attack of the 
serai, with the intention, after its capture, of changing front to the left, and sweeping down 
the enemy’s line to the bridge. 

Pile hundred men of each corps were I'ft in reserve; and the 61st Foot, 1st Fusiliers, 
and 2n(l Punjaub lutantry, wore formed u[). with four guns on the right and ten on the 
left flank, supported by the sipiadroiis of the !)th Lancers and Guide Cavalry. Alter a few 
rounds from the guns, the Infantry charged, carried the po.silion, changed front and swept 
down the line, the insurgents flying over the bridge, with our guns playing on them. They 
left thirteen field-pieces in our hands. 

Meanwhile, the 1st Punjaub Infantry had cleared the town of Nujufghiir.* 

It being found that a village in rear was still held by a party of the enemy who were 
■ cut off', the 1st Punjaub Rifles were sent to take it, but met with a ^•ery obstinate resist¬ 
ance, their gallant young eommandcr being killed, and the 61st Foot had to be sent back 
in support before the place was taken. Indeed, more projierly speaking, it was not taken, 
but was evacuated by the enemy during the night. 

The troops bivouacked on the field without food, having been marching or fighting all 
day, and during the night'the Safipcrs mined and blew np the Nnjufghur bridge, 

' The column returned to camp on the evening of the 26th, the enemy having quite 
relinquished their intention of going to our rear, and being in full march for Delhi. 

Our casualties were 2 offieci's and 23 inen killed; 2 officers and 68 men wounded; 
16 horses killed and 4 wounded. Officers, Lieutenant Gabbelt, 61st Foot, and Lieutenant 
Lumsden, 1st Punjaub Infantry, killed ; Lieutenant Elkington, 61st Foot (since dead), and 
Assistant-Sui'geon Ireland, llorse Artillery, both dangerously wounded. 

'Phe following ordnance was captured on this occasion:—One 24-pounder howitzer, 
two i2-Iiounder ditto, two 9-poundcr guns, four 6-pounder ditto, two 4-iKiundcr brass 
native ditto, two 3-ponnder ditto, with a large quantity of ammunition. 

On the morning of the 26th the insurgents ifl the city turned out in great force, 
apparently believing that we had few men left in camp duriiig General Nicholson’s absence. 

Tho pioqiiets were immediately reiufoi’oed, and the enemy commenced an attack on 
the right of the ridge, and opened fire with field guns from Ludlow Castle on the mosque.

Our loss in this uiiair was only 8 killed and 13 wounded. 

Towards the end of the nicnth our sick increa.'>cd a good deal, and on the 31st Augiisti 
2,3C8 men wert' in hospital. 

Rarly in Septemher, the siege-train being close at hand, preparations were made for 
the c’ominencemeiit of active opemtioas for the capture of Delhi, and one of the fi^st things 
done was to form a treiticli to the left of the “ Siiiniuy House,” at the end of which a 
battery was constructed for four 9-poundcrR and two 24'])ounder howitzers. 'I'he object 
of this battery was to prevcnl sorties fi’om the Laliorc or Cabul Gates passing round the 
city wall to annoy our hrcaching batteries, and also to assist in keeping down the fire of the 
Moree Bastion. 

• As this battery was within reacli of grape from the Moree Bastion, several casualties 
occurred during its construction, and Lirmtenant Warrand, of Engineers, lost an arm 
while on duty there. 

By the Gth Septend)cr all reinforcements tliat could possibly be expected, together 
with the siege-train, had arrived. The foinicr consisted ol detachments of Artillery. 8th 
Foot, and GOtli Rifles, the 4lh Punjaub Rifies, and a wing Belooch battalion, and when 
the actual .siege oj)eralion8 eommenecd, the mimhc'f of efi’oetive rauli and file of all arms, 
ArlillciT, tappers, Gavidry; and Infantry, and incUuling lasears, drivers, newly raised 
Sikh Sappers ami .Artillery, and recruits' of Jhinjaub corps, was 8,748, and there were 
2,977 in hos))itul. The strength of Briti'' iroops was;—.krtillery, 580; Cavalry, 443 ; 
Infantry, 2.294. 

The Em'oj>cun corps were mere skeletons; the strongest only having 409 efiective 
rank and tile, while the .52ud Light Infantry, w Inch three weeks liefore had arrived with 
fully GOO lank and file, out of hospital liad now only 242. 

’ 'I'he Ca.‘'li]nc!r(! CVmtingenf of 2.200 men, and four guns, had also reached Delhi, and 
several himdred men of Ihe.Ji. end Rajah’s (kmtingont (which had previously been most 
usefully employed m keeping up our communication wiih Kurhaul), were, at the Rajah’s 
particular request, brought in to share in the eiodit of the capture; the Rajah himself 
accom])auying. 

For a detail of the actual ojierations of the siege, I annex eojiy of an admirable letter 
that appeared in the '* LahorcChronieie'’ of 30th September, under the signature of “ Felix,’’ 
who is, apparently, an ofliccr of Engineens. In the margin 1 will take the liberty to correct 
one or two trifling errors, and to add jonu* infoimation : — 

Letter from “ Feliir’' to Oir Editor of" Lahore Chronicle.” 

“Your readers will have niKlorrtood from the inftlligeiioe which has been from time 
to time imhlished, that from the peiiod o( the arrival of our army before Delhi in .lune 
last o]) till very lately, the position occupied hy.ouv troops has been in effect a purely 
defensive one. ’ It ''xtended from the pir'onei at Mctcalfe'.s house, close to the river on the 
left, along the ridge facing the iioitli siiie 'of De'llii, .as far as the Subzec Mundec suburb on 
our right, where the ridge terminates ; dist.uu'e trom the city wall averaging from 1,200 to 
1,500 yards. 

“"\Vo had, from the first, no choice as to the front of attack, our position on the 
north being the only one that eoiild secure ocr communications with the Punjaub, whence 
our supplies and reinforcements were drawn. 

“ VVlietlier the city might or might not have been carried by a coup de main as 
wasoonttnuilnted fii.st in .lime, and afterwards in .Inly, it is needless npw to inqnire. 

But, judging from the resistance we aftvi wards experienced in the actual assault, 
when 'U' had been gicatly leinforccd in met) and guns, it appears to me fortunate that the 
attempt was not made. The strength of the place was never supposed to consist in the 
strength of its actual defences, though these were rnucli undervalued; but every city, even 
without fortifloatious. is, from its very nature, strongly defensible (unless it can be effectually 
siuronnded or bomhurdecl), and within Delhi the enemy possessed a magazine containing 
ujiwartls of 200 gmus, unci an almost inexhaustible supply of ammunition, while their 
nauilxrswerc certainly iie\ er less than double those of the besiegers. Few will doubt, 
tlicu. tliut the General in command exercised a sound discretion in refusing to allow a 
handful of troops, unaided by siege-guns, to attack such a place, knowing, as he did, what 
disastrous results must follow a failure. 

“ I5y the beginning of this month, however, we received the siege-train from Feroze- 
povc, and lurthcr reinforcements of European and Native troops from the Punjaub, and it 
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Ume, k was rfsoWcd lliat tlie siege should he at opce commeueed, aud pYoseculed with 
the utmost vigour. ‘ 

j amounted iu round numbers to 0,500 Infantry, 1,000 Cavalry,’ 

and 000 Artillery, Itm-opcans and Natives; the regiments in eamj) henig Her Muicstv’s 
9th Lanecre, Her Majesty’s 6th Dragoon Guards,* Guide Cuvalrv, Hodhoii’s l1lM-se, aiid 
detachments of the Isi, 2ii(l, and 5lh Punjauh Cavalrj’; Her Maiestv’s yth Foot ■ 
(part of). 52inl Foot, 60th Rifles (part of). Cist Fool, 75th Foot, uiid Ist ami 2nd 
Bengal Fusiliers, Sirmoor and Kumaon battalions<Goorklias), 4th Sikli Infautty, Guide 
Infantry, 1st, 2nd, and 4th Regiments Punjauh Infantry ;•(• Four troo|)s of Horse 
Artillery']; (Tombs’, Turner’s, Remington’s, and Reiuiy’s), two light field batteries 
(Scott’s and Bourchier’s), and some compauios of Foot, Artillery attacliod to the siege- 
guns, which numbered about forty heavy guns and liowitzers, ton Jieuvy and twelve 
light mortars. 

“The means of the Engineers weiv very restricted, not iu oflieers, hut in trained men, 
of whom there were only about 120 regular SapjK'rs Some companies of Muzbeo Sikhs 
had,‘however, lieen rapidly raised, and ])iirtially trained, ami a both of em/lies had also 
been collected, who worked icmarkably well. The park luul been alWork for some time 
in collecting material, and 10,000 fascines, 10,000 gabions, and 100,000 sand-bags, were 
ready for future operations; field magazines, .scaling-ladders, and spare ])lutfbrms, had also 
been duly prepared, and great credit is due to laeuteuaut IJrownlow, of Fugim-ers, in 
charge of the park, whose activitj and intelligence contributed not a little to the eventual 
success of our operations. 

“ 'I'hc north face being tin; side to be attacked, it was resolvcnl to bold fhe right in ' 
chock, as far as po.-sible, and fo push the main attack on the left, lirst. as therncr would 
completely protect our Hank as \vc advanced ; secondly, as there wa:. better e.over on that 
side; thirdly, as, after the assault, the troops would not find tlioinselw,', immediately in 
niuTow streets, hut in comparatively open gronml. 

“'Phe front to be attacked consisted of the Moree, ( 'asinnere, and Water ilastioiis, with 
the curtain walls connecting them. These bastions bail hern greatly alien'd and improved 
by our own engineers man; years ago, and jueseiifed regular faces and flanks of masonry, 
with properly cut embrasures ; but the height of the wall was 24 feet above the ground 
level, of wliicli, however, 8' feet was a mere parapet .‘J feet I luck, the reraaindcr being 
about four times that thickne.>,s; outside the wall was a very wuh: bernt, and then a ditch, 

16 feet deep, and 20 feet wide a1^ bottom, escarp and eomd ‘iscarp steej), ahd tlic latter 
nnrevetled, and the former revetted with stone, and s (let in beitriu ; a good slnjiing glacis 
covered the lower, ten I'eel ot the wall from all attein{)ts of distant batteries. 

“ On the evening of the 7tli Se|neuilicr, No. 1 advanced batfery, in two ])ortions, was 
traced about 700 yards from the Moree IJastion ; the right ]ioriiim, for five 18-pounders 
and one 8-inch howitzer, was to siloii^ llie Moice, and prcvciiit its interfering with the 
attack on the left. The lell jioition, (or fmn 24-])onntlers, was iiitcnded to liold the 
Cashmere bastion paifially iu ebeck. The woiKiiig parties wire very little disturbed 
(luring the night; the eoveruig iiurties iu front kejit the musketry at a distance, and except 
three well-aimed showers of grajie tin own from the Moree, wliieli knocked'over 
some workmen, we received no annoyanee,- By the inoniing the two portions of the 
battery were finished and armed, though not ready to fire until dearly sunrise ; a trench 
was also made connecting the iwo iiortions, and extending a little to the right and left 
so as to give communication with a wide and deej) ravine which, extending very nearly up to 
our left attack, formed a sort of lirst jiarallol, and gave good cover to the guard of the 
trenches, the doolies, &c. For some time wo vycre well pounded from the Moree with 
round-shot and grape, but as our guiis in the new batteiy got gradually into play, the 
enemy’s fire grew less and less, and was at Icngtii completely overpowen'd. 'I'liis battery 
bectune known as Briud’s, being w’orked by that officer with great etlect till the end of the 
siege. 

“ On the evening of the 8lli and 9th, No. 2 Battery was traced ant! eomiiK'iiced. To 
our surprise we had been allowed to seize this advanced posili.m at Ludlow (kislle, wilhiu •; 
600 yards of the city, without even a tight lor it, on tlie previous day. In f.ict, there is''| 
.little doubt the enenn -rtill thought the attack was to he on the right, where all the fighting 
hail,hitherto beim, and where all our old batteries were located. Ludlow Castle and the ■ 
Kooclsecbagh were now occupied by strong detachments, and I'onned our ciiief supports to '

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the left attack. During the 9th a sharp ’fire of musketry, shot, and shell, was opened on 
.these j)ositions by the enemy from the .imigle in front', and from the Cashmere and Water 
Bastions, and the Selimghur, but no great damage was done. During the tiSghts of the 9th 
and 10th, No. 2 Battery was completed and partially armed, but not unmasked. It Was 
in two portions ; <^ie immediately in front of Ludlow Castle for nine 24-pounders to open 
a breach in the curtain between the Cashmere and Water Bastibns, immediately to the left 
of the former, and to knock oft' the parapet to the right and left for some distance so as to 
give no cover to musketry ; the othcr'portion, some 200 yards to the right, consisting of 
seven 8-inch howitzers and two 18-pounders, was to aid the tirst portion, and work with it 
for the same end : No. 3 Battery was also commenced on ,the left, and No. 4 Battery, for' 
ten lieavy inortars, completed in the Koodseebagh, but not yet unmasked. Major Tombs 
was in Charge of this battery. The light mortars, under Captain Blunt, were afterwards 
worked from the rear of the Custom-house. 

“ During the nights of the lOth and 11th, No. 2 Battery w'as strengthened, armed, and 
unmaslicd, and No. 3 Battery completed This last was made in the boldest manner, 
within ISO yards of the Water Bastion, behind a small ruined house in the Custom-house 
compound, and under such a fire of musketry as few batteries have ever been exposed to; 
and it was for six 18-pounders, whieli were to o])en a second breach in the W’^ater Bastion, 
and was worked by Major Scott. The enemy also went to work to-night, and made an 
advanced trench parallel to our left attack, and about OfrO yards from it, from which at 
daybreak they opened a very hot fire of musketry, which was maintained throughout 
the rest of tlie sieg(). They had ]jreviously ('ot some light guns and one heavy gun out 
into the open on our right, which caused con- iderable annoyance by their enfilade fire. 

“ On the 11th our butteries opened lire, a salvo from the nine 24-pounder8 opening 
the hall, and showing, by the way it brouglit dowm the wall in huge fragments, what effect 
it might be e.xpectecl to produce after a lew hours. The Cashmere Bastion attempted to 
reply, but was (luiekiy silcueed ; and hoUi portions of No. 2 went to work in fine style, 
knocking the bastion and adi-iccnt curtains to ])ieoes. Majors Campbell and Kaye, 
Captains Johnson and Gray, li.id charge of No. 2.* No. 3, how'cvcr, did not commence 
fire till the following day, when the lid) power of our Artillery was shown, and the conti¬ 
nuous roar of fifty guns and mortars pouring siioi and shell on the devoted city; warned 
the enemy that his and our time liad at length come. Night and day, until the morning 
of the 14tli, was this ovcrwlitiming lire continued; but the enemy did not let us have it 
all our own way. fi’hough unable to work a gun from any of the three bastions that were so 
fiercely assailed, they yet stuck to tfieir guns in the open which partially enfiladed 
our position; tlicy got aguutobear fron 'a hole broken open in the long curtain-w’all; 
they sent rockets from one ol tiieir mailelJo towers; and they maintained a perfect storm 
of musketry from their advanced tre.ich and from tlie city walls. 

“ On th(' night of the 13tli ilic Engineers stqi|e down and examined the two breaches 
near the Cashmere and Water Bastions ;t and both being reported practicable, orders for 
the assault were at once issued to taki- jdaef at daybreak tlie following morning. 

“ The arrangements for the storming were as follow's :—

“ At 4 A.M. the, difl'erent columns fell in, and were marched to their respective (daces, 
the heads of Nos, 1, 2, and 3 Columns being kept concealed until the inpment for the, 
actual a-ssault should arrive.” The signal was to be, the advance of the Rifles to the front, 
to cover the heads of the columns by skirmishing. 

“ Eveiything being ready, Gcucral Nicholson, whose excellent arrangements elicited 
the admiration of all, gave the signal, and the Rifles daslied to the front with a cheer, 
extending along and skirmishing through tlie hiw jungle, which at this point extends to 
within fifty yards of tlie ditch; at the same inonieiit the heads of Nos. 1 and 2 Columns 
emerged' from the Koodscebagh, and advanced steadily towards the breach. Our batteries 
had snaintained a tremendous lire u[) to the moment of the advance of (he troops, and not 
a gun could the enemy bring to bear on tlio storming .columns; but no sooner did these 
femerge into the 0 ])en, tliaii a perfect hailstorm of bulleis met them from the front and 
both flanks, and officers and men fell fast on the crest of the glacis. For ton minutes .it 
was im(>ossiblc to get the ladders down into the ditch to ascend the escarp; 1ml the deter¬ 
mination of tlie British soldier carried all before it, and “ Pandy ” declined to meet the charge 
of the British bayonet. With a sliout and a rush, the breaches were both won, and the 
enemy fled in conlusion. 

" Meanwhile the explosion party advanced in front of the 3rd (mlumn, straight upon . 
the (lashmcve (into. 'I’his little baud of lierijes (I'or they were no less) had to advance, in 
broarl (iiiylight, to the gateway, in the very teeth of a hot tire of musketry from above, and 
throne h tlie .gateway, and on both flanks: the powder-bags were coolly laid and adjusted;. 
but Lieutenant Salkeld v\a.s by this time Aor.v de romhat, with t,wo buliet.s in him. 
Serjeant (^aimichacl then attempted to fire the hose, but was shot dead. Serjeant Burgess 
tbeu tried, and succeeded, but jiaid for the daring act with Ins life. Scr)cHnt Smith, 
thinking tliat Burgess, too, had failed, ran Ibrwaul, but seeing the train a-light, bud just 
time fo tlirow liiinsell info the ditch, and esta])c the eflbets of the cxjilosioii. With a loud 
crash flie gateway was blown in, and through it tJiedid ( -'olumn ruslicd to the assault, and, 
onfered the fowl! just a.s the otlier co.liiimis had won flic hrcaclie.s. General Wilson has- 
siiiee bestowed the Victoria Cross on l.ieutenants Home and Salkeld,'!. on Serjeant Smith,, 
and on a brave man of Her Majesty's ,'i2nd Regiment, wlio stood by Lieutenant Salkeld to 
tlio last, and bhuiid u|) his wounds. 

“ General Nicholson then formed the troojis in the main-guard inside, aad, with his 
coliniiii, proceeded to dear the rain}>arts, as liir as the Mono Bastion. It was in advancing 
bevood this towards the Lahore Gate, that ho met the woviiul which has since caused his- 
lamented death—fi deaf li whicli, it is not too luiicli to say, lias dimmed the lustre of even this 
victory, as it has de}n-ivcd the eountry of one ol the ahlest men and most gallant soldiens 
liiut liiialaml anywhere numbers among her ranks. 

“Tile 4 til Column, I regret to .say, failed; hut as it was too far for me to know 
iinytliing of its nal process, [ (irefer leaving its story to be told by another, instead of 
sending von a vague and imperfect account. I lad this euhmin succeeded, its pos.'-cssiou of 
Ihe 1-aliore Gate would have saved us much subsequent troulilc. 

“ Mr. Editor, 1 regret tlml iny account must stoii here, as, being myself wounded at 
this sta.gc of the jiroccediugs, I wa.s unable to witness the subsequent C8i>ture of tlie 
Mngariix, tlio Burn Bastion, the Palace, ami tinully of the wliole city: someone else 
wiiiydutihllcss, conclude mv stoiy in a more worthy nmmier than I iiavc told it. 

“ rims terminated the’ siege of Delln. Our loss during the actual siege was about 
300 ineii.^

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“On the day of the assault it was Cl officers and 1,17.8 killed and wounded,’!*’ being 
nearly one third of the whole number engaged. The ist Fusiliers alone lost 0. officers, 
and otlicr iegliocnts, 1 believe, in proportion. Tlie Engineers suffer^ heavily. The three 
ollicers conducting Ko". 1, 2, andd Columns, Lieutenants Medley, Grcathed, and Maunsell, 
were all struck down early in the fight; and of 17 officers on duty that day, 10 were put 
hem dr combat. The loss of the enemy is never likely to be correctly ascertained; but at 
the end of the operation it, is probable that at least LfiOO must have been killed, between 
the 7th and 20th, and a very large number wounded, who wen*, carried away. 

“ For the comph to success that attended the prosecution of iho siege, the chief credit 
is undoubtedlv din* to Colonel llaird Smith, the Chief Engineer, and to Captain A. Taylor, 
til j director of tlic lit tuck. On this latter officer, in fact (in consequence of the Chief 
Engineer being wounded), devolved the eiifire superintendenre of fhe siege-work, and his 
energy and activity will, doubtless, meet with their due reward. 

*• I'lirouginnit the operiiticus he seemed to he onmipreseut, and to boar a charmed 
life, for lie escaped without a wound. The jilaii of (he attack was bold and skilful; the 
iiatniv ot the euoniy •veweio con'midiiig with was cMr'lly ajipreciated, and our plans 
shaped accordingly. ‘Paiidy’ can tigh'twell behind cover, euMiciv he wusoul-maiicriivred; 
his attention liciiig divert, d froiii (he real ponrt ol attack liil the last, and then the «over, 
wliieli might have jirovcd such a serious ohdiiele to ns, was sei/.ed at the right moment, 
witliout lo-is, and uii its advantages turned against him. With plenty of skilled workmeii 
the siege-works migiil have been niore .speedily eonstrnelcd, but with the wretched means 
at our disjiosal. the wonder is that f.o much was done with so little loss. 

“If the siege of Delhi was not a i.gular siege, m the .same sense with that of 
lllini'tpore or Si’ingapatam. It may yet bear a fuiier CMiu]i;nisoiivvi(li a greaUr than cither, 
that, of Sebastopol. In both, the strength of the fortlfiiations was as iintliing; it was tlic 
propoi'tion of besieged to hi siegers, tlic magnitude of the arsenal inside, and the impossi¬ 
bility of a thorough investment, that constituted tlic real .strciiglli of the jilace: in fact, 
neither were, properly speaking, sieges, but ratiier attacks on an army in a strongly 
entieiiched position. 

“ Felix.” 

1 must now add a lew particulars lo flic above, and eoinplcte Ihe account to tlie period 
win :i we were finally in pas«''ssiou of the whole city. 

To enable the whole of the siege batti'nes to he uniied, most of the heavy guns were 
vvithi.rawii from ihe ridge, such only being leit as were iieeessaiy to render that position 
seeuie against attack from the Kissengmige diiection. The J'oot Artillerymen, without 
relief, being quite unable to man tlic I euvy guns and mortars, nearly all the officers and 
men of the lioi>e Artillery were i-cnt. info the batteries, and worked in tliein until the 
morning of the assault, when they rcj.iined their troops. In addition to these, the 
Carahiiiievs and 9lli Laneei.-, funiislicd a quota of volunteers, whose infclligenee and good¬ 
will leiidcred their .seivices most v'alu.ihle. Several volunteer officers from the line had 
been under instruction in the ridge batteiies for some days before the breaching batteries 
opened, and were rn'lcrwards most usefully emjiloyed in the latter. 

The iicwly-raised Sikh Artillerymen, of eour.se, took their share of the work, and the 
manner m vvhn-ii a detail ot -ttiese men, under Lieutciumt Sir Wm. Hamilton, vvovked two 
ol (lie guns ii' .Major Su.tt's battery, undei a clone and eon.staiit fire of musketry, elicited 
the admiiatioii ol those who saw tliem. 

The men of tlie two fiekl-batterics of li,c force were not taken for the siege-guiis, so 
that one h.ittery fiirnislied the three divisions of guns for tin* piequets, and the otlier was 
in Kseive in camp. 

Fioui (he iiiglit of the 7fii, until the balfcrie.s were completed, the exertions of all the 
Engni cr Oitieers, Sajqier.s. and Pioneers, were unceasing; and large working and covering 
jiartii's had to be constantly furnished by the Infantry. , 

On the 8th, after Ko. 1 or Hriiid’s Battery had opened, a sortie was made from 
the eity, ])nnei])n!ly of Cavalry; hut the only result was, that several,of the insurgents 
were killed by the fire of our Artillery. From tlic broken ground below the ridge, however, 
and fi'om a Ircneti in front «)f No. 1 Battery, a constant lire of musketry was kept up, and 
grape laid to he ii-'- 'u at tlie light gen battery, near the Sammy House, comuianded by 
Cajitain Hemmingtoii, to Keep the skirmishers at a distance. 

'I’lu* other efforts at aimoyance until the period of the assault were those described in 
Iheleiti'i' of “Felix,” and numerous casualties were occasioned, for not only were 3j27 
t^htiug riieii put horn ds romlwt, but many followers, such as bbeestieS, niagaziuo lascars, 
otiduauu* drivers, &c , were killed and wounded,

* f to the battery was most hazardous. Captain Patmn, ot the 

Artillery, a most valuable and gallant officer, was killed here by a musket-shot two or three 
hours after fire had been opened. ^ 

before the guns of No. 2 Battery were in full play, sorties were made 
ft om the ^^^®“tnere Gate, and a constant fire was kept up from trenclies in front. A portion 
ot the 1st 1 uujaub Rifles, under lieutenant Nicholson, was from the 8lh to the \-Hh 
engaged m protecting No. 2 Battery, being posted hehiud alow wall in advance, wivh a 
re^rve ot the same corps, together with some European Infunti'y at Ludlow Castle, and 
all the batteries were, of course, guarded by strong parties of Infantry. 

The guns placed by the enciiiy in the Taleewarra Suburb complefely enfiladed Nos. 1 
and 2 Batteries, uml were a source of much annoyance. They were so .sheltered that our 
ordnance on the ridge and at the Saitjrny-House Battery were never able altogcllier to 
silence them. 

From the Solitnghur, too, a very oon.st.ant fire of shells w.as kept up, which dropped 
about the flustom-lmuse. Mortar, uiirl No. *2 Batteries. 

'riie Kissengunge Batteries still continued to play at intervals on the ridge. 

During the actual period of the siege hut one atteuijrt was made 1o annoy our r'car. 
A body of Cavirlry crossing the canal drove in our pierjuet of Irregular Horse at Azadporc, 
but parties of Puiijauh and Guide C'avalry speedily turning out, jmrsned and lulled twenty- 
five of the inutincirs, including a native officer. Lieutenant Watson, 1st Puiijaub 
Cavalry, was wounded on this occasion. One man and two horses were killed; eleven 
men and thirteen horses wounded. 

During the assault the protection of the camp was confided to the convalescents of 
corps, a portion of the ('avalry, and rome Ilorec .'Vitillery under Colonel Dennis, IJor 
Majesty’s .'»‘2nd Light Infantry. The Infantry pieqnets all joined their regiments, save a 
small detachment at the Moscjile. .\fter the assault, and until the total eapfiire of the 
city, no Intanlrv' could be .sent hack to oanij); Inil on the loth mo.st of the Cavalry and 
the Horse ArliHery had retinned ; and the Sinuoor Battalion and the Guide Coqis being 
at Hindoo llao’s house, the camp, with all the sude and wounded, stores, fto., became 
tolerably secure ; and the an\ie,ty wliieh was felt in ease<t .should be attacked in rear by 
a body of troojis (wliieh the enemy might have spared) while we were involved in the city, 
was iill.ived. 

Brigadier Grant, with the bulk of tlie f’avalry (about fiOO sabres], and a trooji and 
a-hidf of House Artillery, was directed to mo e down wtiini flic assault'took place, to the 
neighbourliood of No. T Battery, to cheek any attempt to take our storming eolumnf in 
flank by sortie from the J.,aliore and Ajmcrc Gates, and No. 1 Battery was to keep u]) 
its fire on the Moree until our colnmiis were I’ound to be progressing in that direction. 

Taking up the account where “ Felix” leaves off, I will briefly describe what oceiin'cd 
to the several eotumiia. 

Nos. 1 and 2 having effected an entrance, jiroeceded round the wal],s to their right, 
overcoming ojiposition, and taking a small battery and a tower betwoiu; the Ciislimei'c aiul 
Moree Busdioiis, the Moree itself, and the Caluil Gate. All attempt.s, however, to take 
the Burn Bastion and J.,ahoi'e Gate, failed. 

The tioops had to advance up a narrow lane, swept down by grape and inmketry ; 
and in one of tlic.se attempts General Nicholson was movtally wounded. As far as the 
Cabul Gate, our hold was secured, and prepaiations were immediately made for opening 
fire from the bastions inwards on Ihc town, sandb.ag parajicts being constructed across the 
gorges. 

The third column, under (’olonel Campbell, of Her Majesty’s .')2iul Light Infantry, 
after storming the Cashmere Gate, jirorceded through the town towards the Jiimma 
Musjid, conducted in tlio most gallant manner by Sir T. Metcalfe, of the Civil Seivice, 
who'had volunteered for the duty, for which ho was well qualified from local knowledge. 
By taking the column by a circuitous route but little opposition was met with until the 
Cliandnee (’howk was reached, and possession obtained of the kotwallce. After this, 
however, men fell fast, and it was found inipo.ssible to carry out the object assigned, viz., 
the capture of the Juinma Musjid. Eventually this column fell hack to the neighbourhood 
of the church, and joined the reserve, a proceeding v liich met the full approv al of the 

Major-General commanding. . , i, , 

The reserve followed No, 3 Colunin info the Cashiuerc CxHte, the winj of the IJtiooch 
Battalion having been previously detached to the right of No. 2 Battery, and eventually 
sent to Hindoo Rao’s as a support, when tlic serious nature of the struggle iu ivisvenguiigc 

became ^nowm^^ gardens were cleared of the insurgents by the reserve, and held by the 
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4th Punjaub Rifles, apd some of Hev Majesty’s 61st Regiment. The Water Bastion, 
Cashmere Gate, Skinner’s house, and tlie house of Ahmed Ali Khan, a large comniancliag 
building, were also held by this column. Upon the retirement of 5o. 3 Column, the 
Kumaon Battalion were placed in Skinner’s house, Her Majesty’s .')2nd at the church, 
and the Ist Punjaub Infantry in the houses at the end of the two streets that lead into' 
the o|)en space around the church from the interior of the city. Guns, too, were posted 
at the head of these streets, which stopped an attempt that was made to follow up No. 3 
Column. 

No. 4 Column, under Major Reid, advanced from the Subzee Mundec towards Kissen- 
gunge, the (’ashmere Contingent co-oj)erating on its right. The latter, however, was so 
.shai'j)ly iUtacked by the insurgents, who were in great-force, that, after losing a great 
number of men * and four guus, they were completely defeated, and fell back to camp. 
Major Reid’s column met with-the most strenuous opposition, gi’eatly increased, doubtless, 
by tlie failure of the Cashmere Contingent, and tlie enemy were so numerous and so 
strongly posted that, after the loss of inany men and officers, the Commander, Major 
lleid, having been carried away seviuely wounded. Captain Muter, GOth Rifles, the next 
senior officer, judiciously withdrew flic troops to their former j)osts at Hindoo Rao’s .and 
in the Sul>zee Mundee. ’I’lieir retircuumt was much aided by a fire of shrapnel shells, 
opened by Lieutenant H. .T. Evans, from tlie light guns at the battery, called the “ Crows’ 
Nest.” One party Cf Guide Infantry, liowevcr. were surrouuded in an inclosure, and 
could not get away. ’I'lieir rescue was cveiituully eftccted in a spirited manner by the 
wing of the Bclooch Battalion, whieli. ns before slated, had been detached to this 
quarter. 

Meanwhile, Brigadier Grant, with his cavalry and guns, had most effectaally prevented 
any annoyance to the flanks of the assaulting columns; hut his troops had suffered severely 
from the tire of the Talccwarra guns and Burn Bastion, three of llie former of v\liich 
were, however, siriked by our artillery. . 

The heavy fire brought oi. Oie Cavalry caused Major-General Wilson to scud up Captain 
Bourchicr’s batteiy, in aid of the Horse Artillery guns under Major Tombs, which had, as 
usual, been most cflieiently comtnandi'd, but had sustained heavy loss. 

'riu! duty assigned to the Cavalry having been completed, tlicy were withdrawn to 
the neighbourhood of Ludlow Castle, with picrpiefs towards tlie ridge. 

The Belooch' Battalion, also, being no longer reciuired outside, moved into the city 
and joined the reserve. 

During the l.bth several moriars were got into position, to shell the town and palace. 
A battery, commanding Sclimghur and part of tlie palace, was opened from the College 
gardens, and some houses were taken in advance of our first positions; a breach wins 
made also from the College in t'ac magazine defences. The enemy all this time kept 
U]i a eamioiiade on our position of tiio city from Sclimghur; from the magazine a 
constant musketry fire was inaintaii)c.d on the C’ollege Compound, and, more or Igss, 
skinnisliiiig went on at all our advanced posts. This occasioned, however, little loss, as, 
directly we occiijiied a linusi-, sand-bag del'cnce.s were put up wherever reijuisite. 

At (lawn on the Kith the magazine w'as stormed and taken, with slight loss to us, 
by Her Majesty's filst Hcgiment, part of the 4tli Ihnijauh Rifles, and the wing Bclooch 
battalion. 

Kissongimgt' this morning was cvaeuat< d by the enemy, and five heavy guns left,’ of 
wliieli possession was taken by a party sent forward from Hindoo Kao’s. We were now 
tor the first time enabled to see the immense strength of the insurgent position here, and 
in T'llemvarra, andwliich they had sjiared no labour to impi'ove. 

During the 17tli and IStli. our right and left positions at the Cabul Gate and 
mag zinc .were brought into direel coniinunieation by a line of posts, in rear of which 
everyl.iing was our own. Pushing still forward, the Bank, Major Abbott’s house, and the 
dweilin;.: of Khan Mahomed Khan were taken, so that our posts w'ere now close to the 
]ialae(' and fliandnee Chowk. These advances wci'e not made without opposition, both 
from field-artillen' and imiskotry, hut being conducted with great judgment, our loss was 
trifling. 

All our inortiiv!- (most of them from the magazine) now played eonstantly upon the 
palace and the quarters of the town occupied by the enemy, and must have materially 
contributed to the subsequent evacuation of the palace. Indeed, it became evident that 
tlio insurgents were gradually escaping from the place at the opposite side ; few went pver 
the bridge, as our guii.s commanded it. 

On the cycniiig of the 1 fltli, the Burn Bastion was surprised and captured by a party

of clotlung,ampumt,on, and plunder we^^^^ in this camp, evcrvthuig showing that 
the insurgnts had fled with precipitation. Some Cavalry, entering by the Delhi Cate, took 
possession of the Jumma Musjid, and were speedily supported by Iniautrv and guuh. 

W lule this was going on, a column liad been formed to take the palace, which appeared 
deserted, save that occasionally a niusket-shot was tired from over the gateway at our 
troops at the head of the Cliaudnee Chowk. Powder-haga were brought up, and the, 
gateway blown m. Only two or three fanatics were found iiwide, and a muubcr otwcmidcd 
sepoys, who soon fell victims to the bayonets of our men. 

The whole city was now entirely in our hands, and the troops wore i>ostcd at the 
various gateways, hastjoii.s, &e.; hcad-iiuartcivs being estubli.shcd in the palace, wliieh was 
held by Her Majesty’s (iOtb Rifles, and Die Kiimaon lliittalion. 

The town was nearly empty of inhabitants, many of whom indeed (principally women 
and children, or bunccabs) luul been jiassed out by our guards, siibseipienf to tlio assault. 
Now and then, sepoys or fanaUiail Maboinedaiis, wounded or biding, were discovoivd by 
parties of our troojis, dragged oiir, and shot. 

On the 21st, JJeutenant Hodson, witli tlio valnablo aid of the be,ul of our Intcliigeneo 
Department (Moulvie Rujiib Ali), eapliired (lie King a few iiiilc.s from Di'lbi, He was 
brought in and placed under an European guaial, and now awaits a trial wliicb lia-^ been 
ordered. 

On the following day, two of the King’s sons and a grandson, all deeply iiiijiiieated in 
the atrocities committed in May, were also captured tbroiigb Lieul'iiant Hudson’s 
exertions. They were shot, and tliiir bodies cxjiosed for twenty-four liours in front of 
tlic kotwallcc. 

On the morning of the 2dth, a strong moveable column, under command of lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Grcatlicd, Her Majesty’s tlth Regiment, moled into the Doab to clear it, 
and to endeavour to open coimnunieafioiis with General Havelock at Cawnpore, and Hie 
connection of the writer with the DHlii Force ceased. 

It is impossible, liowevcr, li’i conclude, vvithouf alluding to the trials and cpiisl'mcy of 
the troops employed in this arduous siege. Called on at the botli'st season of the year to 
take the field, imperfectly ci]nip])cd, and iiiili the extent of difbciilties to be laced very 
iiuperfeolly known, all felt that u crisis had ai rived, to meet whieli every man’s clieerfnl, 
willing, and heartfelt energies mu.st be ]>ul forth to tlie utmost; and how well this v'as 
done, those who were with the army know and never can forget. For (lie first five vveeiis 
every etfort was required, not indeed to take Delhi bul. to bold our own position, and day 
after day, for hours togethi'r, every soldier was under arms under a burning sun, and 
constantly exposed to lire. Notwithstanding the daily casualties in action, the i.urneruus 
deaths by cholera, the diseoiiraging reports relative to the fidelity of some of tlie native 
portions of our own force, the distivssing aecoimts from all parts of tlie couiilry, tjie 
constant arrival of laigo reinforcements of nmtiueors, and the ajijiari'til impossibifity of aid 
ever reaching in sufficient strcngtli to enable us to take the ])laee, the courage and eonli- 
dcncc of till' army never flagged, and, besidc's enduring a eonstnnf and oftc-n deadly 
cannonade, for more than three months, in thirty different combaf.s, our ti’oop-, invariably 
were successful, always against long odds, and often opposed to ten times their numbers, 
who had all the advantages of ground and superior artillery. 

At last the actual siege commenced; hatteries were at onee throivn op in open ground 
within grape range of the walls, and though the loss in doing this was comparatively small, 
owing to some apjiarcnt misconception on the part of the enemy, the dese^ii was otu' of 
the boldest ever conceived. The e,slablishmc-nt of Major Scof t’.s battery vvifhin I SO ymals 
of the W'alls, to arm which heavy guns had to he dragged from the rear under a constant 
fire of musketry, was an operation tliat cen rarely liavc been equalled iu war. 

Finally, these soldiers, worn with disenso, tired with iuccssaul fluty, and sadly leduced 
in numbers,' in open day stormed a place defended by a vastly suiierior force, many 
crossing a ditch twenty-four feet deep, and clambering up a breach in face of u deadly fire; 
and having done this, had at once to commence h series of fresh operations for the 
redaction of the town, which, after six days’ constant toil or skirmishing, wcic attended 

with complete success. , 

All heliaveil. nobly, but I may be permitted to allude soraewli.at ti> those corps most 
constantly engaged fr-oin tlie begimiing—tlic Gdth Rifles, Firmoor llattalion, and Guides. 
Probablv not one dav throughout the siege passed without a casually in one o( tbc.se corps; 
placed in the very fi-ont of our position, they were ever under (ire. Their courigc, their 
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high qualifications as skirmishers, their cheerful ness, their steadiness, were beyond commen¬ 
dation. Their losses in action show the nature of the service. 

’ The Rifles commenced with 440 of all ranks; a few jays before the storm they 
received a reinforexunent of nearly 200 men; their total casualties werg 389. 

The Sirmoor Battalion commenced 450 strong, and once was joined by a draft of 90 
men. Its total casualties amounted to 319. . 

The Guides commenced with about 550 (Cavalry and Infentry), and th ^casualties 
were 303. 

The incessant labours of the Artillery, as well as of the Engineer department, deserve 
especial mention; 365 casualties in the former, and 293 in the latter breuch, are proofs 
of the exposure to which they wore subjected. There can be no brighter passage in thq 
history of the Bengal Ariillery than that which will tell of their exertions before Delhi, 
whether in tlio heavy biittcrics, or in the various engagements in which field artillery 
alone took part. The duties of the Eugincin* officers were most laborious, and involved 
constant expotiuve, more than two-thirds being killed or wounded; and the remnant of the 
old corps of Sappers and Miners (the only trained Sap[)ers present) behaved with the most 
perfect fidelity, and on numerous occasions with exemplary gallantry, notwithstanding that 
tliQ bulk of their eopirades w ere ojqiosed to them. The returns annexed will show how 
heavily all corps snUercd, even those, who joined towareft the close, and there was no 
regiment that could, not boa.sl of brilliant feats. Europeans and Natives alike, were 
animated by one spirit, and happy w^as the Govermneut wliich at such a time numbered 
these troops amongst the ranks of its ai'iuy. 

There is but otu* jroint left to whs a to allude, tin; strength of Delhi. Absurd 
aceounts of the weakness ol the place were eii-eulated in India and in Kiigland. “ Felix” 
shows where its jiriiicipul strength lay. Suffice it that a w'all 12 feet thick, witli a ditch 
in front of considerable width, and about 24 feet deep, with an udmii’uble glacis covering 
the wall for a full thii'd of it.s height, bastions in cajrital oi’tlcr (each holding ten, twelve, or 
foiu'teeii pieces of heavy artillerv), so as to form good flanking defences around a city seven 
miles in extent, with the ri\’f i on one face, constituted a formidable position. When, 
added to this, it is borne in mind that at the very lowest estimate there w'cre never fewer 
tlmn double as many defemlcrs as assailants, and more generally four times as marry; thgt 
there could |)c no investmi'ut even in name ; that upwards-of 300 guns, of which a large 
proportion were of heavy calibre, Were actually captured in front of, or in, the place ; and 
that the defenders’ supply of ummnuition was jrlenliful to the last,—it will be alloward that 
the General whose iask it W’a.s to take Delhi had no ordinarj etiterprisc on hand. 

Honour to liiin for his resolution wiiich pei’sevcred to the c-iul, and which led to the 
success that, jirobably, moi'c fbaii aiivtiriig else will be fouml to have contributed to the 
restoration of British authority wherever it has lieen shaken in India. 

How Sir .)olm Lawreiiei; siipiiortcd aiul reinforced the army at the risk of denuding 
tlic country under his government of treoji.s that might be most urgently required, how 
vigorously he aided the opcratiiiiis in every way, has already been acknowledged by the 
Govornmont of India. To him the army of Delhi, as well as the British nation, owe ,a 
deep debt of gratiluue, and which, by the former, eeriainly will not be forgotten. 

Annexed is a return of casualties in action : 1 .should have wished to have added a 
return of ca.suutiic3 by sickness, and a correct jdan of Delhi, with our positions and those 
of the insurgenfs. ■■

at 9 A.M. 

The soldiers romnieaccd this morning to disembark baggage and stores, according to 
the arrangement winch i had the honoi- to report yesterday; but in consequence of 
some information received by Mr. Gnm]))'ell, the civil officer sent to accompany the 
troops, it appeared to us both to be quite rupiacticablo for the troops to effect any good 
by pniceeiliug towards Sylhet by land. Fr an the reports which arrived here this day, it 
would seem that the rebels from {'hittag)ng had advanced so far in the direction of 
Sylhet, either with the intention of reaching that town, or of going more to the east, that 
they were at least three or four days’ mareh in advance of us *, under these circumstances, 
1, in conjuDotion with Mr. Camiibcll, deemed it nnadvisablc and useless to harass the 
troops by a march through an unknown conmry, without the jirobability of overtaking the 
enemy of whom Wc were in search. 

SVf shall, however, proceed in the steamer and flat towards Sylhet, and it is believed 
that there is water suffieient to take us to Chattuk, in accordance with the instructions 
received from the (Commissioner at Dacca.

^ "jr’'to report, for information of Government, that Brigadier Christie, 
conimanding Dinapore division, has detained the steamer “ Charles Allen” at Dinapore 
for four days, for the purpose of endeavouring to intercept a body of 3,000 mutineers, 
reported to have assembled near Burni Ghaut, with the intentioh of crossing into 
Shahabad. 

2. The Brigadier has sent .'50 soldiers on the steamer, and has adopted the measure 
in consequence of a message from the Lieutcnant-Govcrnoi’ of Central Provinces, calling 
for the employment of any armed steamer, in view to checking such an attempt as above 
detailed. Brigadier Christie’s original message is hereto apppndcd, and its return is 
requested when no longer required.

Sir, Jelpigorie, December 6, 1857. 

*I HAVE the honor to rcpoi’t, for the information of the Major-General commanding 
the Division, that the 3rd troop of 11 Ih Irregular Cavalry, which was w'ith the detach¬ 
ment at Madargimge, made oil’ last night at 9 o’clock. 

I have not yet received an official import from the officer in command, but am given 
to understand that the 73rd Regiment turned out immediately, fired volleys into the 
runaways, and otherwise behaved very well. I'he detachment of Europeans and Goorkhas 
from Darjeeling, under the command of Captain Cunon, arrived at Jelpigorie at 5 a.m., 
and are for the pre.sent located in the late Cavalry finds. 

The Dacca rebels have not yet entered the Jelpigorie district, and are reported to be 
on the opposite side of the Tcesta; they have not yet reached Pafgong. Rungporc is now 
probably garrisoned by Europeans.

I HAVE to report that the steamer ‘‘Chark's Allen” arrived, last evening, off 
Dinapore, and having left her flat, she proceeded, by my order,, this day to the mouth of 
the Gogra and the neighbourhood, for four days, carrying fifty soldiers, for the purpose of 
intercepting a body of 3,000 mutineers, who are stated to have collected near Bumi 
Ghaiit, on the river, with the intention of crossing into the district of Shahabad.

Sir, Cuampore, December I, 1857, 

IN reply to your letter of this day's date, I havt the honor to submit, for the inrof- 
mation of Major-General Windham, commanding the ('awnporo division, tlie following 
report of my defence of the bridge and Bithoor road on the 28th ultimo. 

4t daylight on the 28th of Novemljer I proceeded, jvccording to instructions, with Her 
Majesty's 34th Regiment, two companies oi Her Majesty’s 82nd Regiment, and four guns 
of Madras Native Artillery, to take up a posit'on at the Racket ('ourt; two companies of 
Her Majesty’s 641h Regiment having been placed in the Baptist Chajiel to keep up 
oommunication with me. When within a few hundred yards of the Racket Court I 
received instructions through the late Captain McCrea that General Windham prelcrred 
the position of the jirevious evening being taken upon 1 he bridge, and the Bithoor road 
defended. 1 consequently retired, leaving a coiniiany of Her Majesty’s 34th Regiment 
to occupy the front lincol broken-down Native Inlantry huts, and another company in their 
support, in a brick building about 100 yards to their rear. 1 tlicn detached a companv of 
Her Majesty’s 34th to the opposite side of the road across the jilipn, in a line witli the 
above support, to oceii|)y a vacant house, to man the garden walls, and the upstair 
verandah. Those companies formed a strong position, and quite commanded the whole 
road towards the bridge. 1 halted at the bridge with tlic remainder of the 34th and four 
guns, and barricaded tlie rOiad, and placed two guns on the bridge. 1 then sent two 
companies of the 34tli, under Licviteuaut-Colonel Simpson, to owupy the position he held 
the previous evening, to prevent the egress of the <’iicmy from the town towards the 
eutreneliments; also to deftnd the road from Allulmhad. This pieipiet I subsequently 
strengthened with two of my guns, which eonld not be worked on the bridge. 

A brisk lire was kept up by the enenty irom their position amongst the Native lines, 
on the advanced skirmishers and piequet. and upon tlje bridge by their guns (1 ()-|jomiders), 
throughout the whole day. About midday Captain MeCiea conveyed instrnelions to me 
to pioceed to the front to attack the enemy’s Infantry and guns, that he was to convey 
the same iu.sfructions to Her Majesty's G41h Rtgiment, and both parlies to advance at the 
same time. 

Captain Me(Vca look with him, to strengthen the (Mtli, forty nirn of a company of 
Her Majesty’s 82n(l, which I had jilaced as a piequet at the old Conitnissiiriat compound 
for the protection o( the load leading fioin (liaidiivclioii to the entreuelunent. I advanced 
with my two guns and a company ol the .‘lltli from the bridge, taking, as 1 advanced, (he 
eomjiany stationed to my light in the upstair hou-H', and the company in the bioktn huts 
with its su])port, on my left. 

On iMlvaneiiig and clearing the front line of tiees,! was desirous, and ondcaiioured, to 
push the whole ot my party luioss the plain in tiont, to charge the enemv’s guns, but os 
tlicirInfantry still occupied the broken gioniid of'otlier huts, uud my toree without support, 
it could not bo done. The enemy’s guns were driven far to the rear by the tire ot my two 
guns, alter which my skirmislicrs, support, and light piequet, loolf np their original 
positions, and I returned witli the guns to the bridge. Shortly alter this the enemy’s 
Intaufiv were sicn to be skating along the edge of the town, witli the evident intention of 
turning our flank, and of jioiiriiig a tiie ujioii us from the houses on our lelh Both 
piequet and skiimisheis apidicd for rcinforeemciits, which 1 eonld not all'ord. but desired 
them to hold their positions as long as possible, and then tall back to the bead of the 
bridge, which they did abouto’clock. 

The enemy were now increasing in large mnnbers on onr left, oeeup\ing houses, 
garden-walls, and the ehiireli. A company w..s scut through flic gaidtns to dislodge the 
enemy, and drive them linin the church, but the enemy wcie strong enough in jMisition to 
maintain, or rather to return to, tlu-ii position. 1 tlien concoiitraled all iiiy fora* on both 
flanks of the bridge, and with the guns kejit np a heavy fiic. 'I’ho enemy now brought up 
a gun into the elnnehyni'il, w'liieh eiifll.ided the budge at a distance not exceeding 1.5LI yaids, 
my own guns not bc'ing able to hear on their [losition. • 

The'^euemy weic still increasing and working round to my rear by my feft flank; I , 
retired the guns about 100 yards, so as to command tlie brigade and the road leading from ‘ * 

the town, ' ‘ 

Officers and men were at this time falling fast around me. I ajjpL'ed for a reinfbrties, ^ 
ment, hut by the time they arrived night had set in, and I now con.sicIer‘d it prudent to ! / 
retire with the remainder ot my force into the entrenchment, which Wi.t} done with perfect.' 
regularitv, the reinforcement of rifles protecting the rear. > * ' 



,, .■ ' Altlioijgh fefr fiome time earneitly aSvis^d to retire, I refrained from doing so, until I 
felt convin^ tiiat, from the increasing numbers of the enemy, the fatigue of'the men 
after, three.days’ , ha^ fighting, and vay own troops firing in the dark into eaoli other, the 
position was no longer tenable, and that consequently it became my painful duty to retire.

the 28th November, 1857.

THE Cnmmanderdn-chief has had under consideration Brigadier Carthew’s dispatch 
'dated Cawnpore, 3rd December, 1857, addressed to the Deputy Assistant Adjutant- 
, General, Cawnpore division. • 

Although his Excellency fully admits the arduous nature of the service on which 
' ..BldgadtefCarthew had been engaged during tlie 28th November, he cannot record his 
apprn-Jfcf that officer’s retreat oh the evening of that day,^ 

', ll|B- the instructions of Major-General Windham, his commanding officer. Brigadier 
Cartbewhad been placed in position. No discretion of retiring was allowed to him. 
he ■w|s pressed hard he sent for reinforcements, which, as the Comraander-in-chief 
f|]E^iippenhd to he present when the request arrived, his Excellency is aware, were immedi- 
conducted to his relief by Major-General Windham in person, 
would appear from Brigadier Carthew’s letter of ex'planation, that he did not wait 
s nf tViA rainiot cements which had been brought to him, but, to the great 
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Astonishment of Majot>Gciwnil Windham and his Exc^ilency, retired elmoiit immAdiately 
after. ■ ‘ i ■ . ' < 

With respect to these occurrences, his ExoeUwBcy feels it necessary to mijjle ttro > ‘ 
remarks: , ''' 

In the first place, no subordinate officer, when possessing eas;^ means of oonimuaica* 
tion with his immediate superior, is permitted, according to tlie principles and usages of w, 
to give up a post which has been entrusted to his charge without a previous request for 
orders, ato a representation might have been made that the post had become no longer 
tenable. 

Secondly. It might have occurred to Brigadier Carthew, that when Major-General 
Windham proceeded to reinforce the post, according to his just rccpiest, instead of ordering 
the garrison to retire, it was the opinion of the Mjyor-Geucral that to hold it was an 
absolute necessity. 

llis Excellency refrains from remarking on the very serious consequeuoos which ensued 
on the abandonment of the post in question. . * 

The night, which had arrived, was morc favorable to the Brigadier for the purpose of 
strengthening his position, than it was to an gncniy advancing on him in the dark; at all 
events, there wore many hours daring which a decision could have been taken by the 
highest authority in the entnmehment, whetlicr the post should be abandoned or not, 
without much other inconvenience than the mere fatigue of the garrison. 

The Commander-in-chief must make one more remark. 

Brigadier Carthew, in the last paragraph of his letter, talks about his men firing into 
one another in the dark, llis Excellency does not sec how this could occur if the men 
were properly posted, and the officers in command of them duly instructed as to their 
respective positions.
